financial “squeeze.” 

Expects Reduction. 


Siding with views expressed pre- 
viously by Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Wickard, Davis said the meat 
rationing program, uniform ceiling 
prices on meats and measures de- 
signed to stamp out the ‘black 
markets were expected to lower 
prices of all classes of livestock— 
and hence make livestock ceilings 
unnecessary—as they became fur- 
ther effective. 

The livestock feed program was 
attacked from two angles. Needs 
of livestock feeders outside the 
surplus corn-producing area of the 
Midwest will be met largely 
through sale of Government-owned 
wheat and importation of wheat, 
oats and other grains from Can- 
ada and Australia. 

Although no details of the im- 
port program were disclosed, the 
Government itself apparently will 
handle all the transactions and 
make the feed available to farm- 
ers at prices in line with current 
OPA ceiling prices on milk and 
poultry products and the price at 
which ceilings would be set on 
hogs if such action is finally tak- 
en.

HE Office of Price Admin- 
T istration today slashed the 
point value of sausage prod- 
ucts and certain pork cuts by 


14 to 50 per cent, Included in 
the slash are wieners, bologna 
and pork sausage, scrapple, 
chitterlings and pork neck and 
backbones. . 

The action, OPA said, result- 
ed from the slow rate at which 
these perishable meat products 
have been moving through retail 
outlets. -The lower point values 
become effective af midnight 
tomorrow 

Dry and semi-dry} sausages 
such as hard salami, hard: cer- 
velat, pepperoni, soft salami, 
thuringer, and mortadella are 
not affected by the action. 

One group — pork sausages, 
wieners, bologna, baked loaves 
and liver sausage—was reduced 
from seven points a pound to 
six a pound when no non-meat 
filler is added to the products. 
When the product contains non- 
meat filler, such as cereals, the 
reduction is from seven to five 
points. The products may be 
fresh, smoked or cured. 

Neck and back bones were 
cut from 2 to 1 point a pound 
and chitterlings from 4 to 2.

“The real black market in poal- 
try is right here in St. Louis,” as- 
serted the dealer, who explained 
that he wanted his name withheld 
for fear he might lose his source 
of supply. “Some drivers bringing 
Arkansas White Rock chickens 
into St. Louis will stop at Kirk- 
wood and feed their chickens all 
the mash, oatmeal and corn they 
will eat. They will feed them two 
or three times inside six hours. 
Then the chickens are brought into 
St. Louis brokers, placed in their 
stalls and offered to retailers. 

“A certain lot will include broil- 
ers, on which there is a wholesale 
ceiling price of 28.39 cents per

The Air Ministry, describ- 
ing the photographs as the clear- 
est ever taken of the 800-acre 
Krupp plant, said “the works in 
fact appear to be almost entirely 
inactive.” 

Eight Bombers Lost. 

Eight bombers failed to return 
from last night’s operations as 
compared to the 21 lost in the 
previous night's Ruhr attack which 
the Air Ministry described as 
“heavy” but failed to identify the 
specific targets. Between the two 
night bombings the Royal Air 
Force sandwiched a daylight raid 
on the Cologne area by swift mos- 
quito bombers while fighters shot 
up Axis communications in North- 
ern France.

Italian General Captured by Allies

Hog Ceiling to Be Set Un- 
less? Market Drops, 
Davis Says in Outlining 
Program. 


WASHINGTON, April 10 (AP).— 
Moving to assure high production 
of meat, dairy and poultry prod- 
ucts and carry out the Administra- 
tion's anti-inflation program, Food 
Administrator Chester C. Davis an- 
nounced today a program designed 
to balance prices and supplies of 
feed on the one hand with prices 
and supplies of livestock on the 
other. 

The program provides for the 
importation of feed grains from 
Canada and Australia to supple- 


ment dwindling domestic reserves, 
and an increase in corn prices in 
the Midwest to start “frozen” 
stocks of that grain moving to 
market again. 

Davis said the program would 
cause no increase in the cost of liv- 
ing. 

Declaring “that livestock prices, 
particularly hogs, were too high in 
relation to OPA ceilings on meat, 
Davis said ceilings would be placed 
on hogs if existing measures did 
not soon bring about a reduction 
in prices. 

Hogs have been bringing close 
to $16 per hundred pounds on the 
Chicago market. That price, Davis 
said, is between $1 and $1.50 above 
levels reflected by current OPA 
pork ceilings, a condition which 
has caught some packers in a 
financial “squeeze.” 

Expects Reduction. 

Siding with views expressed pre- 
viously by Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Wickard, Davis said the meat 
rationing program, uniform ceiling 
prices on meats and measures de- 
signed to stamp out the black 
markets were expected to lower 
prices of all classes of livestock— 
and hence make livestock ceilings 
unnecessary—as they became fur- 
ther effective. 

The livestock feed program was 
attacked from two angles. Needs 
of livestock feeders outside the 
surplus corn-producing area of the 
Midwest will be met largely 
through sale of Government-owned 
wheat and importation of wheat, 
oats and other grains from Can- 
ada and Australia. 

Although no details of the im- 
port program were disclosed, the 
Government itself apparently will 
handie all the transactions and 
make the feed available to farm- 
ers at prices in line with current 
OPA ceiling prices on milk and 
poultry products and the price at 
which ceilings would be set on 
hogs if such action is finally tak- 
en. For the most part, feed used 
outside the corn belt goes into the 
production of milk, poultry and 
eres.

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Roosevelt Indicates He Won’t Sign 
Or Veto Repeal of Salary Limit 


By Promising Statement Today President 
Suggests Decision to Let Measure Become 
Law Without Action on His Part. 


WASHINGTON, April 10 (AP). 
—President Roosevelt decided to- 
day to let tonight’s midnight dead- 
line pass without disclosing 
whether he intended to sign, veto 
or let become law .without signa- 
ture the doublebarreled bill rais- 
ing the national debt limit to 210 
billion dollars and rescinding his 
order restricting all salaries to 
$25,000 after taxes. 

The White House late tn the 
day said the President would is- 
sue a statement on the Dill to- 
morrow, however, and this led to 
a rather general belief that Roose- 
velt—opposed to the salary-limit 
repealer but anxious to have the 
new debt legislation—had decided 
to allow the bill to go on the stat- 
ute books without his signature. 
Under the law, he has 10 days to 
act or do nothing about measures 
sent to him by Congress. This 
time was up at midnight tonight. 
The White House told reporters 
merely: 

“The President will issue a 
statement with reference to the 
Disney bill (HR 1780) tomorrow.” 
Officials who believed the Dill 
would become law without signa- 
ture contended that if a veto were 
intended this. would have gone to 
the House, where the legislation 
originated, today while the House 


was in session. Vetoes, they point- 
ed out further, never are an- 
nounced after a 10-day period has 
expired or on Sundays. 

It also was argued that if he 
had decided to sign the legisla- 
tion he would have done so today 
and made his explanatory state- 
ment simultaneously, as he has 
done on prior occasions. Press 
Secretary Stephen Early said the 
President always “makes a rec- 
ord” by explaining actions or in- 
actions on measures of that na- 
ture. 

The measure was approved by 
huge majorities in both houses, 
with Democratic leaders voting 
for it. It puts executive controls 
over salaries and wages on the 
same basis, barring reductions in 
either below the highest level be- 
tween Jan. 1 and Sept. 15, 1942. 
The President’s power to prohibit 
increases over those levels, how- 
ever, is reaffirmed in the legisla- 
tion. 

The Treasury statement today 
placed the public debt at 120 bil- 
lion dollars,—just five billion dol- 
lars short of the present statutory 
ceiling—as of April 8. Officials 
have said that lack of the new 
debt limit in the pending Dill 
might prove embarrassing in Car- 
rying forward the new Federal 
financing drive. 


OPA CUTS POINT VALUES 
OF WIENERS, CHITTERLINGS, 
PORK NECK, BACKBONES 


WASHINGTON, April 10 
(AP). 
HE Office of Price Admin- 
T istration today slashed the 
point value of sausage prod- 
ucts and certain pork cuts by 
14 to 50 per cent. Included in 
the slash are wieners, bologna 
and pork sausage, scrapple, 
chitterlings and pork neck and 
backbones. 

The action, OPA said, result- 
ed fronr tie slow Pate at which 
these perishable meat, products 
have been moving through retail 
outlets. The lower point values 
become effective at midnight 
tomorrow. 

Dry and semi-dry sausages 
such as hard salami, hard cer- 
velat, pepperoni, soft salami, 
thuringer, and mortadella. are 
not affected by the action. 

One group — pork sausages, 
wieners, bologna, baked loaves 
and liver sausage—was reduced 
from seven points a pound to 
six a pound when no non-meat 
filler is added to the products. 
When the product contains non- 
meat filler, such as cereals, the 
reduction is from seven to five 
points. The products may be 
fresh, smoked or cured, 

Neck and back bones were 
cut from 2 to 1 point a pound 
and chitterlings from 4. to 2. 


QUOTA LIFTED ON PACKING 
FOOD IN GLASS FOR CIVILIANS 


WPB Puts No Limit On Amount, 
Estimates There Will Be Rub- 
ber and Metal Enough. 


WASHINGTON, April 10 (AP). 
—Unlimited packing in glass of 
fruits, vegetables and other foods 
for civilians was authorized by the 
War Production Board today in 
lifting quota restrictions previous- 
ly imposed on commercial canners. 

The quotas were placed last fall 
on the number of lids and closures 
for glass jars which could be used 
to pack the food. WPB now esti- 
mates that sufficient metal and 
rubber will be available for this 
purpose.

James Welansky had been de- 
scribed by the prosecution as act- 
ing manager of the night club the 
night of the fire, and Goldfine was 
the club’s wine steward. 

James Welansky and Goldfine 
were released immediately after 
the jury's verdict was reported and 
Barnett Welansky was released in 
double his present $10,000 bail, 
double surety, a short time later. 

The jury reported its verdict sep- 
arately on each of the 19 counts. 
Superior Judge Joseph Hurley had 
ordered a verdict of acquittal on 
a twentieth count for each of the 
three defendents, contending that 
it was not proved that a woman 
named in that count as having 
died in the fire was in the Cocoa- 
nut Grove.

Gorged to Make Weight for Sale 


Troubles of a retail poultry deal- 
er were told to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter yesterday by one who says 
that he must pay for 109 pounds of 
chickens, at up-graded prices, in 
order to get 92 pounds of live 
chickens into his store. Further- 
more, he complained, poultry prof- 
iteers have created an artificial 
shortage of chickens by refusing 
to sell unless a dealer meets their 
demands. 

“The real black market in poul- 
try is right here in St. Louis,” as- 
serted the dealer, who explained 
that he wanted his name withheld 
for fear he might lose his source 
of supply. “Some drivers bringing 
Arkansas White Rock chickens 
into St. Louis will stop at Kirk- 
wood and feed their chickens all 
the mash, oatmeal and corn they 
will eat. They will feed them two 
or three times inside six hours. 
Then the chickens are brought into 
St. Louis brokers, placed in their 
stalls and offered to retailers. 

“A certain lot will include broil- 
ers, on which there is a wholesale 
ceiling price of 28.39 cents per 


pound; fryers, with a celling of 


29.89 cents, and roasters, with a 
ceiling of 32.89 cents. 

“The broker will say: ‘I’ve got 
to get 33 cents a pound for these 
chickens and must charge for 9 
per cent shrinkage.’ He insists on 
selling them as pullets at 33 cents 
a pound. If the lot weights 100 
pounds, the broker will charge the 
retailer for 109 pounds of chickens 
with the explanation that the lot 
underwent a shrinkage of nine 
pounds while in his place. 

“By the time a retailer gets such 
a lot of chickens onto his own 
floor, there is another shrinkage of 
eight pounds. 3 

“If a dealer wants chickens he 
must meet those terms. That is 
why I say the shortage is arti- 
ficial.” 

Taylor Sandison, state attorney 
for the Office of Price Administra- 
tion. said that similar complaints 
had been made to his office and 
that they were being investigated. 
“When a broker finds that a com- 
plaint has been made against him,”’ 
he explained, “he generally modi- 
fies his practice to conform with 
OPA regulations. But we are start- 
ing a new investigation of the 


situation.”

But front dispatches said Allied 
air power was so overwhelming 
that the enemy’s northern de- 
fenses were largely disrupted.

From Canada and 
Australia, Ceiling on 
Corn Increased. 


LIMIT ON FALL PIG 
CROP REQUESTED 


Hog Ceiling to Be Set Un- 
less Market Drops, 
Davis Says in Outlining 
Program. 


WASHINGTON, April 10 (AP).— 
Moving to assure high production 
of meat, dairy and poultry prad- 
ucts and carry out the Administra- 
tion's anti-inflation program, Food 
Administrator Chester C. Davis an- 
nounced today a program designed 
to balance prices and tupplies of 
feed on the one hand with prices 
and supplies of livestock on the 
other. 

The program provides for the 


importation of feed grains from 
Canada and Australia to supple- 
ment dwindling domestic reserves, 
and an increase in corn prices in 
the Midwest to start “frozen” 
stocks of that grain moving to 
market again. 

Davis said the program would 
cause no increase in the cost of liv- 
ing. 

Deciaring that livestock prices, 
particularly hogs, were too high in 
relation to OPA ceilings on meat,. 
Davis said ceilings would be placed 
on hogs if existing measures did 
not soon bring about a reduction 
in prices. 

Hogs have been bringing close 
to $16 per hundred pounds on the 
Chicago market. That price, Davis 
said, is between $1 and $1.50 above 
levels reflected by current OPA 
pork ceilings; a condition which 
has caught some packers in a 
financial “squeeze.” 

Expects Reduction. 

Siding with views expressed pre- 
viously by Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Wickard, Davis said the meat 
rationing program, uniform ceiling 
prices on meats and measures de- 
signed to stamp out the black 
markets were expected to lower 
prices of all classes of livestock— 
and hence make livestock ceilings 
unnecessary—as they became fur- 
ther effective. 

The livestock feed program was 
attacked from two angles. Needs 
of livestock feeders outside the 
surplus corn-producing area of the 
Midwest will be met largely 
through sale of Government-owned 
wheat and importation of wheat, 
oats and other grains from Can- 
ada and Australia. 

Although no details of the im- 
port program were disclosed, the 
Government itself apparently will 
handle all the transactions and 
make the feed available to farm- 
ers at prices in line with current 
OPA ceiling prices on milk and 
poultry products and the price at 
which ceilings would be set on 
hogs if such action is finally tak- 
en. For the most part, feed used 
outside the corn belt goes into the 
‘production of milk, poultry and 
eges.

Roosevelt Indicates He Won’t Sign 
Or Veto Repeal of Salary Limit 


By Promising Statement Today President 
Suggests Decision to Let Measure Become 
Law Without Action on His Part. 


WASHINGTON, April 10 (AP). 
—President Roosevelt decided to- 
day to let tonight’s midnight dead- 
line pass without disclosing 
whether he intended to sign, veto 


or let become law without signa- 
ture the doublebarreled bill rais- 
ing the national debt limit to 210 
billion dollars and rescinding his 
order restricting all salaries to 
$25,000 after taxes. 

The White House late in the 
day said the President would is- 
sue a statement on the bill to- 
morrow, however, and this led to 
a rather general belief that Roose- 
velt—opposed to the _ salary-limit 
repealer but anxious to have the 
new debt legislation—had decided 
to allow the bill to go on the stat- 
ute books without his signature. 

Under the law, he has 10 days to 
act or do nothing about measures 
sent to him by Congress. This 
time was up at midnight tonight. 

The White House told reporters 
merely: 

“The President will issue a 
statement with reference to the 
Disney bill (HR 1780) tomorrow.” 

Officials who believed the bill 
would become law without signa- 
ture contended that if a veto were 
intended this would have gone to 
the House, where the legislation 
originated, today while the House 


was in session. Vetoes, they point- 
ed out further, never are an- 
nounced after a 10-day period has 
expired or on Sundays. 

It also was argued that if he 
had decided to sign the legisla- 
tion he would have done so today 
and made his explanatory state- 
ment simultaneously, as he has 
done on prior occasions. Press 
Secretary Stephen Early said the 
President always “makes a rec- 
ord” by explaining actions or in- 
actions on measures of that na- 
ture. 

The measure was approved by 
huge majorities in both houses, 
with Democratic leaders voting 
for it. It puts executive controls 
over salaries and wages on the 
same basis, barring reductions in 
either below the highest level be- 
tween Jan. 1 and Sept. 15, 1942. 
The President’s power to prohibit 
increases over those levels, how- 
ever, is reaffirmed in the legisla- 
tion. 

The Treasury statement today 
placed the public debt at 120 bil- 
lion dollars,—just five billion dol- 
lars short of the present statutory 
ceiling—as of April 8. Officials 
have said that lack of the new 
debt limit in the pending Dill 
might prove embarrassing in Car- 
rying forward the new Federal 
financing drive. 


OPA CUTS POINT VALUES 
OF WIENERS, CHITTERLINGS, 
PORK NECK, BACKBONES 


WASHINGTON, April 10 
(AP). 


HE Office of Price Admin- 
T istration today slashed the 

point value of sausage prod- 
ucts and certain pork cuts by 
14 to 50 per cent! Included in 
the slash are wieners, bologna 
and pork sausage, scrapple, 
chitterlings and pork neck and 
backbones. 

The action, OPA said, result- 
ed from the slow rate at which 
these perishable meat products 
have been moving through retail 
outlets. The lower point values 
become effective at midnight 
tomorrow. 

Dry and semi-dry sausages 
such as hard salami, hard cer- 
velat, pepperoni, soft salami, 
thuringer, and mortadella are 
not affected by the action. 

One group — pork sausages, 
wieners, bologna, baked loaves 
and liver sausage—was reduced 
from seven points a pound to 
six a pound when no non-meat 
filler is added to the products. 
When the product contains non- 
meat filler, such as cereals, the 
reduction is from seven to five 
points. The products may be 
fresh, smoked or cured. 

Neck and back bones were 
cut from 2 to 1 point a pound 
and chitterlings from 4 to 2. 


QUOTA LIFTED ON PACKING 
_ FOOD IN GLASS FOR CIVILIANS 


WPB Puts No Limit On Amount, 
Estimates There Will Be Rub- 
ber and Metal Enough. 


WASHINGTON, April 10 (AP). 
—Unlimited packing in glass of 
fruits, vegetables and other foods 
for civilians was authorized by the 
War Production Board today in 
lifting quota restrictions previous- 
ly imposed on commercial canners. 

The quotas were placed last fall 
on the number of lids and closures 
for glass jars which could be used 
to pack the food. WPB now esti- 
mates that sufficient metal and 
rubber will be available for ‘this 
purpose. 


GUGDANUT GROVE 
HEAD IS CONVICTED 
INNIGHT CLUB FIRE 


President of Boston Firm 
Found Guilty on 19 
Counts of Manslaughter 
— Two Acquitted. 


BOSTON, April 10 (AP).—Bar- 
nett Welansky, president of the 
Cocoanut Grove, was convicted on 
19 counts of manslaughter tonight 


and two other defendents were 
acquitted in a trial resulting from 
the fire that took 490 lives at the 
night club November 28. 

The Suffolk County jury. that 
convicted Welansky, after five 
hours of deliberation, acquitted his 
brother, James, and Jacob Gold- 
fine on all counts in similar in- 
dicments. 

James Welansky had been de- 
scribed by the prosecution as act- 
ing manager of the night club the 
night of the fire, and Goldfine was 
the club’s wine steward. 

James Welansky and Goldfine 
were released immediately after 
the jury’s verdict was reported and 
Barnett Welansky was released in 
double his present $10,000 bail, 
double surety, a short time later. 

The jury reported its verdict sep- 
arately on each of the 19 counts. 
Superior Judge Joseph Hurley had 
ordered agverdict of acquittal on 
a twentieth count for each of the 
three defendants, contending that 
it was not proved that a woman 
named in that count as having 
died in the fire was in the Cocoa- 
nut Grove. 

The Judge continued the case 
until next Thursday for disposi- 
tion. 

Before adjourning court, Judge 
Hurley thanked the jurors for 
their services, declaring:

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i|| Profiteering in Poultry; Chickens 
Gorged to Make Weight for Sale 


Troubles of a retail poultry deal- 
er were told to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter yesterday by one who says 
that he must pay for 109 pounds of 
chickens, at up-graded prices, in 
order to get 92 pounds of. live 
chickens into his store. Further- 
more, he complained, poultry prof- 
iteers have created an artificial 
shortage of chickens by refusing 
to sell unless a dealer meets their 
demands. 

“The real black market in poul- 
try is right here in St. Louis,” as- 
serted the dealer, who explained 
that he wanted his name withheld 
‘for fear he might lose his source 
of supply. “Some drivers bringing 
Arkansas White Rock chickens 
into St. Louis will stop at Kirk- 
wood and feed their chickens all 
the mash, oatmeal and corn they 
will eat. They will feed them two 
or three times inside six hours. 
Then the chickens are brought into 
St. Louis brokers, placed in their 
stalls and offered to retailers. 

“A certain Jot will include broil- 
ers, on which there is a wholesale 
ceiling price of 28.39 cents per 


pound; fryers, with a ceiling of 


29.89 cents, and roasters, with a 
ceiling of 32.89 cents. 

“The broker will say: ‘I’ve got 
to get 33 cents a pound for these 
chickens and must charge for 9 
per cent shrinkage.’ He insists on 
selling them as pullets at 33 cents 
a pound. If the lot weights 100 
pounds, the broker will charge the 
retailer for 109 pounds of chickens 
with the explanation that the lot 
underwent a shrinkage of nine 
pounds while in his place. 

“By the time a retailer gets such 
a lot of chickens onto his own 
floor, there is another shrinkage of 
eight pounds. 

“If a dealer wants chickens he 
must meet those terms. That is 
why I say the shortage is arti- 
ficial.” 

Taylor Sandison, state attorney 
for the Office of Price Administra- 
tion, said that similar complaints 
had been made to his office and 
that they were being investigated. 
“When a broker finds that a com- 
plaint has been made against him," 
he explained, “he generally modi- 
fies his practice to conform with 
OPA regulations. But we are start- 
ing a new investigation of the 
situation.”

WASHINGTON, April (AP).— 
Nearly three’ million childless 
married men in the 18-to-37-year- 
old brackets tonight apparently 
faced a draft reclassification mak- 
ing them available for induction 
as soon as their order numbers 
are reached, 

Approximately that number are 
in the 3A and 3-B classifications, 
from which reliable but unofficial 
sources said they would be re- 
moved en masse to the 1-A group 


in the draft reclassification shuf- 
fle expected Monday. 

Although National Selective 
Service headquarters maintained 
silence, informed sources’ said 
these changes would be made in 
the present classifications, effec- 
tive Monday. 

Eliminate the 3-B classification, 
which now contains two million 
men and includes all men in es- 
sential activity regardless of 
whether they are individually es- 
sential. 

Require reclassification to 1-A 
of all men outside of farming ex- 
cept fathers, those individually es- 
sential to essential activities and 
those whose induction would mean 
extreme hardship to dependents. 

Resrve the 3-A classification ex- 
clusively for fathers, including 
those shifted from 3-B. 

Create a new classification, 3-D, 
for deferment of single or childless 
married men whose _ induction 
would cause extreme hardship to 
dependents. 

Besides the three million child- 
less married men, there are ap- 
proximately six million fathers in 
the 3-A and 3-B classes. Those in 
3-A would be left undisturbed 
while those in 3-B would be shifted 
to 3-A in the reported classification 
revision. 

Another 250,000 married men, in- 
cluding some without. children, 
would remain in the 3-C classifica- 
tion, which reportedly will be left 
undisturbed. Those in 3-C are men, 
with dependents, who are engaged 
in farming. 

In addition to the 9,250,000 men 
in 3-A, 3-B and 3-C there are nearly 
six million other draft registrants 
in the 18-to-37-year-old brackets. 
These are distributed in various 
classifications including 4-F, with 
physical disability, and 2A and 
2-B, men individually essential in 
essential activities. Another 80,000 
to 100,000 become 18 each month. 

Induction, according to Selective 
Service Director Lewis B. Hershey, 
will average about 360,000 men a 
month throughout this year.

The planes not only laid bombs 
on both vessels, but smashed up 
installations, including those of the 
submarine base.

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DO-OR-DIE ATTACK 
BY BRITISH TANKS 
ENTERS FONDOUK 
PASS IN TUNISIA 


English Drive Through 
Pichon in Blinding Dust 
Storm—Yanks in Same 
Area Held Up by Hill 
Defenses.

PICHON, TUNISIA, April 10 
(AP)—American and British tank 
and infantry forces, spread over 
the barren cactus land in a near 
gale which whipped sand and dust 
through the air, fought today for 
the pass at the Fondouk entrance 
to the valley leading to the Mos- 
lem holy city of Kairouan, 20 miles 
away. 

Moroccan Goums under French 
officers combed the hills north of 
Pichon, cleaning up pockets of 
German resistance. They reported 
taking 200 prisoners yesterday. 

British troops who occupied this 
little town of shell-ripped stucco 
houses in a surprise move early 
Thursday moved on to attack the 
northern nob of Fondouk pass. 
American forces simultaneously at- 
tacked the heights southeast of 
Fondouk. 

At the end of the day the British 
were reported to have attained their 
objective, while U. S. forces were 
held up by stubborn German re- 
sistance from expertly-constructed 
defenses in the hills. 

During the day a British tank 
force made a “do or die” drive 
through the pass and penetrated 
a short way beyond despite losses. 

A chill, piercing wind which 
blew across the terrain added to 
soldiers’ problems. On the roads 
great clouds of dust billowed be- 
hind each vehicle, filling ears and 
noses. At some points soldiers had 
to improvise masks to protect 
their lungs. 

The Nazi air force took advan- 
tage of the proximity of operations | 
to Kairouan air field to put up 
more air activity than in recent 
battles. This correspondent fell 
fiat on his stomach on the road- 
side when leaping from a moving 
automobile to escape a Messer- 
schmitt making a swoop over the 
road.

PICHON, Tunisia, April 8 (De- 
layed). — Suddenly throwing their 
weight against the center of the 
Tunisian front, the Allies today 
quickly followed up yesterday’s 
successes in the far north and in 
the south by taking Pichon and 
driving the Germans from the high 
ground north of Fondouk., 

Pichon and Fondouk were tar- 
gets of the concerted drive which 
began last night (Wednesday) and 
continued all through today. The 
Germans resisted stubbornly at 
some places, especially the high 
ground south of Fondouk, but 
were definitely outclassed in the 
early stages of the fighting. 

We. drove into Pichon around 
midafternoon today. It was prac- 
tically deserted except for a hand- 
ful of British Tommies. Shells are 
still] falling at the eastern end of 
the drab little town. 

On a height leading into town 
stood two deserted 57-millimeter 
German anti-tank guns, monu- 
ments to the speed with which the 
Germans had left. A machine gun 
and a rifle which may have been 
booby traps were lying beside the 
main street. 

Pichon is only about 30 miles 
from Kairouan and Fondouk is 
about 20. By this noon, it was in- 
dicated that Rommel had already 
begun to move the bulk of his 
mechanized units out of Kairouan 
and had headed north. It seemed 
possible that the Allies would get 
that important city without much 
heavy fighting. 


CHIEF OF GUN CREW 
WHICH DOWNED 7 
NAZIS GETS MEDAL 


MIAMI, Fila. April 10 (AP).— 
The Navy's Silver Star award was 
pinned today on the breast of 
Lieut. John L. Laird, 22 years old, 
Minneapolis, Minn- 

Last September Lieut. Laird 
commanded a gun crew aboard an 
American merchant ship plugging 
along in a convoy to Russia. The 
Luftwaffe came out in force, and 
to its pilots the vessel looked like 
an easy mark. When two air 
raids were over, the ship wallowed 
on toward Russia—and seven Nazi 
Planes had been shot from the 
sky by the men under Lieut. Laird. 

The first attack was by 24 dive 
bombers, the official citation read 
by Lieut. Com, D. A. Harris re- 
lated. The gun crew shot the 
wing off one of them and sent 
another spinning into the sea. 

“It is probable that many others 
failed to return to their base,” 
the citation stated. 

The Nazis then sent six torpedo 
planes against the freighter. 

Five of them were destroyed by 
Lieut. Laird’s gun crew. Two 
exploded in the air, two crashed 
into the sea, and the fifth disap- 
peared while blazing fiercely.

The British First Army was re- 
ported to have gained 10 miles in 
the last four days in the Medjez-el- 
Bab area and to have captured 
1000 prisoners.

With the capture of Sfax, a city 
of more than 43,000 population, the 
Eighth Army gained a valuable, 
though shallow, port through 
which to be supplied, as well as 
several air fields.

Sfax harbor, to which a channel 
gives access from the sea, was 
built from 1895 to 1897 and has 
been deepened at different times. 
Sfax itself is on the site of a Ro- 
man settlement called Taparura, 
of which few traces remain. The 
port normally enjoys a big export 
trade in phosphates, oil, almonds, 
nuts, sponges and wool. It is an 
important fishing port.

FROM DOMESTIC 
BRANCH REACH 14 


Two More Division Chiefs 
Quit — Some Say It Is 
Because Advertising 


Men Dominate. 


WASHINGTON, April 10 (AP). 
—Resignations from the domestic 
branch of the Office of War In- 
formation reached a total of 14 
tonight, including two more divi- 
sion chiefs whose departure had 
not been disclosed previously. 

Some of the dissenting person- 
nel, who said their primary com- 
plaint was that advertising men 


and techniques had become dom- 
inant in OWI, said another half- 
dozen or more resignations could 
be expected. 

Henry Brennan, former art edi- 
tor of Fortune magazine, resigned 
as chief of the Graphics Division, 
and it was learned that Edward 
H. Dodd, chief of the Distribution 
Division and former vice-president 
of Dodd-Mead & Co., publishers, 
had quit two weeks ago. 

Dodd and Brennan resigned 
after their divisions had been 
grouped under a new Bureau of 
Graphics and Distribution, headed 
by Lieut. Com. Price Gilbert, for- 
mer advertising manager of the 
Coca-Cola Co. 
| These disclosures followed yes- 
terday’s resignation of Henry F. 
Pringle, Pulitzer prize winning bi- 
ographer serving as head of the 
Writers’ Division, and the subse- 
quent resignations of several of 
Pringle’s associates including his 
immediate superior, Harold Guinz- 
burg, chief of the Publications 
Bureau and president of the Vik- 
ing Press. 

Names of the others who have 
offered resignations could not be 
learned, 

Gardner Cowles Jr., director of 
domestic operations, said the dis- 
pute centered about OWl’s new 
policy of sharply curtailing issu- 
ance of pamphlets and booklets 
and concentrating on newspapers, 
magazines, radio and other es- 
tablished channels of information. 

“That's the bunk,” Cowles said, 
when informed of the complaint 
against advertising executives and 
methods. , 

“Certainly advertising men and 
advertising techniques are proper 
and useful and should be a part 
of the information job we're try- 
ing to do.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
AUSTRALIA, April 11 (Sunday) 
(AP).— A 1500-ton Japanese ship 
was set on fire and a 1000-ton mer- 
chantman destroyed by § Allied 
Planes which dropped 30 tons of 
bombs on Wewak, New Guinea, 


the High Command announced to- 
day. 

Wewak is a key enemy base on 
the coast of New Guinea some 450 
miles northwest of the Allied base 
of Port Moresby. 

The communique said: 

“At dawn, our heavy bombers at- 
tacked three times, dropping 30 
tons of explosives on the seaplane 
base, airdrome, wharf, shore in- 
stallations and shipping in the har- 
bor. Direct hits destroyed a 1000- 
ton cargo vessel off the jetty. An- 
other ship of 500 tons was seriously 
damaged by a 500-pound bomb, 
scoring either a direct hit or a 
near miss. A 1500-ton vessel five 
miles off shore was heavily strafed 
and set on fire. On shore, a large 
ammunition dump was blown up 
by a direct hit, three searchlights 
and two antiaircraft positions put 
out of action, and fires left burn- 
ing in the town, airdrome and sea- 
plane base. A lone enemy fighter 
intercepted and was shot down in 
flames.” 

Japanese Feeder Base. 

Wewak has been used recently 
by the Japanese as a feeder base 
to its Huon Peninsula bases of 
Lae and Salamaua because it was 
considered out of the range of 
Allied fighter planes. 

Having suffered severe shipping 
losses in efforts to supply Lae and 
Salamaua directly by sea from 
New Britain and New Ireland, the 
Japanese recently have turned to 
shipping supplies to the Wewak- 
Madang sector and then attempt- 
ing to send them overland. 

Other New Guinea Action. 

The communique reported other 
action in New Guinea as follows: 

“Alexishafen-Madang: Our long- 
range fighters at dawn executed 
a low-level strafing sweep along 
the coast. At Alexishafen, hangars, 
the powerhouse and other installa- 
tions were swept with cannon and 
machine gun fire. In Madang har- 
bor, a power barge was stunk and 
the waterfront area thoroughly

WEAK NAZI STAB 
AT DONETS LUNE 
5 THROWN BACK 


No Large-Scale Fighting 
on Any Sector—Rus- 
sians Capture Town on 
Central Front. 


MOSCOW, April 11 (Sunday) 
(AP).— Russian troops killed 300 
Germans attacking their Donets 
River line yesterday in the region 
of Balakleya, 35 miles southeast of 
Kharkov, the Soviet Information 
Bureau said today. 

The Russian midnight communt- 
que said the Germans made sev- 
eral attacks, but all were repulsed. 
The attempts, however, were on a 
small scale, and fighting all along 
the front was of only local char- 
acter. 

In the Balakleya sector, the Rus- 
Sians said their troops had de 
stroyed 14 tanks and a number of 
mobile enemy artillery pieces and 
mortars in the last two days, 

The communique, said 100 Ger- 
mans were killed in a local action 
in the Western Caucasus, and on 
the central front the Red Army 
was reported to have captured a 
populated place and a strategically 
important hill. 

One Soviet detachment raiding 
behind the German lines on the 
central front killed 40 Germans 
found working on fortifications, it 
added. 

Russian broadcasts described the 
long front as temporarily stabil- 
ized. Both armies apparently were 
at work on defensive and offensive 
plans to be carried out at the end 
of the spring’ thaw.

Second Campaign Seeks 
to Raise 13 Billion Na- 
tionally—$100 Per Per- 


BEGINS TOMORROW 
FOR ABOUT 3 WEEKS 


Sum Would Furnish Only 
One-Sixth of Estimated 
Cost of Hostilities for 
1943. 


The Second War Loan Drive to 
raise 13 billion dollars—about $100 
for every man, woman and child 
in the country—will get under way 
in St. Louis and throughout the 
nation tomorrow. 

In St. Louis the campaign will 
start with a luncheon meeting at 
Hotel Jefferson for about 1000 of 
the volunteer solicitors ‘who will 
seek to sell $93,540,000 of Govern- 
ment bonds in St. Louis and St. 
Louis County during the next 
three weeks. Emil Schram, presi- 
dent of the New York Stock Ex- 
change, will speak. 

The campaign is being conduct- 
ed with the slogan: 

“They give their lives—you lend 
your money.” 

In adjoining columns are listed 
the names and addresses of those 
from St. Louis and the vicinity 
who gave their lives. 

There are 70 from St. Louis, 
killed in action so far in the war, 
and elsewhere in the metropolitan 
area, 50. Killed in the line of duty 
have been 30 St. Louisans and 24 
others from the metropolitan area. 

Newspapers of the country have 
accepted the invitation of the 
Government to take the lead in 
promoting this campaign, as they 
did the great scrap campaign last 
fall which broke a bottleneck that 
had threatened a decline in steel 
production. 

One-sixth of Year’s Estimated Cost. 

The 13 billion sought is about 
four times the normal, peacetime, 
pre-depression budget of the na- 
tional Government, but it is only 
one-sixth of the estimated cost of 
the war for fiscal 1943. 

This follows the first Victory 
Fun Campaign of last December, 
in which a nine-billion-dollar goal 
Was exceeded, with final subscrip- 
tions totaling $12,900,000,000. 

The job is to be done quickly— 
in about three weeks. Seven types 
of government interest bearing se- 
ecurities are offered, to meet the 
vequirements of any type of in- 
vestor. 

This campaign is relied on to 
mop up a considerable part of 
the 40 billion dollars of national 
income this year which, because 
of rationing and price controls, 
is not available for spending. 


Capturing ‘Wild’ Dollar. 

Every dollar of this 40 billion 
mot invested in Government s2- 
curities is what the Treasury calls 
a “wild” dollar, a threat to price 
controls and an incentive to infla- 
tion. 

Walter W. Head, president of

Office of Price Administration, said 
in a statement yesterday. 


Bryan said he has received many 
reports that consumers are using 
up their month’s allotment for 
meat points ahead of time. “It is 
not only illegal for butchers and 
grocers to accept these points in 
advance of their validity dates,” 
he said, “but they are getting their 
customers in a jam which may re- 
sult in the customers’ being with- 
out meat. 


“Persons using their red C and D 
stamps now. if they can find butch- 
ers who will accept them, will be 
without meat, butter and other ra- 
tioned fats and oils for the rest of 
the month. Absolutely no provi- 
sion is made, or can be made, in 
OPA regulations for people who 
use their stamps indiscriminately, 
thereby running out of points be- 
fore the next ration period.” 


Bryan pointed out that red A 
and B stamps are valid now and 
may be used any time before April 
30, but red C stamps are not valid 
until tomorrow, and red D stamps 
are not valid until April 19. All 
extend to April 30, but should not 
be used before the specific validity 
date, said Bryan.

THIRD GURNEY 
IS NAMED TO HEAD 
TOWER GROVE PARK 


Miss Bernice Given Post 
Held by Her Father and 
Grandfather.

Miss Bernice Gurney, grand- 
daughter of the first superinten- 
dent of Tower Grove Park, has 
been appointed acting Park Su- 
perintendent to succeed her father, 
James Gurney Jr., who died March 
14, it was announced yesterday by 
the Board of Commissioners. 

The commissioners, in making 


known the new appointment, 
roted the unusual succession of 
superintendents within the Gur- 
ney family. Miss Gurney’s grand- 
father, James Gurney Sr., florist 
and arboriculturist who had re- 
ceived his early training at the 
famous Kew Gardens, London, 
was brought here from England 
by Henry Shaw, donor of the park, 
in 1868. 

Gurney became the park’s chief 
gardener. Shaw acted as super- 
intendent until his death in 1889, 
and then Gurney Sr. became su- 
perintendent, serving for 31 years 
until his death in 1920. 


At the time of the elder Gur- 
ney’s death, his son, James Gur- 
ney Jr., was assistant superin- 
tendent, and he _ succeeded his 
father as head of the park. He 
was assisted by his wife, whose 
chief hobby was water lilies, and 
who helped create the picturesque 
display of water lilies in the park. 

Of much assistance also to 
James Gurney Jr. was his daugh- 
ter, Bernice, who spent much time 
with him in his park work, and 
devoted special attention to super- 
vision of playground activities.

FPG INVESTIGATES 
PIPELINE RATES ON 
GAS IN ST. LOUIS 


Seeks to Learn if Firms 
Supplying Natural 
Product Are Making 
Unjust Charges. 


By a Washington Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, April 10.—The 
Federal Power Commission an- 
nounced today that it has begun 
an investigation to learn whether 
companies supplying St. Louis with 


natural gas are charging pipeline 
rates on interstate deliveries that 
are unjust, unreasonable or dis- 
criminatory. 

The companies involved are the 
Mississippi River Fuel Corpora- 
tion, Hope Producing Co., United 
Fuel Co., and Southern Carbon Co. 

Natural gas originating in the 
Monroe (La.) field is transported 
to St. Louis through the pipeline 
operated by the Mississippi River 
Fuel Corporation. Both Laclede 
Gas Light Co., operating in St. 
Louis, and the St. Louis County 
Gas Co., operating in the county, 
purchase natural gas and mix it 
with manufactured gas for distri- 
bution to consumers. 

Some straight natural gas is 
supplied to industries in the St. 
Louis area. 

The investigation wilk be along 
the lines of the FPC’s recent in- 
vestigations of other large inter- 
state pipe lines. As was told re- 
cently in the Post-Dispatch, these 
inquiries, sometimes including ex- 
tensive public hearings, have re 
sulted in orders for reduction of 
wholesale natural gas rates by 
about 20 million dollars a year. 

In these cases, the FPC has fol- 
lowed the simplified formula that 
the fair rate base for the pipe-line 
company is _ legitimate original 
cost of the property, less accumu- 
lated depreciation, plus working 
capital. 

In these cases the commission 
has undertaken to see that reduc- 
tions are passed on to consumers,

ATLANTA, Ga., April 10 (AP).— 
Southerners, represented by sepa- 
rate groups of white and Negro 
leaders, are planning new efforts to 
solve their racial problem, letting 
it be known that they want to 
tackle the question themselves, 
free from outside .ressure. 

White leaders, conferring in At- 
lanta this week, emphasized their 
opinion that the program must be 
one of “evolution and not revolu- 
tion.” 

The Atlanta conference arranged 
for a committee to be named later 
from this group to meet with a 
similar committee appointed by 
a conference of Southern Negro 
leaders at Durham, N. C.,, last Oc- 
tober. The two committees jointly 
will work out a program.

health, and improvements in the 
service occupations, including so- 
cial security benefits for these oc- 
cupations. 

The Atlanta conference, while 
holding that the Durham “state- 
ment is so frank and courageous, 
so free of any suggestion of threat 
and ultimatum . . . that we gladly 
agree to co-operate,” did not “at- 
tempt to make here anything like 
a complete reply to the questions 
raised.” 

A general policy, coinciding in 
some respects with the Durham

‘by approximately 100 representa- 


tives for the guidance of its com-| 
mittee to meet later with the.

Atlanta Statement. 

The Atlanta statement of policy 
said: 

“These Negro leaders rightfully 
placed emphasis in their statement 
on discrimination in the adminis- 
tration of our laws on purely racial 
grounds. We are sensitive to this 
charge and admit that it is essen- 
tially just. . .. While all citizens 
are governed by the same laws, it 
is recognized that Negroes have 
little voice in the making or en- 
forcement of the laws under which 
they must live. This is a 
violation of the spirit of democ- 
racy. No Southerner can logically 
dispute the fact that the Negro, 
as an American citizen, is entitled 
to his civil rights and economic 
opportunities.” 

The Atlanta conference included 
religious, educational, labor and 
business leaders from Georgia, 
Florida, Alabama, Louisiana, Mis- 
sissippi, Texas, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Tennessee, Ken- 
tucky and Virginia.

If most of the Krupp works was 
knocked out, observers agreed that 
the blow to Germany’s war ma- 
chine was of considerable propor- 
tions. 

Air Ministry picture experts said 
the fact that the pictures were 
clear, instead of being obscured by 
the thick haze from the plant’s 
chimneys, led to the conclusion 
that most of the factory was dis- 
abled. 

It was disclosed also that the 
latest bombing of the Krupp 
Works was so concentrated that 
during some stages of the attack 
six 4000-pound bombs were hitting 
the target each minute. 

Two Big Explosions. 

High spots of the raid were two 
‘terrific explosions, one of. which 
.was observed by crews when they 
were crossing the Dutch coast en 
route home, 130 miles away. 

The photographs showed that on 
one vitally important open hearth 
which produces high ~rade steel— 
a Krupp specialty—a direct hit 
spread destruction over an area of 
9000 square yards. A rolling mill 
and adjacent offices covering 16,- 
500 square yards were destroyed 
by fire. A shop producing machine 
tools were severely damaged over 
an area of 2700 yards and roof 
damage extended over an addition- 
al 237,600 yards. 

Fire, as well as many direct hits, 
also spread destruction over a vast 
area housing many other shops, 
mills, stores, sheds and a nearby 
colliery. 

These pictures, it was said, un- 
doubtedly “throw some light on 
Dr. Paul Joseph Goebbels’ visit to 
Essen yesterday ... when he ap- 
pealed to the German people to 
hold on.”

State Auditor Smith has pro-

states, 

The Republicans in the House 
have accepted the amendments 
proposed by the Democratic Au- 
ditor, something he was unable to 
induce previous Democratic Legis- 
latures to do, and have swallowed 
his arguments “hook, line and 
sinker.”

Revenue Estimates Vary.

These amounts. are based only 
on receipts into the general revenue 
fund of the State, derived almost 
entirely from direct taxation, and 
do not include such special funds 
as automobile license collections, 
gasoline tax and other special 
taxes earmarked for specific pur- 
poses. They are eliminated in this 
summary because they do not di- 
rectly affect the operation of the 
general State administration. 

To arrive at the probable amount 
the State will have for use for 
general State purposes, there must

50 MILLION SILVER 
DOLLARS TO BE USED 
TO MAKE NEW COINS 


WASHINGTON, April 10 (AP). 
eae mint is planning to melt 
about 50 million battered silver 
dollars and use the alloy in mak- 
ing new silver coins from a dime 
to a half-dollar. 

The Treasury received authority 
in recent legislation, authorizing 
changes in the content of some 
coins to meet the war emergency, 
to reclaim old silver dollars. Mint 
officials said the melting of the 
50 million silver dollars estimated 
to be now outstanding would re- 
sult in a saving of 265,000 pounds 
of virgin copper which otherwise 
would be needed in making rag, 
quarters and half-dollars. 


The legislation also authorized 
the production of 3-cent pieces, but 
Treasury authorities have no im- 
mediate plans for them, because 
of technical difficulties involved 
until a demand develops.

“And 
the figures quoted for the aircraft 
industry tend to be lower than 
for war industries generally.” 

Stating that “there is doubt that 
any roundup figures on absentee- 
ism are accurate, since methods 


of definition vary so widely,” the 
council called for a program of 
uniform methods of rating and de- 
fining absenteeism, in order that 
all percentage figures will be stan- 
Gard. The program also outlines 
methods employable in and outside 
a plant to meet the problem.

Marine Corp. David Birge, 
Home on Leave, Says 
Japanese Bomber Was 
Headed Straight for 


Lexington. 


Marine Corp. David T. Birge, 
who has been in several major 
naval engagements in the South- 
west Pacific, is back in St. Louis 
on leave with an account of how 
his gun crew on a heavy cruiser 
gave the death blow to the sixth 
Japanese bomber shot down by 
Lieut. Com. Edward H. O’Hare of 
St. Louis in February, 1942.

O’Hare in action without 
knowing then who he was,” Birge 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter yes- 
terday. “The Jap bombers were 
in V-formation and one of those 
hit by O’Hare didn’t fall cleanly. 
It was aflame but still had enough 
left for a glide. He was coming 
from our starboard and the Lex- 
ington was ahead of us. Our gun 
was on the port side. 

“As he crossed our bow we 
waite for him and when he got into 
the line of sight we let him have 
it. It was only about 400 yards— 
almost a point-blank shot—and we

‘Hula Dancers’ an Imaginary 
Landscape, With Dream 
Figures, 


Purchase of “Hula Dancers” by 
Louis Michel Eilshemius, eccentric 
New York painter, who died little 


more than a year ago, was an- 
nounced yesterday by City Art 
Museum in Forest Park. 

Eilshemus, member of a wealthy, 
socially prominent family, went his 
own way for many years, regarded 
as a crank and living the uncom- 
fortable life of a recluse. It was 
only in the late years of his life— 
he died at 78—that critics began 
to appreciate he was doing some- 
thing with paint that deserved at- 
tention, 

“Hula Dancers” appears to have 
been painted sometime after his 
trip to Samoa in 1898. It is, how- 
ever, an imaginary landscape, with 
dream figures. There is a stretch 
of greensward stretching toward a 
sky of violet or orange, with a tree 


on the left, a column on the right. 

The spacious loneliness of the 
scene is accentuated by the unreal 
figure of a woman in the center 
of the composition, with two dan- 
cers on her left. 

The painting was acquired by 
the museum with the Eliza McMil- 
lan Fund for American Art for an 
unannounced price. It had been 
in the collection of Hyman Ra- 
bushka of St. Louis. Now it is on 
view in Gallery 19.

& If fatigue fs given as a rea- 
son for absence, a work-bonus of 
a day or two extra off each month 
for steady service might be grant- 
ed and recreational facilities im- 
proved.

Sickness Keeps Average Worker 
Off Job 8 Days a Year Report Says 

PITTSBURGH, April 10 (AP). 
~The Mellon Institute of Indus- 
trial Research estimated in its an- 
nual report released today that 
sickness was the greatest cause 
of absenteeism and kept the aver- 
age worker off the job eight days 
each year. 

Accidents and personal reasons 
were given as the other main 
causes for absenteeism, a prob- 


/ 


lem called the gravest of the year | 


in the field of industria] health. 
, “With more than 17 = million 
men and women war workers,” 
said the report, by Dr. E. R. Weid- 
lein, director of the Institute, 
“war industries are losing man 
power at the rate of 136 million 
work days per year, Or an aver- 
age of more than two and one-half 
million work days weekly, through 
iliness alone. 

“Because of absenteeism of all 
kinds, a substantial portion of 
which is certainly preventable, 
tons of coal] are unmined and tons 
of other essential materials are 
not made available. In conse- 
quence, planes fail to fly, ships 
to sail, and guns to fire.” 

Pointing out an aspect of ab- 
penteeism calculated to stimulate 
management efforts to overcome 
the. problem, Andrew Fletcher, 
vice-president of the St. Joseph 
Lead Co. aand chairman of the in- 
dustrial hygiene foundation of the 
Institute, said: 

“I am perfectly positive that if 
companies will start to 


convert | 


their absenteeism loss into dollars 
and cents, the absenteeism can be | 


reduced from well over 5 per cent 
to approximately 2 per cent.” 

Fietcher said he did not believe 
a cut below 2 per cent possible, 
attributing most absence to sick- 
ness and only 10 per cent to in- 
custrial accidents. 

Fietcher’s theory is this: 

If a company finds absences of 
one day or more are 5 per cent 
of payrolis, yet production is be- 
ing maintained, “it means you are 
carrying 5 per cent extra men on 
your payroll.” 

“There is no doubt about that,” 
Fietcher asserted. “Otherwise you 
could not maintain your average 
production.”

~ Becker at Two-Year Mark as Mayor 
Plans to Upset Experts Thursday 
By Showing ‘Big Dent’ in Deficit 


Red Ink Predictions by Research Institute 
Helped Him Resist Department Heads’ De- 
mands, He Says—Reviews Year’s Work.

When Mayor William Dee Beck- 
er observes the second anniver- 
sary of his inauguration Thursday 
he hopes to have a nice surprise 
for the public. A surprise, also, 
for the experts who have predicted 
that the city’s deficit, $651,853 a 
year ago, would be away up in the 
seven-figure range when the fiscal 
year 1942-43 ends this week. 


The Governmental Research In- 
stitute’s latest guess was a $1,005,- 
000 deficit; earlier estimates were 
$2,000,000 and $1,780,000. Mayor 
Becker did not mind these high 
predictions at all; indeed, he was 
glad to see them. 

“It helped me in getting the de- 
partment heads to cut down their 
demands,” the Mayor said yester- 
day. “If they had Known we are 
going to make a big dent in the 
deficit, instead of increasing it, 
they would have been likely to ask 
for much more.” 

That was the nearest the Mayor 
would come to making a prediction 
as to how nearly the city will bal- 
ance its budget when all the fig- 
ures are in by the middle of this 
week. But he was evidently happy 
about the whole matter. 

80-Hour Week Sometimes. 

At mid-channel of his four-year 
voyage, the duties of running the 
municipal government, with the 
many extra tasks of wartime, keep 
Mayor Becker working long hours, 
frequently a 16-hour day and some- 
times an 80-hour week, including 
Saturday afternoon and a large 
part of Sunday. 

A share-ride plan gets him to 
work in the morning. A woman 
secretary in his office, who lives 
some distance west of the Becker 
apartment at 5374 Delmar boule- 
vard, regularly stops her car there 
and picks up the Mayor; on the 
way downtown a stop is made for 
another of the office staff. Other 
trips are made with Mrs. Becker, 
to the extent of her A-card gaso- 
line ration, or in a city car. 

Since tire mileage assumed ifs 
present importance, Mayor Becker 
has cut down his special and 
formal visits to city institutions, 
and now drops in at an institution 
whenever he happens to be in its 
neighborhood. 

Unrecognized on Visits. 

“Sometimes,” the more-than- 
slightly-bald executive related, “I 
don’t take my hat off, and go 
around an_ institution without 
being recognized.” He was not 
snooping, he added, or following 
the Arabian: Nights tactics of 
Haroun-al-Raschid, Caliph of Bag- 
dad; but if these unscheduled visits 
tended to keep members of the 
staffs on their toes, no harm was 
done thereby. 

The front office is not his chief 
concern when he visits an institu- 
tion; he is more interested in the 
kitchen and in the beds, some of 
which have to be made over after 
he has rummaged into the mat- 
tresses and pillows to make sure 
of cleanliness and comfort. On 
some of the visits, Comptroller 
Louis Nolte or the Mayor’s admin- 
istrative assistant, Charles Herten- 
stein, or both, accompany him. 

Hertenstein, whose office was 
created and filled within the last 
year, is the mayoral trouble-shooter 
and information bureau. “He gets 
me information about buildings 
and matters in the city depart- 
ments,” the Mayor said, “and gives 
no orders, but makes it possible 
for me to give directions on a 
basis of exact knowledge.” Her- 


tenstein is not a receptionist, the| 


Mayor added, and the office secre- 
tarial staff still handles the in- 
terviewing of visitors. 

Goes Into Smoke Measures. 

In his role of fact-gatherer, Her- 
tenstein last week prepared a 3000- 
word “Memo of Activities, April, 
1942, to April, 1943.” Going over 
some of its 37 items, Mayor 
Becker expanded on the item 
relating to the smoke  prob- 
lem. The item stated that the 
city’s record for the past winter 
was the best in the three heating 
seasons under the smoke elimina- 
tion ordinance. 

“Add to that,” the Mayor said, 
“that we are going to start right in 
this spring, with the fuel commit- 
tee headed by Roscoe Hobbs, in a 
drive to have coal bins filled at 
once. Even more than last year, 
we must not put off the laying in 
of next winter’s fuel supply. We 
must realize that railroad locomo- 
tives and cars are one year older 
than they were, and that coal 
transportation conditions are not 
going to get better.” 

The non-profit coal co-operative, 
for distribution of smokeless fuel 
to small-quantity buyers, will be 
continued, he said, and further con- 
tributors to its guarantee fund, to 
make possible its wider operation, 
will be sought. 

Housing Proposed. 

Another pending matter in which 


the Mayor showed great interest 
was the housing measure now in 
the Legislature, to make possible 
the construction of home buildings 
in blighted areas near the down- 
town center. 

“Private capital can be had for 
this undertaking, if the Legislature 
will grant the right of condemna- 
tion,” the Mayor said, “Without 
that right, it would not be possi- 
ble to acquire the large area that 
will be needed, for some individual 
owner would always hold out for 
more money. 

“Our reconstructiqn committee 
has the finest group of names in 
town. Most of them have an in- 
terest in maintaining downtown 
property values, and realize that 
modern dwellings in the adjacent 
district would be a powerful force 


in support of those values.. The 
bill before the Legislature has pro- 
visions for restricted return to the 
investors, and for amortization of 
loans, 

“Plans for the buildings are well 
along. They would have little wood 
construction and no gingerbread 
ornamentation—as little as possible 
to cause depreciation. They would 
have to be approved by the City 
Plan Commission. This plan, if 
fully carried out, would mean 10,- 
000 more persons in a_ region, 
where most of the pyesent build- 
ings are beyond repair or moderni- 
zation, within walking distance of 
the downtown center. The bill has 
been reported out of committee in 
the House, and the St. Louis mem- 
bers are working for it.” 

Levee Track Fight. 

The city administration’s plan 
for removing the Levee elevated 
structure, and routing all Eastern 
passenger trains over MacArthur 
Bridge, had a setback in Examiner 
G. H, Mattingly’s unfavorable re- 
port to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission last week; but the 
Mayor said the city’s fight would 
go on, and a hearing before the 
full commission would be sought.

PONTIAC, Mich., April 10 (AP). 
—Production of giant aircraft tor- 
pedoes now has been placed on 
an assembly line basis in one of 
the newer plants of the Pontiac 
motor division of General Motors 
Corporation. 

This was announced today by 
Harrv J. Klingler, general manager 
of the Pontiac division, shortly 
after the disclosure that the auto- 
mobile industry had been asked 
to make the big self-propelled 
weapons. Moreover, Klingler said, 
shipments to the Navy Department 
have been going forward for sev- 
eral weeks, although contract 
schedules did not call for initial 
deliveries until next month. 

Ordnance experts term the air- 
craft torpedo one of the most com- 
plicated and self-sufficient weap- 
ons of warfare, and in adapting 
automobile industry assembly line 
technique to its production Pon- 
tiac has accomplished something 
hitherto regarded as impossible. 
The conventional method of man- 
ufacture has been on a “tool shop” 
or individual unit basis. 

Cost as Much as 10 Autos. 

The big “tin fish” are expensive: 
They cost about as much as 10 
or 12 medium-priced automobiles; 
they require more than 1000 man- 
hours of work each; they weigh 
nearly a ton, yet they involve the 
utmost in precision work, particu- 
larly in the making of the gyro- 
scope that controls their direction 
once they are laid in the water by 
powerful, low-flying Navy torpedo 
planes, 

Daily output of the weapons in 
Pontiac’s assembly line procedure 
is a closely protected secret. In 
the big plant where close to 500,- 
000 square feet of floor space is 
devoted to their production, how- 
ever, are almost endless lines of 
the three vital sections of the tor- 
pedo, and the complicated mechan- 
ism that goes into them. 

The latter consists of more than 
5000 separate parts and some 200 
different subassemblies. Some of 
the parts are machined -to toler- 
ances measured in millionths of an 
inch; some are so small they must 
be lubricated with a medical hypo- 
dermic needle in the air-condi- 
tioned, dust-free gyroscope depart- 
ment. 

How Torpedo Is Divided. 

The three major parts of the 
torpedo are the “war head,” which 
carries the mighty charge of ex- 
plosive once the weapon goes into 
combat service; the midsection, 
carrying the air tank, water and 
fuel (alcohol) compartments; and 
the tail section, in which is con- 
tained virtually all the operating 
mechanism, including the gyro, the 
turbines and the rest of the intri- 
cate units that control the speed, 
direction and depth of the instru- 
ment in flight.

NIGHT AND DAY CAMP FUND 
APPEAL T0 START TOMORROW 


The annual appeal for financial 
contributions for support of the 
Night and Day Camp for Children, 
9500 South Broadway, will be 
started tomorrow by the Tubercu- 
losis and Health Society of St. 
Louis, Edgar L. Roy, chairman of 
the Camp Committee announced 
yesterday.

Sixty children are now at the 
camp and attend regular classes 
under instruction of teachers pro- 
vided by the Board of Education. 
After “graduation” from the camp, 
each child is checked until 18 
years of age on health and adjust- 
ment. “Not one of the children 
who has received a certificate of 
health at camp has become a vic- 
tim of tuberculosis,” Roy said. 
“Almost 6000 boys and girls have 
been restored to health during the 


last 25 years.”

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LEWIS SAYS ORDER 


T0‘HOLD THE LINE 
S FALSE, UNSOUND 


Miners, Farmers and 


Rail Workers 
at’ by Roosevelt’s Ac- 
tion, He Asserts. 


NEW YORK, April 10 (AP).— 
John L. Lewis, president of the 
United Mine Workers, declared to- 
Gay that President Roosevelt's 
“hold the line” order “is a false 
and unsound way to achieve any 
reasonable control of inflation.” 

“The order comes belatedly after 
the fact of the arrival of infla- 
tion to a substantial degree—in- 
flation represented by increased 
cost of food stuffs and living es- 
Sentials and definite scarcities of 
Many commodities due to war de- 
mands,” Lewis said at a general 
press conference. 

He asserted that mine workers, 
farmers and railroad workers were 
“aimed at” by the Administration 
order tightening control of wages 
and prices at a time when he said 
industry and finance had received 
approximately $6,250,000,000 in 
profits during the first nine 


months of the present Government ' 


fiscal year. 

The UMW will continue its ne- 
gotiations for a-new contract next 
week with Northern and Southern 
Appalachian soft coal mine op- 
erators, seeking “proper wages,” 
Lewis said. Both groups are 
scheduled to meet Tuesday. They 
were not in session today. 

Text of Statement. 

The text of the statement dic- 
tated by Lewis follows: 

“The latest executive order is 
linked to the so-called anti-infla- 
tion efforts of the Administration. 
The order comes belatedly after 
the fact of the arrival of infla- 
tion to a substantial degree—infla- 
tion represented by increased cost 
of foodstuffs and living essentials 
and definite scarcities of many 
commodities due to war demands, 

“Inflation to some degree is a 
definite concomitant of any war. 
War is a destroyer of economic 
and human values. It utilizes and 
destroys material of every char- 
acter, virile man-power in the 
armies, while subsequent pestilence 
and famine decimate civilian popu- 
- Jations—all of this creating scar- 
cities and resultant higher values 
of remaining man power and ma- 
terials. 

“To think now that a war can 
be fought of the magnitude of this | 
giobular effort without resultant 
inflation to some degree is to fly 
in the face of history and all 
known economic facts. For in- 
stance, a Treasury report of war 
expenditures for the first nine 
months of the current Government 
fiscal period revealed $50,574,000,- 
000 for the war effort alone. | 

Estimate on Profits. 

“Tt is conservatively estimated 
that of this amount 12% per cent, 
or $6,250,000,000, is profit to in- 
dustry and finance. Obviously 
‘this $6,250,000,000 profit is infla- 
tionary because it is utilized for 
expenditure by those who receive 
it according to their whim or ca- 
price. Six and one-quarter billion 
dollars profit in nine months rep- 
resents the difference between in- 
fiation and non-infiation in the 
United States of America. 

“It represents the paradox of 
the Administration's treatment of 
industry and finance as compared 
with agriculture and labor—23 mil- 
lion people in the agricultural pop- 
wlation and 52 million workers 
gainfully employed, performing 
tasks either essential in their na- 
ture or directly essential to the 
maintenance of the war effort. 

“The economic position of the 
farmer and the miner at the out- 
break of this war was very similar 
—the farmer as to prices and the 
miner as to wages were far below 
parity base level. The wage in- 
crease in 1941 to the mine workers 
and the increases which have come 
thus far to the farm population 
have been insufficient to put them 
on a parity with the earning stand- 
ards of other classes of American 


“For this reason the mine work- 
ers are in full sympathy with the 
attempt of the farm population to 
secure compensating legislation in 
Congress, represented by the 
Bankhead and Pace bills which 
have recently encountered admin- 
istration opposition. 

“Mine workers likewise are in 
sympathy with the 1,500,000 rail- 
road workers in their efforts to se- 
cure increases. Some of the rail- 
road men are receiving as low as 
48 cents an hour. All of these 
groups were aimed at by the recent 
order of the President. 

“I point out that this is a false 
and unsound way to achieve any 
reasonable control of inflation. 
Twenty-three million on the farms 
and 52 million employed in gain- 
ful occupation can not be re- 
strained in their attempts to main- 
tain a participation on an effective 
and co-operative basis in our na- 
tional economy while the Govern- 
ment pours $6,250,000,000 of profit 
in nine months into the laps of the 
coupon clippers of America. 

“A farmer or a miner is more 
important to the war effort and 
the future destinies of this Re- 
public than a fat investor in cor- 
poration securities. The farmer 
and miner in effect is being asked 
to maintain his living standards on 
a status-quo, antebellum basis with 
no consideration of wear or tear 
and depreciation of human plant 
facilities while corporate industry 
is given ample allowance for 
maintenance of plant and equip- 
Ment and $6,250.000,000 in nine

THINKS PUBLIC STILL 
POR REVENGE ON CRIME 


Dean Mott Discusses Penol- 
ogy Before National Pro- 
bation Society. 


Dean Frank Luther Mott of the 
University of Missouri School of 
Journaiism told a session of the 
National Probation Society yester- 
day that, “the average man feels 
a fine, self-righteous satisfaction 


in taking a tough attitude with 
all criminals.” 


Speaking at a luncheon at Hotel 
Jefferson, Dean Mott said, “Ex- 
plain it on whatever grounds you 
like, whether it is basically re- 
venge or sadism or compensation 
fof his resentments against re- 
straint, the man in the street is 
usually for vengeful punishments, 
an eye for an eye, and ‘no cod- 
dling of criminals.’ ” 

In view of this, he concluded, 
“the advance in modern penology 
in the last generation has been 
very remarkable. I am convinced 
these advances are due to the 
labors of a comparatively small 
group of men and women produc- 
ing a very convincing body of 


second, | Studies which have influenced not 


only the professional penologists 
but our lawmakers as well. But 
I believe the public igs not yet con- 


Lea | vinced.” 


Shelving An Old Idea. 

Another speaker at the same 
session was Harold H. Krowech, 
of Los Angeles, chairman of the 
Juvenile Crime Prevention Com- 
mittee of the State Bar of Cali- 
fornia. He said that the bar “has 
discarded the old axiom, ‘igno- 
rance of the law excuses no one,’ 
and has substituted in its appli- 
cation to children the more en- 
lightened phrase that, ‘to know 
the law is to respect it.’ ” 

Krowech advised talks to school 
children by attorneys on the sub- 
jects of criminal law, its enforce- 
ment and the citizen’s duty to re- 
spect it. “The legal profession has 
undertaken to bring the law to the 
child instead of the child to the 
law,” he remarked. 

He said that such talks by at- 
torneys to California school chil- 
dren constitute, “a course in legal 
therapy, {t is designed to make re- 
spect for law become a part of the 
child’s consciousness, and as such 
to be reflected in his social atti- 
tude.” 

‘Pseudo-Social Boy’ 

Dr. R. L, Jenkins, of the Depart- 
ment of psychiatry of the Univer- 
sity of Michigan and the Michigan 
Child Guidance Institute, told the 
Association that the Japanese sol- 
dier may be compared with a 
“pseudo-social” boy, who is loyal to 
his gang but unscrupulous in his 
dealings with the rest of the world. 

“In child guidance,’ we see the 
pseudo-social boy, the loyal gang 
member, the good comrade of de- 
linquent subculture who is social- 
ized, often highly socialized, with- 
in a delinquent group, but regards 
the rest of the world as fair prey,” 
Dr. Jenkins said. “The same char- 
acter has been well exemplified by 
the Japanese soldier—at least in 
many instances, The Japanese sol- 
dier in Japan in contact with 
other Japanese is socialized indi- 
vidual. The Japanese soldier in 
China has typically, or at least 
very frequently, a gross deficit in 
inhibitions of the expression of 
the primitive impulses toward the

A statement that the wartime 
increase of juvenile delinquency in 
the United States is not of “alarm- 
ing proportions and should not be 
an occasion for a feeling of na- 
tional anxiety” was contained in a 
resolution passed by the associa- 
tion yesterday.

VETERANS’ RETRAINING 
ALREADY UNDER WAY 


Group of Federal Agencies 


Co-operating in Finding 
Jobs for Disabled. 


By FRANK CAREY 

WASHINGTON, April 10 (AP)— 
Machinery to assure a job for 
Johnny when he comes home from 
war is functioning now—and 
many man discharged for disa- 
bility already have gone back to 
the fight on America’s production 
lines. 

Not long ago, an Indiana Steel 
Manufacturer wrote to the Vet- 
erans’ Employment Division of 
the United States Employment 
Service: 

“We have established an office 
on the second floor of the 
Bank Building. Any of your vet- 
erans who can climb up those 
steps to make application will be 
employed. Climbing the steps is 
about the only physical examina- 
tion that we require.” 

The United States Employment 
Service of the War Manpower 
Commission, one of a group of or- 
ganizations working on re-employ- 
ment of returning disabled and 
planning for the ask of getting 
jobs for men still on the fighting 
fronts, says this reaction is typi- 
cal of many American Manufac- 
turers. The result is that in the 
files of the service there are com- 
paratively few salmon-colored ap- 
plication cards representing vet- 
erans (of all wars) who are hunt- 
ing jobs. 

“There is every reason to be- 
lieve,” said O. D, Hollenbeck, Chief 
of the Veterans’ Employment 
Service, in the Manpower Review 
recently, “That both Federal and 
State Governments are in a much 
better position now to deal effec- 
tively with problems of rehabili- 
tation than at the end of the last 
war.” 


Other Agencies Aiding. 

But the Employment Service is 
by no means doing the whole job. 
In many cases, there is a great 
task of classification and train- 
ing before a man is equipped even 
to apply for a job. To this field, 
the resources of the _ Selective 
Service, the Army and Navy, the 
Red Cross, the Veterans‘ Admin- 
istration and the Vocational Re- 
habilitation Division of the United 
States Office of Education are 
turned. 

The Selective Service is sending 
cards to be filled out as a basis 
of an occupational record to men 
convalescing in hospitals, await- 
ing discharge, and it is planned 
to make the service available to 
all returning service men. 

Men who require training are 
told of facilities open to them, 
such ag those directed by the Vet- 
erans Administration or by the 
United States Office of Education. 
They also are informed that in 
their own towns, or in other 
places they may care to go to, 
there are “Re-Employment Com- 
mitteemen” associated with the 
Local Draft Boards to help guide 
them. 

Ever since Pearl Harbor, the 
Office of Education has been en- 
gaged in vocational-rehabilitation 
training of all discharged, disabled 
veterans of the present war, 
whether their disability is service- 
connected or otherwise. Approxi- 
mately 3000 such cases had ap- 
plied for training at the last re- 
port. 

Veterans’ Bureau Program. 


Under a measure signed recently 
by the President, the Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration hereafter will admin- 
ister the training of men whose 
disabilities are service-connected. 
The program provides compensa- 
tion amounting to between $80 and 
$100 a month for such qualified 
veterans during the training pe- 
riod, which may last as long as 
four years. Provision is made both 
for men and women. 

Veterans’ Administration offi- 
cials who now are organizing the 
program in detail say these steps 
will be taken: 

1, Making contact with eligible 
veterans and deciding with them 
what kind of training they want 
and need. 

2. Selecting a place of training, 
ranging from a shop or a mill to 
a school or even a university; 

3. Supervising the training and 
watching the trainee so that if he 
breaks down, medical treatment 
can be given; 

4. Helping the edianeeie find em- 
ployment when he is ready. 

For disabled veterans who are 
unable to work, facilities in vet- 
erans’ hospitals are provided. 

The Office of Education still has 
within its scope the rehabilitation 
training of all others whose dis- 
abilities might prevent them from 
getting a job or holding one—vet- 
erans with non-service-connected 
disabilities, merchant sailors and 
industrial and civilian defense 
workers. 

Terry C. Foster, research agent 
for the Vocational Rehabilitation 
Division, says civilian defense ac- 
tivities already have placed a num- 
ber of persons on the disabled list, 
largely from war industries. Last 
year, Foster said, the Office of 
Education rehabilitated 25,600. per- 
sons of various classifications, and 
attempts will be made this year to 
rehabilitate 50,000. Training is 
provided in agricultural, industrial, 
commercial, professional, skilled 
and unskilled occupations.

SYMPHONY CAMPAIGN 
FOR $120,000 OPENS 


‘Even Subjugated Peoples of 
Europe Maintain Orchestras, 
Says Golschmann. 


“Symphony orchestras are being 
maintained even in the subjugated 
countries of Europe; 
slaved peoples can maintain their 
orchestras, we here in St. Louis 
should certainly be able to keep 
ours alive,” Viadimir Golschmann, 
conductor of the St. Louis Sym- 
phony Orchestra, asserted yester- 
day at a meeting which launched 
the annual maintenance fund drive 
for the orchestra. 

Golschmann and Mayor William 
Dee Becker addressed women 
campaign volunteers assembled at 
a tea in Hotel Chase to receive as- 


signments and final instruction. 
Mayor Becker said it would be im- 
possible to rebuild the symphony 
after the war, because it had taken 
half a century to build it into the 
cultural organization it now is. He 
said maintenance of the St. Louis 
Symphony was essential and a 
part of the war effort. 

The St. Louis Symphony Society 
is seeking ‘to raise through public 
subscription $120,000 with which 
to suplement box office income 
for financing next year’s activi- 
ties, The drive will continue 
through April under the direction 
of Mrs, Clifford W. Gaylord, chair- 
man of the society's board of di- 
rectors. Mrs. Arthur E. Wright, 
president of the Eighth District 
Federation of Music Clubs of Mis- 
souri, is chairman of the women’s 
division, 

Deplores Delay in Contracts. 

Golschmann told the woman vol- 
unteers the St. Louis Symphony, 
so far as he knows, is the only 
major symphony orchestra in the 
country which has not yet signed 
contracts with its musicians for 
the 1943-44 season. The musicians 
are still unsigned, he explained, 
because the orchestra is now com- 
mitted to a pay-as-you-go basis, 
and will not obligate itself until 
adequate financial support for 
next season is assured through 
success of the maintenance fund 
drive. 

“Even in normal times, it is dif- 
ficult to secure the services of 
highest-caliber musicians, so keen 
is the competition between the 
large orchestras of the country,” 
Golschmann declared. “In war 
times, as at present, our troubles 
along this line are necessarily in- 
creased. With many competent 
men being called to the armed 
services, it will at best be a diffi- 
cult task for any conductor to 
round out his full orchestra per- 
sonnel, and here in St. Louis the 
task will be increasingly difficult 
with the passing of each week due 
to the fact no contracts can be 
signed until a definite decision is 
reached as to next season's plans.” 

Golschmann termed it “heart- 
breaking” that the symphony, after 
such a “highly successful season” 
as the one just ended, cannot now 
place its musicians under contract 
and definitely assure the public 
of a 1943-44 season. He said, how- 
ever, that he had the utmost faith 
in the generosity, good judgment 
and foresight of St. Louisans, and 
felt that the maintenance fund 
drive would be successful. 

Heard by 145,762 Last Season. 

Mrs. Gaylord told the campaign 
workers the orchestra was heard 
last season by 145,762 persons, in- 
cluding 40,662 at regular concerts, 
8500 at student concerts, 9000 at 
high school programs, 30,000 at 
free concerts, 10,000 at the ballet 
performances, 38900 at a special 
concert conducted by Andre Kos- 
telanetz, 22,000 at concerts given 
on tour, 6800 at concerts given at 
nearby Army camps, 11,200 at “pop” 
concerts, and 3700 at the annual 
pension fund concert. 

In her appeal, Mrs. Wright 
termed the symphony orchestra 
‘one of the most democratic ideals 
for which we fight today.” .

HUGHES 81 TODAY,

WASHINGTON, April 10 (AP).— 
“If a person is philosophical and 
has intellectual interests old age is 
a very agreeable time.” That is 
the statement made today by 
Charles Evans Hughes, retired 
Chief Justice of the United States, 
on the eve of his eighty-first birth- 
day anniversary tomorrow.

500 Japanese Killed in Hupeh

“Be Kind to Animals Week,” to 
be celebrated throughout the na- 
tion this week, has been  pro- 
claimed by Mayor William Dee 
Becker and will be observed here 
with a special week-long program 
designed by the Humane Society 
of Missouri. 

In his proclamation, Mayor 
Becker pointed out that “gentle- 
ness, mildness and tenderness to- 
ward animals are qualities much 
needed in a world torn by anger, 
hatred and bitterness.” 


The citizens of St. Louis, he 
pointed out, have been asked to 
plant victory gardens, and some 
concern has been expressed by gar- 
deners as to the effect of dogs run- 
ning at will through such unfenced 
places. “Owners of pets,” the proc- 
lamation continued, “should learn 
to care for them and keep them 
from becoming a nuisance to oth- 
ers, and give their pledge not to 
permit their pets to roam the 
streets and victory gardens.” 

The Mayor urged schools, clubs 
and civic organizations to include 
in their week’s programs the theme 


of humane treatment to animals. 
Many preaches in St. Louis will 


stress kindness to animals in their 


sermons today. Tomorrow has 
been designated “Horse Day” by 
the Humane Society. Citizens and 
teamsters will be asked to supply 
cool water for horses during hot 
summer days. 

All schools will be asked to hold 
a kindness program on Tuesday, 
and Wednesday Boy Scouts will 
be given a practical demonstration 
on first aid to animals. Thursday 
is “Wild Life day,” and Friday is 
“Animal Safety day,” at which time 
all pet owners will be requested 
to keep their animals under con- 
trol at all times. 

The observance will end Satur- 
day. All boys will be asked to 
voluntarily surrender their airguns 
and other guns to the Society’s 
Shelter, 1210 Macklind avenue, and 
in turn a copy of “Dog Etiquette,” 
a book on the care and training of 
dogs, will be given the first 50 
boys who surrender their guns.

Years, Quits 


COLON, Republic of Panama, 
April 10 (AP).—Once again Pan- 
ama Al Brown, the six-foot one- 
time bantamweight champion of 
the world and Parisian “bon vi- 
vant,” is hanging up his boxing 
gloves “for good” after a 20-year 
career of 243 fights. 

Now owner of a saloon in Colon, 
the chocolate puncher who fought 
over much of the United States 
and Europe this week announced 
he is giving up his last title—the 
featherweight championship of 
Panama. He won that crown in 
1941 after returning from his first 
“retirement.” 

He's still the idol of the Isthmus 
the only world champion this 
boxing-loving country has turned 
out. He’s almost a legend here, 
where he fought his first profes- 
sional fight back in 1923 when, 
according to him, he was only 13. 

Panama Al came home only 
twice after leaving in 1923—once 
in 1929, the year after he took the 
bantamweight title by defeating 
Vidal Gregorio in New York in the 
final of an elimination tourna- 
ment and again in 1941 when he 
; returned to stay. 

Tending bar today, chatting with 
friends who drop by the Cantina 
Campeon Al Brown, Panama Al 
does a lot of talking about the old 
fight days—but not much about 
the grand years in Paris in the 
"30s. He still has a wife and 
6-year-old son there and. most of 
his fortune went with the Nazi 
invasion of the country. Brown 
left Europe two months before the 
war broke out. 

Panama's champion got his start 
fighting in an alley in this city 
known as Brown’s Square. He re- 
calls he won his first title—the 
fiyweight crown of Panama—from 
Sailor Patchett in a 20-rounder. 
From there his rise was rapid. In 
the United States, with clever 
handling, he advanced fast. . In 
1926 he went to France, returning 
im 1928 to fight Gregorio for the 
title. 

He continued to fight while in 
the States but in 1929 returned to 
France by way of Panama and 
Cuba. Then started his long ca- 
reer of boxing over the continent, 
running a Paris night club, racing 
his own horses in France and liv- 
ing high off his boxing earnings.

WASHINGTON, April 10 (AP). 
—The United States Crop Corps, 
being organized to help meet the 
labor shortage on farms, is to in- 
clude a woman’s unit of about 60,- 
000 city and town women. About 
10,000: will be enrolled for year- 
around farm work and 650,000 for 
seasonal work for one month or 
more, the Food Administration an- 
nounced today. 

A special uniform is being de- 
signed. Women enrolled in the 
unit must be at least 18 years old 
and furnish a doctor’s certificate 
of physical fitness to do hard work. 

All told, the administration said, 
about 360,000 women are expected 
to be enrolled for farm work, but 
300,000 of these will be placed by 
county agricultural agents for short 
time emergency jobs on farms, 

Women placed on farms for 
year-around work will receive 
training in courses offered by agri- 
cultural colleges or similar insti- 
tutions, or equivalent training on 
the farm.

Monsanto Chairman Distin- 
guishes Between Two Wars, 
One of Physical Combat, 
Other ‘War of Ideologies’ 
for Social Reorganization.

HAT are we fighting for? Why is pub- 
W lic opinion on this subject still fluid 

and undetermined while husbands, sons 
and brothers fight in remote jungles and 
desert wastes, when part of our Navy lies on 
the bottom of the Pacific and our bombers 
are blasting German cities? If there was 
any occasion for a discussion of war aims 
during our Revolution, Civil War or World 
War, history does not record it. 

We are, in fact, engaged in two wars. That 
is why we are confused and seek orientation. 
One war is being fought on the surface of 
our planet; it is fought with steel and TNT; 
it is a physical war. The other is a war of 
ideologies. It is a vertical war, an intellec- 
tual war, a war that is waged with aphor- 
isms, emotions, infectious illusions, captivat- 
ing mental images and taboos. Our Vice- 
President calls it the “People’s Revolution;”’ 
Stuart Chase, the “Revolt of the Masses.” 


Deep Differences Lie 
In Postwar Planning. 


There is no issue as to our surface war 
aims. In this war we fight becauss we were 
attacked. Our aim is victory and a postwar 
world so organized that we will not be at- 
tacked or even threatened again. But it is 
in the economic organization of this post- 
war world where deep differences lie, Some 
would have it that we shall “lose the peace” 
unless the National Resources Planning 
Board's recommendations are adopted. Thus 
we trace our way back to the war of ideol- 
ogies. 

One of the ideologies—that reflected in 
the National Resources Planning Board's re- 
ports—is a curious paradox of pessimism and 
idealism. Those who hold it are pessimistic 
about private enterprise employing return- 
ing soldiers, so they plan vast public works. 
They are pessimistic about private enterprise 
taking over war plants, so they plan on state 
conversion with state capital. They are pes- 
simistic about private capital being risked in 
business, so they plan state loans. They are 
pessimistic about the imagination, resource- 
fulness, enterprise, self-reliance and thrift of 
individuals, so they plan on state assistance 
“from womb to tomb.” 


One senses in this ideology the conclusion 
that the American social and economic sys- 
tem of the past is obsolete; that our salva- 
tion lies in exalting the state and having it 
plan our lives and our economy. This ideol- 
ogy offers a similar solution to that which 
Germany, Italy and Russia adopted. Carried 
to ite ultimate conclusion, the human rela- 
tionships found in this kind of “freedom 
from want’’ were expressed by the AutRor of 
Genesis, when Esau said to Jacob, ‘‘Feed me, 
for I am faint.”” And Jacob replied, ‘Sell me 
this day your birthright.” There was no un- 
employment in Egypt when the slaves built 
pyramids. There was no unemployment 
among Negroes before Lincoln emanc‘pated 
them. There was no unemployment in Rus- 
sian or German planned economies! 


Plenty of Blueprints 
But Not a Word on How. 


The National Resources Planning Board's 
reports are but the first blueprints—or pink- 
prints—of such a planned economy. Further 
blueprints to carry out Mr. Wallace’s prom- 
ises that “there shall be no privileged peo- 
ples anywhere” will come later. The first 
ones promise freedom from want in America; 
later ones will propose to share America’s 
wealth with the world so that there shall 
be freedom from want everywhere. Through 
world WPAs, AAs, FSAs and RFCs, vast 
public works are projected in foreign lands, 
and foreign industries are to be established 
with a lavish lend-lease. A preview of this 
program is contained in trial balloons sent up 
by the National Planning Association, an off- 
shoot of the National Resources Planning 
Board. It is also implied by our lend-lease 
agreements. 

Missing from the National Resources 
Planning Board's plans is any suggestion of 
how they will be paid for. 

Shall we draw the conclusion that war is 
an immensely profitable adventure? 

Also missing is an estimate of the govern- 
ment force that woul. be necessary. A clew 


with a freely legislating Congress.”’ 


is found in Peter Drucker’s study of pre-war 
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Germany. He points out that 15 per cent of 
those employed in the Nazi planned economy 
were either nonmilitary government em- 
ployes or employes of business doing paper 
and other work required by the state. 


God forbid that we trail in any of Hitler’s 
paths, but the planners’ economy, though 
directed toward different goalg, follows the 
same methods Hitler pursued while he was 
“eliminating unemployment.’ Therefore, one 
must project on our blueprints eight and 
one-half million government employes, con- 
tributing not one grain of wheat or thread 
of yarn to the sum of goods available for 
consumption but living as parasites on the 
production of others, Our living standards 
would decline, just as they did in Germany. 


How About Labor’s Rights? 
Where the Administrators? 


Missing, too, is how, under the new 
scheme, the rights of labor would be pro- 
tected, and how men of sufficient capacity 
to administer the new economy could be 
found. Current examples of the agencies 
administering war production, prices, wages, 
man power and food, indicate that specifica- 
tions for such men are more readily drawn 
than filled. 

The price of “‘freedom from want” has 
been shown by transposing the words into 
“want of freedom.” All the major-domos of

land’s real wages have multiplied several 
fold since Macaulay’s time. 

In this country the average industrial 
worker earns more in a day than Macaulay’s 
contemporaries earned in a week, and some 
of them earn as much in an HOUR as they 
could have earned in a WEEK i. Charles 
II’s time. In each of these periods, living 
costs, as measured by the price of wheat, are 
comparable. 


This great improvement, particularly that 
of the past century, was not brought about 
by any government—it was the result of 
work of individuals. Pursuing their own 
self-interest, individuals dreamed and in- 
vented; they explored and prospected; they 
created opportunities for investment of capi- 
tal and employment of others. Thus new 
things and more things were contributed 
constantly to the sum total that was avail- 
able for all. Living standards increased. 
The tremendous strides made by America are 
concomitants of the greatest freedom the in- 
dividual ever enjoyed in any civilization. 


‘Ascendancy of Nations ° 
Hinges on Individual Freedom.’ , 


In his monumental work, “The History of 
Civilization,’”’ Buckle emphasizes that the 
ascendancy of nations hinges on the freedom 
of individuals from government restraint, 
and that whenever government becomes pa- 
ternalistic and guides and regiments its 
economy, ‘‘the results are, first, the impov- 
erishment and servility of genius; then the 
decay of knowledge; then the decline of the 
country. . . In the ages of Augustus, of 
Leo X and of Louis XIV, the same method 
was adopted, and the same result ensued.”’ 

Tracing this course in France, he recites 
that the immense impulse which was given 
to the highest branches of knowledge under 
the liberal policies of Richelieu and Mazarin, 
which produced such men as Pascal and 
Descartes in science and Moliere and Le- 
Brun in literature and art, stopped when 
Louis XIV assumed the government and 
instituted his regimentation. From that mo- 
ment until it collapsed in revolution, Buckle 
continues, “France, so far as great discover- 
ies is concerned, is a blank in the annals 
of Europe.”

Are we not fighting dictatorship to secure to 
ourselves our democratic way of life; for the 
freedom of the individual to speak, worship 
and seek his own happiness in any economic 
or spiritual endeavor so long as he does not 
transgress similar rights of others? Without 
a “freely legislating Congress,” can this way 
of life endure? Could it endure under a 
bureaucracy wielding ‘‘dictatorial powers’’? 

In an earlier article of this series, Bishop 
Scarlett recalled a truism to the effect that 
we learn history but we do not learn from 
history. Why need this be so? What can we 
learn from history? 


Citation From Macaulay 
On Meaning of Real Wages. 


Lord Macaulay reminds us that in the 
reign of Charles II meat and bread were 
luxuries and acorns and whole grain were 
the food of the masses; a clean shirt once a 
week was a privilege reserved to nobility. 
Peasants’ wages, he continues, were four 
shillings a week and an “industrial worker, 
rising early and lying down late, thought 
himself fairly paid if he gained six shillings 
a week. ... Laborers who were able to 
maintain themselves and their families by 
means of these wages were not the most 
necessitous members of the community. Be- 
neath them lay a large class which could 
not subsist without some aid from the 
parish.”’ 

When Macaulay wrote, two centuries later, 
wages had risen to 12 and 16 shillings a 
week and those depending upon relief had 
been reduced to “one-tenth the inhabitants, 
and, in good years, one-thirteenth,” Eng-

did not produce a single man who made a 
contribution to science.

NEW YORK, April 10. 
LUSTY, curious, outspoken American 
named Wendell Willkie made a trip 
around the world last fall. He talked 
to hundreds of people high and low. Now, 
in a book called ‘‘One World,” he has set 
down his frank, strong impressions of the 
places and the peoples he saw in 31,000 miles 
of travel. 
What constantly struck this American was 
the awakening vigor of the masses of man- 
kind in parts of the world where we have 


always counted people in dumb, hapless mil- 
lions. Willkie found wherever he went a 
yeasty stirring, a hopeful pioneering toward 
new physical and spiritual frontiers. He was 
constantly being reminded of American at- 
titudes, American vigor, American enthusi- 
asm. ‘‘When you fly around the world in 
49 days,’’ Willkie writes, ‘‘you learn that 
the world has become small not only on the 
map, but also in the minds of men. All 
around the world, there are some ideas which 
millions and millions of men hold in com- 
mon, almost as much as if they lived in the 
same town. One of these ideas, and one 
which I report without hesitation, has tre- 
mendous significance for us in America; it 
is the mixture of respect and hope with 
which the world looks to this country.

Belem or Natal in Brazil, or one toting his 
burden on his head in Nigeria, a Prime

tory without which any peace will only be 
another armistice.” 


This last, of course, is the central thesis 
of “One World’’—that we must co-operate 
now not only with the British but with 
the Russians and the Chinese and the 
peoples of India, the great masses that are 
moving into the machine age. It is the 
theme that Willkie has constantly ham- 
mered and that he will continue to ham- 
mer in his race for the 1944 Republican 
nomination for President. The whole book 
would fit perfectly into the Post-Dispatch 
series, “What Are We Fighting For?” 
Willkie has, in fact, called one of his 
chapters “What We Are Fighting For.” 


While he does not say it in so many words, 
Willkie obviously got a bad impression of 
Gen. Charles de Gaulle, whom he met in 
Syria. The leader of the Fighting French 
received his American visitor in a study in 
which every corner, every wall, held busts, 
pictures and statues of Napoleon. The aura 
of Napoleon, plus Joan of Arc, seemed to 
hover over the head of the temperamental 
French General, 


Tribute to Harriet Szold, 
Leader of Zionist Colony. 


In Jerusalem he saw resident British com- 
missioners, Arab chieftains and leaders of 
the Zionist colony. And he went to call on 
Miss Harriet Szdld, founder of Hadassah 
and an ardent Zionist. Willkie wondered as 
he studied her intelligent, sensitive face “if 
she in her mature, selfless wisdom might 
not know more than all the ambitious poll- 
ticlans.”” Miss Szold told him she believed 
“foreign powers’ had deliberately stirred 
troubles between Jew and Arab. 


Turkey impressed Willkie with its mod- 
ernity. It convinced him once again, he 
writes, that the industrial revolution is not 
the monopoly of any one nation or of any 
one race. The American traveler was intro- 
duced to one of Turkey’s distinguished wom- 
an lawyers and he was reminded, he writes, 
of the fact that 25 years ago virtually all 
Turkish women were veiled. In that span a 
social revolution has taken place. 


But it was in Soviet Russia that Willkie 
found the closest parallels with modern in- 
dustrial America. This had nothing to do 
with political systems or political attitudes. 
It was a recognition of the vigor, the will-to- 
do, the optimism of the Russian people. The 
individuals he met were hearty, direct, with 
a deep love of country and a lusty sense of 
humor, 


Gen. D. D. Lelyushenko 
‘Colorful and Engaging.’ 


One was Lieut. Gen. Dmitri D. Lelyushenko 
at headquarters on the front north of Rzhev. 
Willkie describes him as a “man so colorful 
and engaging that among all the personali- 
ties I have met he stands out vividly.” Only 
38 years old, he was in charge of 16 divi- 
sions at one of the most important battle 
stations in the world. The author describes 
,him as a man of medium height, powerfully 
built, a born horseman with bowed legs be- 
traying his Cossack origin, ruddy, vital, alert, 
full of animal spirits. 


Willkie was impressed by the ready alert- 
ness of his staff. The General had only be- 
gun a sentence or two before two or three 
adjutants were standing at attention. He 
was also struck by the number of women in 
uniform who were doing every conceivable 
kind of job. After his visit to the Rzhev 
front Willkie realized, he writes, that the 
phrase, “This is a people’s war,” has real 
meaning in Russia, 

Another Russian who made a deep impres- 
sion on Willkie was the director of a plant 
making the famous Stormovik plane. The 
plant employed about 30, 000 men on a sys- 
tem which, according to Willkie, was com- 
parable-to the Bedaux speed-up system. After 
cross-examining the director, Tretyakov, for 
an hour, Willkie was convinced that “he 
would have been an outstanding leader in 
any society I have ever known. He spoke 
quietly, gravely, with a full sense of the na- 
tional and international urgency of his work, 
with an obviously detailed knowledge of 
what went on in every corner of his enormous 
plant.” 

Stalin and Willkie got on splendidly to- 
gether in their two meetings, one in Stalin's 
office in the Kremlin, the other at a long 
banquet at which the American sat at the

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
OWN in the green-tinged marshes, 
frogs are piping odes to spring, most 

of the summer birds are back again, and 
field and forest are rapturously attune. 

I found a whippoorwill nesting in the 
deep woods, earlier perhaps than usual. 
Instead of building nests, whippoorwills 
merely select a homesite and lay their 
eggs on the ground, usually upon a sin- 
gie withered leaf. The mother bird flut- 
tered away as if crippled as I ap- 
proached. Many birds feign injury to 
lure intruders from their nests, some ut- 

mournful cries. 

In a ragged corner where fences in- 
tersect, a family of bumblebees seemed 
disturbed. Some were crawling on a 
drift of leaves while others buzzed in 
circles near the ground. Long ago I read 
a story, attributed to Louisa M. Alcott, 
in which she told how “her boys” rout- 
ed bumblebees with paddies made of 
shingles. The tale was so logical that 
it enticed me into battle with a nest of 
these ill-tempered, if not evil-minded, in- 
sects. I was forced to the painful con- 
clusion that Louisa’s technique was not 
fool-proof. 

I snubbed the bees to seek a more en- 
chanted nook down in a valley where a 
brook meanders through wooded hills. 
Taking a seat on a large log that lay be- 
side the rivulet, I thought of Alfred Ten- 
nyson, who immortalized all brooks and 
particularly this one. Water cascaded 
over a boulder and gurgied into a deep 
blue pool. I could hear it singing: 

I chatter, chatter, as I flow 
To join the brimming river, 

For men may come and men may go 
But I go on forever. 

Yes, this very streamlet was here be- 
fore there were wars and it will bé here 
when wars are no more. A majestic elm 
stands as a sentinel beside it, a large 
dead limb protruding from the top. In 
fancy I could see a screech owl there, 
prating in the shadow of the moon. 

The log on which I sat once was mon- 
arch of all it surveyed, a green-clad tree, 
living much as I live now. It spent its 
span and lay down to crumble into the 
dust from which it came. Scrutinizing 
the molding giant, I found two clusters 
of violets protruding from beneath it, 
and wondered why flowers bloomed un- 
bidden there, While pondering the mys- 
tery, a blue jay, gorgeously arrayed, 
dropped in for a drink. Hopping to the 
water's edge, it dipped its beak into the 
brook and then raised its head as if to 
give thanks. 

Less than 20 feet away, I sat unnoticed. 
Perhaps the jay considered me only a 
knot on the log. All men are little more 
than that, yet few concede it. They come 
into being by miracles, live more or less 
predatory lives and pass into eternity 
little noticed and seldom remembered. 
Water, the most ductile thing in the 
realm of nature, leaves its footprints 
even in the solid rock. 

Having finished its drink, the jay de- 
cided to take a bath. Hopping into the 
brook, it sat down and began beating the 
water with its wings, sending a spray far 
above its head. At intervals it paused 
to look about as if it suspected peepers, 
then renewed its shadow-boxing cere- 
mony. Suddenly it leaped into a hickory 
shrub on the bank and the bath was 
over. 

Ruffling its plumage and fluttering its 
wings, it obviated the need of a bath 
towel. Then it preened itself meticulous- 
ly, even massaging its toes. Now its 
beauty treatment was finished. With a 
flip of its tail, it waved adieu to me and 
silently flew away, leaving behind this 
riddle: Why do human beings love the 
golitudes, where blossoms blush unseen 
and shed their fragrance on the shifting 
winds, and birds and bees and brooks 
hold sway? Is it because they are unsul- 
lied by the blight of civilization? Per- 


haps. 

I got off the log and moseyed down 
the brook, coming to a knoll where tiny 
bluets tinged the earth to azure and 
permeated the air with a delicate per- 
fume. Spring indeed is here once more, 
bri with it the reminder that, 
though flowers fade and die in autumn, 
they will live and bloom again.

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The President Thinks It Over 


In a remarkable article by Forrest Davis in the 
current Saturday Evening Post, the gist of which 
was published in the Post-Dispatch Friday, an out- 
line is given of President Roosevelt’s thoughts on 
the postwar settlement. 

Mr. Roosevelt is not thinking in terms of the 
League of Nations and is not disposed to attempt 
to revive that defunct institution. In this point of 
view, he is joined by Prime Minister Churchill and 
by Field Marshal Smuts, who helped to organize 
the League. In a speech last fall, Smuts repudiated 
the League and conceded that the ideas of 22 years 
ago were much too vague and crude and, at the 
same time, too ambitious. He called for something 
“more clear, definite and practical.” 

Since Mr. Roosevelt is not thinking about the 
League, it is reasonable to infer that he is also not 
thinking of such plans as Clarence Streit’s politically 
impossible “Union Now,” or of such complicated out- 
lines for a world state as have been produced by 
Ely Culbertson and others. Mr. Roosevelt believes 
that the world is not going to be remade over night 
and that no world state, brewed in some academic 
or professorial seminar, is suddenly to emerge when 
the guns cease firing. 

. o . 

Instead, the President is thinking along the lines 
of practical ktatesmanship. His point of departure 
is the way peace has been maintained in this hemi- 
sphere among the republics of North, South and 
Central America. The basis of this peace is his 
own Good Neighbor Policy. If the President were 
to draft today the prospectus of a United Nations 
organization, Mr. Davia writes, 


it is a good bet that his framework would mark- 
edly resemble the simple, flexible and workable 
body of arrangements under which the Amer- 
ican republics manage their collective affairs. 

The Pan-American association of nations has 
become a highly effective organism capable of 
expressing the hemisphere’s united will. Its ad- 
vantages are many. It provides the machinery, . 
through the non-political Pan-American Union, 
for swift and easy consultation. 

Lacking a constitution other than the gather- 
ing body of law expressed in treaties and con- 
ventions, its bonds are loose. It requires no 
large and indefinite grants of sovereignty from 
the member states. In effect, the system func- 
tions as a continuing peace conference which 
meets before, not after, hostilities. 


Can the flexible Pan-American system, with each 
country maintaining its independence, be applied to 
the. world? Mr. Roosevelt thinks it can. He is 
aware, of course, of certain big “ifs.” One of these 
“ifs” is the ability of the major powers in the 
United Nations to “work together in harmony once 
the war is over. That “if,” however, can be applied 
to any plan for world co-operation. No matter 
how nearly perfect the blueprints, they are worth- 
less unless the spirit of world co-operation is pres- 
ent, just as our Pan-American arrangement would 
be worthless if it were not nourished and sustained 
by the Good Neighbor Policy. 

Another big “if,” and the President is acutely 
conscious of this, is the role Russia will play. The 
relations between Russia and the Western democra- 
cies are not too good at the present time. Russia 
feels it has been forced to shoulder a disproportion- 
ate part of the burden of beating Hitler. Russia is 
not satisfied with the North African campaign and 
wants a second front in Europe. It is clear that 
Russia is going to have its full say about the Baltic 
states, Poland, Rumania and Finland and the dis- 
position that is to be made of Germany. 

. . e 

Mr. Roosevelt feels that Russia can be brought 
into a collective security arrangement, and there 
is no doubt, of course, of British co-operation. Un- 
fortunately, China just now feels let down, so far 
as American and British aid is concerned, but gnce 
this condition is remedied, it seems reasonable to 
assume that the Chinese, with whom the United 
States has had the friendliest of relations, would 
join the common front. 

When the President first announced the Four 
Freedoms, he did not classify them as to importance, 
but he now places first on the list “freedom from 
fear.” If this freedom can be attained by suitable 
guarantees and the quarantining of aggressors, he 
believes that other freedoms will flow naturally in 
its wake. The President, it is interesting to observe, 
has no ambitions to become a moral dictator and 
to force upon other nations habits of thought or 
creeds or political systems which they do not want. 
If the heathen does not want to wear pants, it is 
all right with Mr. Roosevelt. 

The President “hopes that the wartime alliance 
known as the United Nations may be developed 


into a society of free states, less ambitious and con- 
straining than the League of Nations, but organic 
and capable of growth.” He is led to this view 
partly by considerations of what is politically pos- 
sible in the United States, as well as by the League’s 
demonstrated weaknesses. Sensitive to the desires 
of his own people, the President is loath to make 
any sharp departure from American traditions or 
to make a blanket surrender of sovereignty. 
Judging by what happened in 1920, and even giv- 
ing full consideration to the rising demand for 
world co-operation since the present war began, it 
would be hazardous to ask the American people to 
enter some kind of structure which, in effect, would

So, while the President is trying to avoid the 
political pitfalls into -which Woodrow Wilson fell, 
he favors some of the League’s instrumentalities. 
He would use the plebiscite to determine how 
people want to be governed and by whom; he would 
use the mandate system, but he would strengthen 
it to avoid the international racketeering it pro- 
duced last time; he would set up boards or commis- 
sions, subsidiary to the United Nations, to handle 
specific political, military and economic problems. 

In these commissions, says Mr. Davis, lies the 
crux of the administrative technique of Mr. Roose- 
velt’s plan, and incidentally it resembles Winston 
Churchill’s proposal, in his speech of March 21, 
for a Council of Europe and a Council of Asia. The 
peace of Europe might be entrusted to a commission 
made up of Russia, Britain and the United States, 
while another commission, with China included, 
might be established to insure the peace of the 
Orient. Says Mr. Davis: 

A sort of master commission, with each region 
represented, might sit permanently as an execu- 
tive council on problems of friction between na- 
tions that might lead to. war. The problems of 
raw-material surpluses, of currency, tariffs and 
80 on also could be delegated to commissions. 
These might have their headquarters anywhere 
in the United Nations—in Buffalo, Singapore 
or Kiev, 

Unlike a good many other students of the future, 


‘the President does not believe in an international 


air force or a United Nations armed force of any 
kind. He believes aggression can be met, first by 
warning the aggressor, then by quarantining him 
(closing all avenues of communication) just as the 
Health Department does when scarlet fever breaks 
out, finally by force agreed upon by the United 
Nations. If the trouble broke out in Eastern Europe, 
Russia might be detailed to take care of it; if in 
this hemisphere, we would presumably send fighting 
aircraft or troops, or both. 
+ e o 

One of the beauties of the President's tentative 
plan is that the present working arrangement of 
the United Nations for the conduct of the war could 
be carried over without a-hitch as a working ar- 
rangement for the conduct of the peace. There might 
not even be a peace conference like the one at Ver- 
sailles. There would be no world capital, at Geneva 
or any place else, to build. There would be no over- 
all constitution to be ratified, and no unwieldly 
set of rules to master. The problems of postwar would 
be tackled simply, informally and promptly after 
consultation and agreement of the major powers, 
“with cold, realistic techniques.” Writes Mr. Davis: 

Mr. Roosevelt may be counted upon not to 
weaken this country’s position, or that of the 

Western powers, against the rest of the world. 

In the President, internationalism is accurately 

balanced with nationalism, and his policies 

toward Europe and Asia have never deviated far 

from the traditional American pattern govern- 

ing our conduct as a great power—worked out 

at the turn of the century by John Hay, McKin- 
_ley, Mahan, Root and others, 

Altogether, the President’s preliminary blueprint 
for the world, as outlined by Mr. Davis, strikes us 
as an eminently shrewd, sensible and realistic one. 
It, of course, leaves many questions unanswered— 
millions of them. It is just an approach. But it is 
an approach which blends practicality with idealism. 
It is the approach of a statesman who knows what 
can and cannot be done politically, who is deter- 
mined to avoid the political errors of Woodrow Wil- 
son, who knows that the world cannot and will not 
be turned upside down over night. : 

It is an approach which recognizes that the suf- 
fering peoples of this world are not going to stand 
for a course of statesmanship which will blunder 
into a third World War. 


THE CASE OF JIMMY McDERMOTT. 

The Government is preparing to recruit a Land 
Army, or Crop Corps, as the President prefers to 
call it. Under this plan, around 3,500,000 men and 
youths from cities and towns will go to the country 
this summer and help the farmers in producing the 
crops that are so urgently needed for our fighting 
men, our allies and the home front. Most of these 
workers will be inexperienced. It will take time for 
them to learn, and to get accustomed to the long, 
arduous hours of farm work. The difficulties in 
the way of this expedient for meeting the farm labor 
crisis are obvious. 

Meanwhile, the Army is drafting such men as 
Jimmy McDermott of the Bee Tree community in 
Arkansas, whose record as a champion farmer is re- 
ported in the Everyday Magazine today. Jimmy is 
a downright genius at crop production. By skill 
and hard work, he equipped and stocked his 80-acre 
farm, built a house and paid off his 40-year FSA 
loan in four years. Then the draft called him, and 
now Jimmy is working at a filling station while 
awaiting induction. 

The draft policy that takes away first-rate farm- 
ers like Jimmy McDermott is one of the chief rea- 
sons that this country has a critical farm problem.

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PROBLEM IN FOREIGN RELATIONS. 

There has always been a problem involved in the 
translation of Western proper names into Chinese. 
Oriental newspaper men fell back on the rather 
simple device of giving them their phonetic equiv- 
alents. Now that the war has brought names like 
Europe, Washington and Africa into frequent use, 
it looks as though this method may place a strain 
on Chinese foreign relations—or call for a real sense 
of humor in some of its victims. 

Thus, the Chinese phonetic equivalent for Europe 
means “to vomit,” and that for Africa, according to 
a manual just prepared by the University of Chicago 
Press, means “false.” Washington is translated 
as “extravagant flourishing to cease.” In a way, 
there may be some truth in that, but the bureaucrats 
hardly will be in favor of the Chinese reminder. 


They may even suspect that Senator Byrd has an 
agent in Chungking. 

But—perhaps to redress the balance—the Chi- 
nese press translates Asia as “ugly” or “inferior,” 
Russia as “to revive,” and America as “beautiful.” 
Proving the Oriental is still the last word in tact.

By 1944 it expects the United States 
again to be on its familiar way, at peace 
and prospering by doing business as usual 
with itself and with any foreigners who 
want to trade with us on our terms. In 
short, Ohio hopes to give the United States 
its eighth Buckeye President in 1944 in the 
person of John William Bricker. 


Gov. Bricker is a nice fellow and a good 
candidate. He is formidable not as a man 
but as a symbol. Personally, he is neither 
colorful nor particularly important. The 
small towns and farm communities whose 
atmosphere Bricker personifies distrust col- 
orful individuals of epic proportions. 


Clearly, Bricker could not possibly hope 
to compete with other leading possibilities 
for the presidency in 1944 as a colorful or 
powerful performer. The whole point about 
him as a political phenomenon is that he 
is not dramatic or powerful; he is of a 
piece with rural Ohio of which he comes. 


Trend Away From Glamour. 


The reason is not to be found in any 
stunt or move or philosophy or program 
credited to his personality, but rather in 
the temper of the times. A definite trend 
away from the glitter and glamour of mas- 
terful and egotistic leaders is manifest. It 
is a trend away from internationalism, 
away from excitement and unfamiliar 
things, away from the hegemony of the 
big cities,'a trend back to our historic 
center of gravity in the small town. 


If in 1944 Main Street takes the country 
away from the big city and the big world, 
it may well use Bricker to do the job. At 
the moment, he is Main Street’s strongest 
candidate; and it may well be that only 
another average man can beat him. 

One speculation about Bricker seems safe. 
Unlike Dewey, Stassen, and probably Will- 
kie too, it would seem that if he is to be 
President, he must make the grade in 1944 
or forget about it altogether. He is frankly 
a candidate, but he takes no exaggerated 
view of his candidacy. If he can make it, 
fine; if not, well, he likes to live in Colum- 
bus, and the country won't go to hell. 


Smear Campaign a Help. 


Bricker’s candidacy has been helped sub- 
stantially by a threefold smear campaign 
that has been used against him. The first 
and most personal charge is that as a 
young man of 24 in World War I he evaded 
military service by getting a cushy berth 
as a chaplain. At college Bricker was a 
varsity athlete. But, the story goes, he 
failed to pass his physical examination 
because of a slow heartbeat. In any case, 
he was certified in 30 days’ time for duty 
as a chaplain by the Christian church, a 
Protestant denomination with a large mem- 
bership in Ohio. He served in this capacity 
and finished the wares a Lieutenant. 


For a number of reasons the charge has 
boomeranged. The most important is that 
the whispering campaign has had hundreds 
of people checking and rechecking the 
facts, which stand up. Then, a great many 
people, anxious to get into uniform, who 
regarded themselves as adequate physical 


specimens, have had precisely the same ex- 


perience on the grounds, of one techni- 
cality or another in the last war and in 
this one, too. 


The second smear against Bricker is 
that he is an appeaser. But he has no 
more information or philosophy about 
world politics than the average small-town 
Ohio lawyer. He is now starting his third 
term as Governor of Ohio. But he is not 
expertly informed even about Washington 
or national affairs. World affairs are even 
more remote. It is a point of pride with 
him that he has concerned himself with 
Ohio affairs and nothing else,

The third smear against Bricker is that 
he is not his own master. Of course, he 
is the candidate of the “Interests.” There 
is no secret about that. The “Interests” 
never back one of their own number for 
President. They resented Hoover and tried 
to block his candidacy because they feared, 
rightly, that his wealth and his affiliations 
with big business would embarrass them. 
The “Interests” always back precisely such 
an unobtrusive, simple, representative 
Main Streeter as Bricker—when they are 
lucky enough to find a candidate so ideal. 


The Pews, the du Ponts, Cleveland’s pow- 
erful Hanna interests (which are affil- 
lated in business with Ernie Weir’s Na- 
tional Steel), the mighty and stormy Co- 
lumbia Gas & Electric and all the rest 
are for him as hard as they can be. Not 
only does Bricker make no-secret about 
this; he is proud of it. 

The big issue of his first term was the 
Cleveland relief problem that he inherited 
from Davey. The row was settled when 
Cleveland sold $1,000,000 of relief bonds 
and the State put up $450,000 of relief 
money. But the fight dispelled the belief 
that Bricker is not tough. When principles 
in which he fervently believes are involved, 
he is incredibly stubborn. 


National Hero of Business. 


Bricker emerged a national hero in the 
eyes of business. Much more important, 
he also emerged as the No. 1 leader of the 
local farm bloc. The business-farm alli- 
ance had been the cornerstone of the last 
Republican regime; labor had not then 
been important. The architects of the next 
Republican regime saw in Bricker a can- 
didate who could renew this coalition. 


Ohio does not like this war, but is by no 
means afraid of it. To most people in the 
State, this is just another war. It began in 
1939 and, therefore, Ohio expects it to end 
by 1944. That will give it five full years. 
World War I lasted only four years, but 
that time Japan did not have to be licked 
too. Ohio ig betting that this war will 
prove just as incidental to the march of 
American progress as World War I. 

As Bricker’s boom spreads, so will United 
States discussion of these assumptions, 
which have the votes in Ohio today. The 
cry will be raised that Bricker is an honest 
Harding. This may beat him. But it may 
elect him. It all depends on which way the 
war swings the pendulum in 1944,

ON-FICTION Baedekers for bemused in- 

ductees are appearing almost as fast as 
the life stories of memoir-minded medical 
men were a few years ago, but neat little 
fiction packets like Mr. Pratt's “Mr. Winkle” 
are less numerous, Why, it is hard to say. 
Writers move in a mysterious way. 

Wilbert Winkle, who animates this pleas- 
ant little satire, is 44, a mild, timid, near- 
sighted, dyspeptic little man of undistin- 
guished physique and unmistakable fear of 
guns and violence. But he is draftable (the 
time is a little before the present), and sud- 
denly finds himself accepted as physically 
fit, “processed” and sent to camp. 

There Pvt, Winkle becomes the despair of 
the rifle range and the pride of the motor- 
maintenance section. There also he learns 
something of Army psychology and Army 
romance, and begins to fling off the influ- 
ence of his henpecking wife Amy. Army 
morale converts him; he decides to remain 
even after he might get out because of his 
age. 

Mr. Winkle’s lessons in Life include as- 
sociations with homesick lads and bitter 
playboy objectors; he meets Mr. Tinker, a 
former plumber, who itches to get his hands 
on the throat of a Jap;‘ he is instructed ex- 
pertly by an all-Army Sergeant, Czeides- 
krowski, naturally called “Alphabet.” 
Through it all, Mr. Winkle is patient and 
willing, and when he finally shows hig ex- 
pertness with machines, he achieves the 
Army equivalent of dignity and self-respect. 

Last in Mr. Winkle’s tender saga is his 
convoy trip to a certain Southwest Pacific 
“theater of operations” which precipitates 
him into the role of unwitting hero and 
sends him home with an honorable dis- 
charge and a tremendous feeling of having 
been a Man and an American. 

The moral of this gentle tract is plain; it 
insinuates itself, however, with a painless- 
ness and a grace that edify and inspire. 
Hail, Mr. Winkle, Happy Warrior! .

Proved Daily, Says Army’s Director of 


Bombardment — Precision Attacks the) 


Thing for Smashing Enemy Facilities.

WASHINGTON, April 10. 


ACK of the brilliant total victory of American Army airmen in the 
Battle of the Bismarck Sea, an action that annihilated a convoy 
of 10 Japanese warships, 12 transports and 15,000 men, was plan- 
ning, planning, planning; days, weeks, years of planning; planning 
that goes all the way back to the late Gen. William Mitchell’s con- 


ception of the uses of air power. 


For there were some who believed 


in Mitchel] from the start and who directed their thinking toward 
just such ends as those achieved lately by MacArthur’s forces in the 


Southwest Pacific. 

The credit for the Bismarck Sea 
victory—“one of those rare cases,” 
Assistant Secretary of War Robert 
A. Lovett has said, “in which a 
perfectly planned enterprise was 
perfectly executed”—must he wide- 
ly distributed, 

Some of the credit goes to 
“Billy” Mitchell; some goes to 
President Roosevelt, who early in 
the war saw the importance of 
air power and insisted on our 
getting plenty of it; some to Sec- 
retary of War Henry L. Stimson; 
some to Lieut. Gen. Henry H. Ar- 
nold, commander of the Army Air 
Forces; some—a great share — to 
Lieut. Gen. George C. Kenney, who 
was in actual command of the op- 
eration; some to the men in the 
planes who hit the convoy “with 
every trick in the bag and then 
the bag itself’; some to the ground 
crews who made the planes ready 
and then, after the takeoff, “sat 
back sweating and waiting for the 
pilots and their ships to return”; 
some to the long line of men back 
of these, men who thought, planned, 
dreamed, all toward one ultimate 
goal—the split second when the 
bombardier gets the target in his 
sights and “pulls the trigger.” 
The Final Objective. 

Every step that is taken in the 
development of air power is point- 
ed toward that instant. To get the 
plane and the man over the target 
at the right time with the right 
load—this is the final objective of 
all the work in the factories that 
make the planes, of all the train- 
ing of the men who fly them, of all 
the building of air fields, of all 
the ground work, of all the plan- 
ning of the Mitchells, the Arnolds, 
the Kenneys. 

Bombardment is the goal. Ev- 
erything leads up to this. Every 
other service of the air force is 
complementary to this. The Bis- 
marck Sea operation succeeded as 
it did because of the planning be- 
hind it and the perfection of the 
teamwork that carried it out. In 
the “bag of tricks” thrown at the 
enemy were some new ones that 
cannot now be revealed. These 
were tricks of technique. There 
was nothing new in the strategy 
used; it was simply the old strat- 
egy carried to a new height of 
perfection; the strategy designed 
to get the best possible result from 
that precious moment of time for 
which everything is preparation. 

One of the top planners is Brig. 
Gen. Eugene L. Eubank, who be- 
gan as a flying cadet in the last 
World War and is now the Army 
Air Forces’ director of bombard- 
ment. Gen. Eubank, then Colonel, 
commanded the Nineteenth Bom- 
bardment Group in the Philippines 
at the time of the Japanese attack 
and later headed it in Australia. 
He holds the Distinguished Flying 
Cross for “extraordinary achieve- 
ment” in directing the flight of 26 
B-17 bombers from San Francisco 
to the Philippines Oct. 17 to Nov. 
19, 1941. On this flight “he suc- 
ceeded in pioneering the longest 
water route yet to be flown in 
the world, with stopoffs at Mid- 
way and Wake islands, Port Mores- 
by and Darwin. He accomplished 
this perilous flight in minimum 
time, displaying superior knowl- 
edge of the numerous technical 
details involved” Since the fall 
of 1942 Gen. Eubank has been sta- 
tioned here at the headquarters 
of the Army Air Forces. 


Mitchell’s Theories Proven. 

Gen. Eubank talked with the 
writer about air bombardment in 
general. Every day of the war, he 
said, was proving the soundness 
of the proper application of air 
power as enunciated by Gen. Mitch- 
ell. 

Air power must not be confused 
with the utilization of the air arm 
as a supporting weapon. Air pow- 
er is the force used to destroy the 
enemy's essential ability to wage 
war. Air support is the force 
used in conjunction with either 
land or sea operations. 

The Germans at the start of the 
war apparently defined air power 
as primarily an adjunct of ground 
forces: for all he knew, said Gen. 
Eubank, they might still think of 
it in those terms. 

That conclusion might be drawn 
from their manner of bombing 
England—a classic example, said 
Gen. Eubank, of the wrong way to 
use air power. Instead of picking 
out vital objectives and pounding 
them, the Germans went in for 
senseless, indiscriminate bombing. 
It seemed to be their idea that 
they could wear down the people 
in this way, break their courage 
and morale and cause the fall of 
the nation. Events proved the fal- 
Bacy of that theory. 

“Whether it’s high-level or low- 
level bombing, dive bombing or 
torpedo bombing,” said Gen. Ev- 
bank to the Post-Dispatch, “what 
should be sought is precision. Use 
your air power where it will do 
the most good; don't scatter it in- 
discriminately. 

“Precision bombing is the thing, 


as We are proving. The accuracy 
of night bombing, of course, suf- 
fers by comparison with day 
bombing, because you can’t see the 
vital part of the target. Night 
bombing has to be employed on oc- 
casions, but it will always be less 
effective in proportion to the force 
used. 

“When you go after a factory, 
you want to put out of business a 
certain part of that factory—the 
vital part. You might blast one 
whole end of it and start a tre- 
mendous blaze without doing any 
really serious damage. 

“Now, you can calculate your 
bombing error to find out just how 
many bombs you have got to drop 
in order to get one down’‘a barrel. 
So with the factory. You figure 
how many bombs you need, and of 
what size, to get that vital part. 

“You should know a great deal 
about the construction of the tar- 
get—factory, bridge, or whatever 
it is—so that you can pick the 
right number and the right size 
of your bombs. Maybe you select 
a 500-pound bomb; maybe one of 
1000 pounds or larger, but it must 
be the proper one for the job. 

“All thig adds up to precision 
bombing—which means, to put it 
simply, just picking ’em out and 
hitting ‘em. It’s not the tonnage 
you drop that counts; it’s the 
bombs you drop in vital areas. 
And to get them into those areas 
you use whatever type of plane is 
best suited to the purpose, flying 
at whatever height gives you the 
greatest efficiency. 


Losses vs. Results. 


“It is true that in night bombing 
you will Kave smaller losses. But 
you have got to weigh losses 
against results. It’s often better 
to take a comparatively large loss 
one time and get the mission ac- 
complished than to suffer small 
losses time after time. 

“The aim of bombing is to deny 
the enemy the use of some strate- 
gic facility,” Gen. Eubank summed 
up. “In precision bombing, you 
use whatever is needed, and no 
more of anything than is needed. 
Sometimes, for example, you re- 
quire an escort of fighter planes 
and sometimes you don’t. You 
don’t waste your bombs as the 
Germans have done over England. 
To realize your aim you have got 
to point all your services and all 
your training—your training of the 
individual, of the crew, of the 
squadron, of the group, of groups 
working in concert—toward that 
single moment, when the bomb 
starts for the target. 

“Our men are. good, and the 
proof is that in none of the thea- 
ters of war have we suffered losses 
anywhere near the losses we have 
inflicted.” 

Gen. Eubank had a sidelight on 
MacArthur’s Papuan campaign— 
that campaign which inspired 
Winston Churchill to tell the 
House of Commons that the Amer- 
ican General’s use of aircraft to 
carry supplies and munitions, even 
heavy guns, over the Owen Stanley 
range “should be carefully studied 
by all concerned in the technical 
conduct of the war.” 

Not only transport planes were 
used for this purpose, said Gen. 
Eubank, but bombing planes as 
well, and the bombers carried, 
along with munitions, heavy steel 
landing mats to be laid’ down on 
air fields carved out of the Papuan 
jungle. 

“Of course,” said Gen. Eubank, 
“you wouldn’t ordinarily use bomb- 
ers to transport guns and landing 
mats, but when other means are 
lacking—why, you use bombers. 
You use what you have.” 

Just as the French, he might 
have added, used the taxicabs of 
Paris to throw their troops against 
the German drive in 1914, or the 
English their little boats to take 
their men from the beaches at 
Dunkerque. In war, you use what 
you have. | , 


BRAZIL FREES EX-GOVERNOR 
WHO FORMED PRIVATE ARMY 


RIO DE JANEIRO, April 10 
(AP).—President Getulio Vargas 
yesterday ordered the liberation of 
Gen. Jose Antonio Flores de Cunha 
who returned from exile in Uru- 
guay several months ago and sub- 
mitted to arrest on an old charge 
of importing arms without author- 
ization while serving as Governor 
of the State of Rio Grande do Sul. 


Gen. Flores de Cunha resigned 
as Governor of Rio Grande do Sul 
in October, 1937, when President 
Vargas ordered the troops of that 
state placed under Federal control. 

He then went to Uruguay, and 
a Federal interventor appointed 
by Vargas gathered considerable 
“war material” which he said was 
distributed throughout the state by 
the resigned government. Vargas 
disclosed that the Governor had 
been leader of a private army 
thought to number 30,000.

Welles Defends 
U.S. Policy in 
Reply to Critics 


Objectives Identical 
With Opponents’, He 
Says in Letter to 
Harvard Man.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., April 10. 

UMNER WELLES, Under Sec- 
§ retary of State, replying to a 

request of Prof. Ralph Barton 
Perry of Harvard that he state 
“the real attitude of the State De- 
partment” dealing concretely with 
criticisms that its policy is based 
“not on military expediency but 
settled reactionary sentiments” de- 
clares that, “the objectives of those 
charged with our foreign policy are 
identical with those of the over- 
whelming majority of their critics.” 

Welles takes up in detail a list 
of criticisms which Prof. Perry, as 
chairman of American Defense, 
Harvard Group, directed to hig at- 
tention. His letter, which he au- 
thorized Prof. Perry to publish, 
states the Department attitude on 
the Free French, the question of 
India, the Spanish refugees in 
North Africa, Archduke Otto of 
Austria and Gen. Mihailovich of 
Yugoslavia. 

“Criticism of our North African 
policy,” he states, “has arisen be- 
cause surface developments have 
been taken as indication of basic 
policy when they were in fact 
merely temporary steps in the 
process of achieving that policy.” 

As to Archduke Otto and Gen. 
Mihailovich, Welles says, “There 
has been no favoritism and there 
will be none. We will aid to the 
full extent of our ability any group 
which is fighting the common 
enemy, but that aid will not be in 
such form as to prejudice a peo- 
ple’s basic right stated in the At- 
lantic Charter to choose its own 
form of Government.” 

On the relationship with Fran- 
co’s Spain he says, “There are cer- 
tain commodities in Spain which 
are needed in our war effort. We 
do not share the social and political 
philosophy of the Spanish state, but 
the Spanish people and the Spanish 
economy are capable of helping 
us.” 

On the criticism of “failure to 
mediate in Indian affairs,” Welles 
says, “The future constitutional 
status of India is a tremendously 
complicated and delicate. problem. 
The United States Government is 
anxious to give full assistance to 
its solution, Wise men may differ 
as to the possibility of fighting the 
war and solving India’s historic 
problems at the same time. To 
make active intervention in the In- 
dian situation a test of liberalism, 
as some have done, is... beyond 
my comprehension.” 

“Our wartime foreign policy 
has,” Welles states,” “two purposes 
which override all others. 

“First we must do all we can 
to win absolute victory as quickly 
as possible, with the least possible 
loss of life. I believe that our 
North African policy saved the 
lives of many American boys, and 
of many North African soldiers and 
civilians. 

“Secondly, we must work to es- 
tablish a just and lasting peace. I 
believe that it is important in the 
interest of lasting peace that the 
French people should be free, un- 
der their own Republican laws, to 
choose their government after the 
Nazis have been driven out of 
France. Until that day, French 
forces will, I hope, fight side by 
side in harmony against the com- 
mon enemy. 

“These are our stated policies, 
and they are also the stated poli- 
cies of Gen, de Gaulle and Gen. 
Giraud.” 


Interpreting the War News 


CLIMAX NEARING IN 


BATTLE OF TUNISIA

HE Tifnisian campaign swept 
T repiaiy last week toward its 

thunderous climax, overshadow- 
ing all other phases of the war. 
Gen. Bernard L. Montgomery’s 
pursuit of Marshal Erwin Rom- 
mel, probably the longest in mill- 
tary history, neared its end. So 
did the whole African phase of 
the war. The enemy was cleared 
from all southern Tunisia and ap- 
parently was fleeing from the cen- 
tral bulge as rapidly as his motors 
would carry him. 

All surface indications were that 
the Casablanca master plan for 
carrying the war to Europe was 
proceeding on schedule. Adolf Hit- 
ler and his satellites concentrated 
on final preparations for meeting 
this assault. Axis propaganda pre- 
pared its people for disaster in 
Tunisia, indicating that Rommel 
and his men were being written 
off the war ledger. 

Only in the Pacific-Asiatic the 
ater was the enemy, by liberal 
exaggeration and falsification, able 
to claim any measure of success. 
It was noteworthy that Berlin and 
Rome, as well as Tokyo, trumpeted 
the Japanese tale of gains against 
the British in Burma and destruc- 
tion of Allied planes and ships in 
the Solomons. Obviously these 
distorted accounts were welcomed 
as an offset to the black news 
from the European-African fronts. 

The fighting tn the Pacific dem- 
onstrated anew two significant 
facts: the Japanese are determined 
to keep the initiative and ready 
to spend men, planes and ships 
freely to that end; the Americans 
have such tremendous superiority 
in the quality of planes and pilots 
that this Japanese determination 
may hasten greatly the attrition 
that eventually will lay Japan open 
for the death blow. 


Week in Tunisia. 

The week’s opening found Rom- 
mel strongly entrenched along the 
El Akarit gully 15 miles north of 
Gabes to which he had withdrawn 
when thrown out of the Mareth 
line. But Tuesday morning Mont- 
gomery threw his New Zealanders, 
Highlanders, North - of - England 
men and Gurkhas into a smashing 
attack that sent the Germans 
again into a retreat which became 
more hasty and disordered each 
day. 

Friday the Eighth Army swept 
into Mahares and Saturday morn- 
ing plunged on through Sfax, Tu- 
nisia’s second city and chief Axis 
port of the south, advancing at the 
rate of 40 miles a day. Rommel’s 
retreat became almost a rout, al- 
though it appeared to conform to 
a plan to abandon all Central Tu- 
nisia as quickly as possible in 
order to reach a defensible posi- 
tion in the north. Allied air re- 
connaissance reported signs that 
this would be the high ground near 
Enfidaville, only 50 miles below 
Tunis. 

The British were quick to give 
credit to the American divisions of 
Lieut. Gen. George S. Patton Jr., 
for their share in the victory. The 
unrelenting American pressure Om 
the western flank had engaged so 
large a proportion of the enemy 
armor as to greatly facilitate 
Montgomery’s break through. At 
the week’s end a combined Ameri- 
can, British and French force was 
driving heavily toward Kairouan 
and Sousse. A break through 
there might cut Rommel off from 
his juncture with Gen. Jurgen von 
Arnim around Tunis; German com- 
ment showed this was feared. The 
attack obviously was a major fac- 
tor in speeding Rommel’s flight. 

A high point of the week was 
the meeting of the Eighth Army 
and Patton's Americans after the 
El Akarit success, completing the 
Allied sweep from opposite sides 
of the African continent. Gen. 
Harold Alexander, the Allied com- 


mander of ground forces, pointed 
out the strategical significance of 
this: Now the Eighth Army can 
be supplied from the west instead 
of by the 10,000-mile route around 
Africa. This was the first of many 
changes of tremendous importance 
in the United Nations strategical 
situation which success in this 
theater will bring about. 

Thig week may see the Tunisian 
war in its final phase, the siege of 
the Tunis-Bizerte area, where the 
last stand of the Axis must be 
made on or near the battlefields of 
21 centuries ago on which Car- 
thage, another power that bid for 
world domination, was destroyed. 
After that phase we shall see 
whether there can be an Axis 
Dunkerque, whether there will be 
anything left to evacuate, whether 
Hitler cares to expend the ships 
and planes that would be required 
at this time when he must look 
to the defense of the continent it- 
self. If he does, the narrow waist 
of the Mediterranean probably will 
witness an air and sea battle sur- 
passing anything in history. 
Russian Front. 

The Russian war remained 
locked in its spring quagmires. 
The Germans kept prodding at the 
Donets line without success. The 
lull promised to continue for 
weeks before the onset which will 
disclose whether the summer of- 
fensive will be Russian or Ger- 
man. 

The Japanese gave proof of 
their concentration of new power 
in the South Pacific Wednesday 
when they sent 98 planes against 
American shipping off Guadal- 
canal. American fighters knocked 
34 planes out of the skies at a 
cost of seven of their own, but 
the Japanese got through enough 
to sink four Allied ships (most of 
them presumably American), in- 
cluding a destroyer. The Japanese 
claimed much larger Allied losses, 
making this the basis for boasts 
of victory. 

Word came that Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur was getting more 
planes for the fight for the islands 
above Australia.- His airmen con- 
tinued their pounding of Japan- 
ese bases all around the big arc, 
but the particular attention paid 
to New Guinea's southwest coast 
and the islands offshore indicated 
that the enemy was moving in 
force down this coast. Probably 
the enemy hopes to establish a 
springboard which might be as 
great a threat to Australia as 
Port Moresby would have been if 
MacArthur had not stopped the 
Japanese on its approaches last 
September. 


Burma Theater. 

In Burma, too, the enemy showed 
new strength. It was announced 
that a new commander in chief, 
Lieut. Gen. Masakazu Kawabe, for- 
mer chief of staff of the armies in 
China, had taken over there the 
task of keeping the Allies at a safe 
distance from China’s back door. 
Fresh divisions appeared on the 
front above Akyab, where the Brit- 
ish admitted they had had to aban- 
don the Mayu peninsula. The terri- 
tory lost was of little importance; 
the British insisted it would have 
been untenable anyway during the 
imminent monsoon season, But the 
fact remained that the Allies have 
yet to make a start on the recon- 
quest of the Idnd they must hold 
if effective aid is to reach China 
and that great country saved to 
become the base for the destruc- 
tion of the Japanese war machine. 

From the battle of the Atlantic 
came only the guarded word that 
it was raging in terrible ferocity, 
that our losses were rising but that 
remedial measures were being 
speeded. More than ever it was ap- 
parent that Hitler was staking on 
the submarine all his hopes of 
achieving a stalemate.

Czech Activity 
Against Nazis 


Rising Number of Exe- 
cutions Shows Un- 
derground __ Resist- 
ance Is Mounting.

BERNE, April 10. 

HE figures on death sentences, 
Tpuntishea by the official press 

service of the German People’s 
Court in Prague, reveal a striking 
increase in the activity of Czech 
underground organizations during 
recent months. 

Since the beginning of this year, 
at least 185 Czechs have been put 
to death by the Nazis, 120 of them 
for treasonable crimes against 
Germany and the puppet protec- 
torate administration. The _ re- 
maining 65 were found guilty of 
black-marketeering, unlawful pos- 
session of arms, and “common 
crimes committed while taking ad- 
vantage of war conditions.” 

Death sentences last month to- 
taled 55. Twenty-two of the vic- 
tims were found guilty of “ad- 
herence to illegal Czech resistance 
movements for which they had 
procured arms and explosives.” 
Others had committed the trea- 
sonable crime of “distributing 
pamphlets spreading Communist 
propaganda.” 

The extent of the black market 
in former Czecho-Slovakia is re- 
flected in the case of the official 
egg collector from Slovodka, who 
forfeited his life by keeping back 
18,000 eggs that he had collected. 

What is meant by “common 
crimes committed while taking 
advantage of war conditions” is 
revealed by the case of a Prague 
official who was executed for tak- 
ing money from shops in exchange 
for his assurance that he would 
prevent them from being closed 
down under the total mobilization 
measures, 


‘FEDERAL SYSTEM’ FOR SMALL 
NATIONS OF EUROPE URGED 


PHILADELHIA, April 10 (AP). 
~The smaller European nations 
among the United Nations are 
“rather alarmed regarding their 
future” because of the domination 
of the larger members, Oscar 
Halecki, director of the Polish In- 
stitute of Arts and Sciences in 
America, New York City, said to- 
day. 

In an address before the Amer- 
ican Academy of Political and So- 
cial Science, Halecki proposed that 
the position of Central European 
smaller countries be strengthened 
after the war by the establishment 
among them of a “federal system” 
of government. 

“The right of existence of the 
Latin American countries has 
never been as seriously questioned 
as the same right of the small 
European nations,” he said. “In 
general, the idea of an exclusive 
leadership of the great powers is 
hardly in agreement with demo- 
cratic principles and seems to be, 
to a large extent, an outcome of

FRENCH SEAMEN SAY CHIEF 
RESISTANCE TO U.S. INVASION | 
OF AFRICA WAS BY GESTAPO 


Most Men on Warships Reluctant to Fire 
on Americans — German-Trained Vichy 
Agents Aboard Many of Vessels Brought 
to This Country for Repairs.

RENCHMEN were reluctant to fire on the Americans when they 
landed at Oran and Casablanca, according to French sailors who 
were aboard their country’s warships at those North African 


ports last November and have come to England to fight under Gen. 


Charles de Gaulle. 

A group of these French seamen, 
in exclusive interviews, described 
to me the excitement of the Casa- 
blanca and Oran population when 
leaflets, dropped on North Africa, 
announced the imminent American 
landings. At Casablanca, a crowd 


‘|\swarmed over the German consu- 


late and tore the swastika to 
pieces, In Oran, the Germans 
made a quick getaway by plane, 
but a mob surrounded the Italian 
Armistice Commission and 
marched them through the streets 
until the American troops took 
charge. 

One sailor, who had been on a 
destroyer at Oran, said that only 
the battleship Jean Bart and one 
cruiser fired on the Americans. 
Eighty sailors on the Jean Bart 
had seen the leaflets and refused 


|to fight. They were disciplined. 


He heard an officer say that the 
French air force had to be locked‘ 
up as the personnel, being pro-De 
Gaulle, would not fight the Amer- 
icans. 


Resistance by Vichy Gestapo. 

The only real fighting at Oran 
was done by members of the Serv- 
ice d’Ordre Legionnaire—German- 
trained Vichy Gestapo. When 
warned of the Americans’ arrival, 
the S. O. L. burned its papers, de- 
stroying the list of its members, 
who are now at large in North 
Africa. These boys are convinced 
that the S. O. L. men are danger- 
ous enemies of the United States, 
Britain and France. 8, O. L. Arm- 
bands were removed before the 
Americans reached shore. 

A gunnery sailor at Casablanca 
said that two American ships 
passed within 300 yards of his ship 
and that if he had fired, they 
would have been sunk.” He didn’t 
fire, however, and no one tried to 
make him, 

An Alsatian sailor, who had been 
on the destroyer Fantasque, was 
told at Casablanca that his parents 
had been deported to Poland. He 
was sent to the German armistice 
commission for information. There 
he was told his excellent German 
made him eligible for German citi- 
zenship and if he would take a job 
on a German submarine his par- 
ents would be allowed to remain in 
Alsace. He refused. “I knew my 
parents would not have me fight 
for the Germans to save them,” he 
said. 


Experience in U. S. 

Most of the boys were indignant 
that 86 sailors from the Richelieu 
were held at Ellis Island unless 
they promised not to join the 
forces of C-n. De Gaulle. They 
said the ship would not be ready 
for some time and they would like 
to fight meantime. 

(Note: Twelve Richelieu sailors 
are being detained now at Ellis Is- 
land while proceedings are going 
on for their deportation. More 
seamen from the Richelieu and 
other French vessels in American 
ports have made their way via 
Canada to England, and De Gaulle. 
—Ed.) 


French sailors from various 
French warships that went to 
American shipyards for repairs 
after service at French West and 
North African ports encountered 
great difficulty in joining the 
Fighting French movement in New 
York, according to four of them, 
At least 135 of these sailors have 
reached England since they quit 
their ships in American ports. 

The anti-Allied and pro-Vichy at- 
titude of the majority of the of- 
ficers on board one destroyer con- 
vinced young Jean, of Dunkerque, 
that his chances of fighting the 
Germans would be better with the 
Fighting French. Accordingly, he 
went straight to the De Gaulle 
headquarters on his arrival in New 
York. There he was told to return 
to his ship as Gen. Giraud was 
equally engaged in fighting the 
Germans. When he refused, he 
was told to go away and think it 
over. He was finally accepted when 
he said that he would join the 
United States or Canadian Navy if 
rejected. 

Vichy Gestapo on Ships. 

Three others told similar stories 
and all complained of the pro- 
Vichy attitude of their officers. A 
young quartermaster from Bor- 
deaux, who refused to fire on the 
American ships at Oran, said that 
the presence of the German-trained 
Vichy Gestapo on the ships which 
put into New York made it impos- 
sible for him or his friends to re 
main on those ships. 

I spent two hours with some of 
the 135 sailors who have arrived 
here from New York to join the 
Fighting French. They are young, 
straightforward French boys 
whose only desire seems to be to 
fight the Germans. They are 
vague on matters of high policy 
and politically naive. 

Those from one destroyer do 
know that before the arrival in 
New York, their commanding of- 
ficer called them together and 
said: “You'll be well- received in 
New York, but don’t ever forget 
that the Americans attacked us.” 


Jailed Over Roosevelt Photos. 

Wandering about New York 
City, according to two of them, 
is a petty officer who is really a 
Vichy Gestapo man. He had eight 
men thrown In the ship’s brig be- 
cause they had pictures of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Prime Minister 
Churchill in their ship’s post. 

They were indignant when told 
that it was being said that they 
have shifted to de Gaulle because 
of more money. 

“We got $100 a month in the 
Giraud Navy. Now we get six 
pounds ($24), though we haven't 
yet been paid. The de Gaulle head- 
quarters in New York gave us 
$2.27 daily for living expenses 
while there,” a youthful Norman 
said, 

“I don’t know about the United 
States Government’s policy, but I 
do know that people in New York 
seemed to like those of us with the 
Cross of Lorraine better than the 


others.”

Disposal of Factories, 
Shipyards, Plane Plants 
Worth 10 Billion Being 
Studied. 


By GEORGE CULLEN 

WASHINGTON, April 10 (AP).— 
When peace comes, what's going 
to happen to the 10-billion-dollar 
industrial empire the Government 
built for war? 

That question is getting close at- 
tention from administration post- 
war planners, and from business 
men whose interests may be af- 
fected. 

Through the defense plant cor- 
poration, the Federal Government 
has financed construction or ex- 
pansion of nearly 1500 factories, 
shipyards, airplane and aluminum 
plants and other war facilities and, 
for the most part, leased them to 
private industry for the duration. 
As a result, after the war, the Gov- 
ernment will be master of the 
greatest industrial empire in the 
world. 

Secretary of Commerce Jesse 
Jones gave some idea of its magni- 
tude the other day when he re- 
ported that the Federal investment 
in aircraft and aircraft accessory 
plants alone includes 395 factories 
with a combined area equivalent 
to 700 city blocks. 

Disposal a Major Problem. . 

How to dispose of this “arsenal 
of democracy” with the least shock 
to the nation’s economic system, 
what facilities to retain for future 
emergencies—these top the prob- 
lems. 

An attempt to meet the problem 
in part has been made in contracts 
which the defense plant corpora- 
tion has signed with manufactur- 
ers who operate the war plants. 
Most of these contracts give the 
operator an option to purchase the 
plant at cost less depreciation after 
the war. There is no way of know- 
ing how many manufacturefs will 
exercise that option. 

In addition, some officials anti- 
cipate that the Government will 
want to keep certain of the plants 
in operation on its own account to 
meet military commitments; it may 
desire to keep others intact on a 
stand-by basis, ready to throw into 
production in the event of another 
military emergency. 

The National Resources Planning 
Board suggested, in its report to 
President Roosevelt, that consid- 
eration be given in postwar plan- 
ning to Government participation 
in the direction “of those indus- 
tries of crucial importance in both 
a wartime and a peacetime econ- 
omy in which the Government has 
made great investments.” 

In this category the board listed 
aluminum, magnesium, shipbuild- 
ing and aircraft, and said the Gov- 
ernment should participate in the 
decisions as to what areas and 
what concerns should continue to 
operate. 

The board also suggested that 
the Government retain selected 
plants in operation to provide “a 
more desirable regional distribu- 
tion of manufacturing from the 
standpoint of national defense and 
local diversification.” 

On the other hand, some of 
those concerned with postwar plan- 
ninng ticipate a public clamor, 
once the guns have ceased firing, 
for the Government to get rid of 
the plants at any price. Failure 
to heed such a clamor, say some, 
would be called “socialistic.” 

Said one official concerned with 
the problem: 

“The Government will be accused 
on the one hand of hanging a 
Damocles sword over private in- 
vestment every day it keeps these 
facilties out of private hands, and 
on the other of depriving starving 
workers of employment and the es- 
sentials of life by not releasing 
these facilities for productive use 
at a cost which would bring their 
products within the recall of all.” 

Such pressures from the public, 
he predicted, would augment pres- 
sure from individual companies for 
sales at a level lower than the 
“cost less depreciation” formula. 
Some concede that “carefully cal- 
culated adjustments downward” in 
price would be desirable in many 
cases, but they cautioned against 
selling at distress prices. By such 
procedure, one official said, the 
Government would in effect be giv- 
ing subsidies to a selected group of 
producers fortunate enough to ac- 
quire the plants at “cut rate” 
prices. 

“The immediate effect,” he said, 
“is likely to be considerable dis- 
ruption of usual competitive rela- 
tionships, insofar’ as they exist, in- 
cluding substantial social losses.” 

Leasing Plants Suggested. 

Some officials have suggested 
that a financing device, similar to 
that now used by the Defense Plant 
Corporation, be established in the 
postwar era so that the Govern- 
ment, if it did not desire to sell a 
plant, could make it available for 
production on a long or short term 
lease, or by private operation for 
the Government on a management 
fee basis. 

Should the Government find it- 
self after the war with a substan- 
tial volume of manufacturing facil- 
ities on its hands with no buyers 
and no possible value for future 
emergencies, there are some post- 
war planners who believe “careful 
consideration” should be given to 
their sale abroad for reconstruc- 
tion of war-destroyed industries or 
as a stimulus to the economic de- 
velopment of backward countries. 

One official, who voiced this sug- 
gestion, added, however: 

“It is hardly necessary to ob- 
serve the opposition such a pro- 
posal is sure to meet, regardless of 
the prices set on the facilities, but 
it may be worth fighting for in a 
mumber of cases.”

right of his host. Willkie found 
him an earthy realist, a crue] man 
perhaps, but a very able one with 
few illusions. In contrast to his 
character, he dresses in light pastel 
shades, according to Willkie. His 
familiar tunic is of finely woven 
material in a soft green or a deli- 
cate pink with the trousers a light 
tannish yellow or blue. 

“In Moscow, I had two long talks 
with Joseph Stalin,” Willkie writes. 
“Much of what was said I am not 
at liberty to report. But about 
the man himself there is no reason 
to be cautious. He is one of the 
significant men of his generation. 

“At his invitation I called on 
him one evening at 7:30. He ap- 
parently has most of his confer- 
ences at night. His office was a 
fair-sized room about 18 by 35 
feet. On its walls hung pictures 
of Marx and Engels and Lenin, 
and profiles of Lenin and Stalin 
together, the same pictures that 
you see in practically every 
schoolhouse, public building, fac- 
tory, hotel, hospital and home in 
Russia. Often you find in addi- 
tion a picture of Molotov. In an 
anteroom visible from the office 
was a huge globe some 10 feet 
in diameter. 


“A few days later I spent some 
five hours sitting next to Stalin, 
through the numerous courses of 
a state dinner which he gave for 
me; later while we all drank cof- 
fee at little tables in another 
room, and finally through a pri- 
vate showing of a motion picture 
of the siege and defense of Mos- 
cow. 


Toast to the Interpreters. 
‘It was at this dinner, inci- 
dentally, that we toasted the in- 
terpreters. We had toasted our 
respective countries and leaders; 
we had toasted the Russian people 
and the American people and our 
hopes fof future collaboration; 
we had toasted each other. Fin- 
ally it occurred to me that the 
only people really working at that 
dinner were the interpreters who 
were kept bobbing up and down 
to translate. So I proposed a toast 
to them. Later I said to Mr. 
Stalin, ‘I hope-I didn’t step out of 
line in suggesting that we toast 
the interpreters. And he replied, 
‘Not at all, Mr. Willkie, we are a 
democratic country.’ 
“Stalin. I should judge, is about 
five feet four or five, and gives 
the appearance of slight stocki- 
ness. I was surprised to find how 
short he is; but his head, his 
mustache, and his eyes are big. 
His face, in repose, is a hard face, 
and he looked tired in September 
—not sick, as is so often reported, 
but desperately tired. He had a 
right to be. He talks quietly, and 
at times with a simple, moving 
eloquence. When he described to 
me Russia’s desperate situation 
as to fuel, transportation, military 
equipment and man power, he was 
genuinely dramatic. 
“He has, I would say, a hard, 
tenacious, driving mind. He asked 
searching questions, each of them 
loaded like a revolver, each of 
them designed to cut through to 
what he believed to be the heart 
of the matter that interested him. 
He pushes aside pleasantries and 
compliments and is impatient of 
generalities, 

Stalin Explains Staiingrad. 

“When he asked me about my 
trips through various factories, he 
wanted detailed reports, depart- 
ment by department, not general 
judgments ag to their operating 
methods and efficiency. When I 
asked him about Stalingrad, he de- 
veloped for me logically not alone 
its geographical and military im- 
portance, but the moral effect on 
Russia, Germany, and particularly 
the Middle East, of the successful 
or unsuccessful defense. He made 
no predictions as to Russia's 
ability to hold it and he was quite 
definite in his assertion that 
neither love of homeland nor pure 
bravery could save it. Battles were 
won or lost primarily by numbers, 
skill and materiel. 


“He told me again and again 
that his propaganda was deliber- 
ately designed to make his people 
hate the Nazis, but it was obvious 
that he himself had a certain bit- 
ter admiration for the efficiency 
by which Hitler had transplanted 
to Germany as much as 94 per 
cent wf the working population 
from some of the conquered Rus- 
sian territory, and he respected the 
completely professional training of 
the Germany Army, particularly 
its officers. He discounted, just as 
Winston Churchill did to me two 
years before in England, the no- 
tion that Hitler was but a tool in 
the hands of abler men. He did 
not think we should count upon an 
early internal collapse in Germany. 
He said that the way to defeat 
Germany was to destroy its army. 
And he believed that one of the 
most effective methods of destroy- 
ing faith in Hitler’s invincibility 
throughout Europe was in continu- 
ous air-raid bombings of German 
cities’ and of German-held docks 
and factories in the conquered 
countries. ... 


Admiration for America. 


“Hig admiration for the effec- 
tiveness of American production 
methods would more than satisfy 
the National Association of Manu- 
facturers, but he doeg not under- 
stand the indirections and some of 
the restraints of the democratic 
methods of waging war.

Stalin’s simplicity sets 
the tone of official society. As he 
was leaving after their first talk, 
Willkie thanked the Soviet leader 
for having given him so much 
time. Stalin replied: 

“Mr. Willkie, you know I grew 
up a Georgian peasant. I am un- 
schooled in pretty talk. All I can 
say is I like you very much.” 


“Fear of Russia Is Weakness.” 


“Many among the democracies,” 
the author concludes, “fear and 
mistrust Soviet Russia. They 
dread the inroads of an economic 
order that would be destructive of 
their own. Such fear is weakness. 
Russia is neither going to eat us 
nor seduce us. That is—and this 
ig something for us to think about 
—that is, unless our democratic 
institutions and our free economy 
become so frail through abuse and 
failure in practice as to make us 
soft and vulnerable. The best an- 
swer to Communism is a living, 
vibrant, fearless democracy—eco- 
nomic, social and political. All we 
need to do is to stand up and per- 
form according to our professed 
ideals. Then those ideals will be 
safe.” 

In China Willkie needed no in- 
troduction. He had long cham- 
pioned the Chinese cause and his 
book inveighs against a “first 
class war” in the Atlantic and a 
“second class war” in the Pacific. 
He felt that Generalissimo and 
Madame Chiang Kai-shek were old 
friends even though he had never 
met them before. Madame Chiang 
acted as interpreter in the long 
conversations the three held. Will- 
kie writes that his was the first 
suggestion that she come to Amer- 
ica on a goodwill visit. He told 
her such a visit would be an over- 
whelming success. 


What China Needs. 


But China, Willkie concluded, 
needs an offensive, with the aid 
of American material, and not 
symbols of goodwill: 

“. . . It would give new confi- 
dence to the Chinese armies, and 
it would give heart to the Chinese 
people. I came home from China 
convinced that we must avoid at 
all costs giving the Chinese the 
idea that we are going to disre- 
gard them for another year and 
concentrate our fighting in other 
theaters of war. Regardless of 
what this might do to Chinese re- 
sistance, it would complicate a 
morale problem already made dan- 
gerous by inflation, and it would 
imperil all our chances of a solid 
basis of understanding with China 
on which to build the peace and 
the postwar world. 

“I can write no account of China 
without setting down my own con- 
clusion that the Generalissimo, 
both as a man and as a leader, is 
bigger even than his legendary 
reputation. He is a_ strangely 
quiet, soft-spoken man. When he 
is not in military uniform, he 
wears Chinese dress, and this ac- 
centuates the impression he makes 
of a scholar — almost a clerical 
scholar—rather than a political 
leader. He is obviously a trained 
listener, used to the task of pick- 
ing other men’s brains. He nods 
his head when he agrees with you, 
with continuous soft little ya-ya’s; 
it is a subtle form of compliment, 
and one that disarms the man he 
is talking to, and wins him in 
some degree to Chiang’s side. 

Impressions of Generalissimo. 

“The Generalissimo is reported 
to spend a part of every day in 
praying and Bible reading. He 
has acquired from this, or from 


some childhood influence, a re- 


flective manner, a quiet poise, and 
an occasional appearance of think- 
ing .out loud. He is undoubtedly 
sincere and his dignity and per- 
sonal imperturbability have some- 
thing almost severe in quality, 

“The Generalissimo himself pre- 
sided at a dinner at the National 
Military Council, a great hall in 
the middle of Chungking which 
had been bombed the year before 
but was already rebuilt. This was 
the most appealing public dinner 
[ attended around the world. For 
it was conducted with the simplic- 
ity which one likes to believe ex- 
ists in high places in these years 
of necessary sacrifice. The enter- 
tainment provided was by musi- 
cians playing on instruments of 
ancient China, many of them one- 
stringed, and all crude in appear- 
ance and construction. But the 
songs were old Chinese folk songs 
and the melodies soft.” 

What Willkie says in conclusion 
is that the nations fighting on the 
side of democracy must really 
unite in the conduct of the war. 
If they do not, he warns, they will 
never be able to unite on the aims 
of the peace. 


Common Council Needed. 


“What we need is a council to- 
day of the United Nations—a com- 
mon council in which all plan to- 
gether, not a council of a few, who 
direct or merely aid others, as 
they think wise. We must have 
a council of grand military strat- 
egy on which all nations that are 
bearing the brunt of the fighting 
are represented. Perhaps we might 
even learn something from the 
Chinese, who with so little have 
fought so well, so long. Or from 
the Russians who have recently 
seemed to know something about 
the art of war.” 


Flying over the roof of the world, 
from Siberia down across Alaska, 
Willkie arrived in Minneapolis 49 
days after the takeoff from Wash- 
ington. The actual flying time was 
only 160 hours. The big bomber 
called Gulliver and the big rumpled 
American who was its chief pas- 
senger had both made history. 


OVERPRODUCTION 
10 MAKE 690,000 
IDLE, MURRAY SAYS 


CIO Head Asserts U. S. 
War Materials Output 
Is ‘Far More’ Than Al- 


lies Can Use. 


WASHINGTON, April 10 (AP). 
—President Philip Murray of the 
Congress of Industrial Organiza- 
tions asserted today that more 
than 650,000 American war work- 
ers would be out of jobs within 
the next few months due to curtail- 
ments in war production, 

“It is astonishing to know that 
this nation in its desire to expedite 
the production of war materials 
has produced far more than the 
United Nations can use,’ Murray 
told a conference of the Institute 
of Women’s Professional Relations. 

Fowler Harper, deputy chairman’ 


of the War Manpower Commission, 
was asked at the conference to 
comment on Murray’s prediction. 
He said he had not heard about 
the 650,000 and could use 650,000 
workers if he could find them. 

Murray said a tank factory em- 
ploying 9000 persons had closed 
down, asserted munitions manu- 
facture and steel manufacture 
were tapering off and added he 
had been informed that 25,000 air- 
craft workers were going to be 
laid off. 

“There is a serious possibility 
that at least 10 million workers 
will lose their jobs within three 
months after hositilities cease,” 
Murray added. ‘‘Peace may come 
with unexpected suddenness, as in 
1918. We cannot afford to be 
caught unawares by so desirable 
a conclusion to the war effort.” 

Murray said the United States 
has produced six times more bombs 
than the United Nations can put 
in present planes. 

“Why the cry of absenteeism 
when all of the facts indicate 
American wage earners have in- 
creased their efficiency to a greater 
degree than workers of any other 
country:” he asked. 

Boris Shishkin of the American 
Federation of Labor told the con- 
ference, “Our foremost problem 
or war production this year is not 
where to find man power to do 
war work, but how to put man 
power we have to the most effec- 
tive use.” 

Shishkin said that in the first 
year of war six American workers 
were killed on the job for every 
soldier killed in action in our 
armed forces. 


9-HOUR DAY AT AIRCRAFT PLANT 


BUFFALO, Aprib 10 (AP).—Bell 
Aircraft Corporation announced 
today all employes in manufactur- 
ing departments of its Niagara 
Falls assembly plant would work 
nine hours a day, six days a week, 
beginning Monday. 

A reason for adopting the 54- 
hour work week, the company 
said, was that “most assembly op- 
erations are performed on a team 
basis and can be carried on more 
effectively and smoothly if all 
members of the team are on the 
job all the time.”

|/bankers, politicians and the press 


AIV, we shall arrive at similar 
conclusions, The misery of the peo- 
ple and the degradation of the 
country followed the decline of the 
national intellect; while this last 
was, in its turn, the result of the 
protective spirit—that mischievous 
spirit which weakens whatever it 
touches.” 

The nature of government is 
such that it, itself, is incapable of 
producing anything. As govern- 
ment can have no imagination, it 
shrinks from risk of any kind and 
seeks refuge in public works, 
whether they be pyramids, lime- 
stone post offices or Jefferson me- 
morials. Public works, by their 
very nature, cannot be consumed 
by individuals; hence they never 
add to living standards or free men 
from want. 

Only Individuals Can Do It. 

Individuals alone are capable of 
invention and production. Individ- 
ual works either because it is in 
their self-interest to do so or be- 
cause they are compelled to do so. 

The former is the way of free- 
dom; the latter that of totalitarian- 
ism. America’s Constitution guar- 
antees men’s rights; Russia’s de- 
clares their duties, 


The ideology conflicting with 
central economic planning—the one 
generally held by business men— 
has the same human goals as plan- 
ning and, I venture, much of the 
same wistful yearning. None of 
the schemes to aid either employes 
or the underprivileged is new. All 
have been pioneered by business or 
private institutions, for which busi- 
ness men and other individuals put 
up their own money. 

It is in methods of achieving the 
goals that differences lie. This 
ideology—that of individualism— 
is based not on idealism but 
realism—not on pessimism but op- 
timism. It is not founded on 
theory; it has a history of ac- 
complishment. It abhors the with- 
ering hands of political bureau- 
cracy. It has faith in the ingenu- 
ity, enterprise and self-reliance of 
the individual to bring a better 
world into reality if there is no 
damper on ambition or ceiling on 
opportunity. In substantiation, it 
points not only to interpreters of 
history, such as Buckle, but to the 
miraculous contributions to na- 
tional defense made by individual- 
istic American industry, accom- 
plishments which are in such sharp 
contrast to the fumbling of the 
war’s administration by political 
bureaucracies, 

“Of Course Business Has Faults.” 

Of course business has faults. 
It is composed of human beings; 
naturally it contains the virtues 
and fallibilities common to the 
species. Society must protect itself 
from the abuses of business ele- 
ments which, through greed or 
ruthless ambition, transgress pub- 
lic interest. But all groups—labor, 


—have outlaws. Public interest 
needs protection against them, too. 
We should prevent what Jefferson 
called our “canabalistic appetites” 
from feeding on one another. 

For more than 10 years, how- 
ever, business has been subject to 
vilification and misinterpretation 
by a group infested with a para- 
noia that business has a monopoly 
of chicanery and greed, and the 
faults of business have formed an 
endless parade before public view. 
But the remedies have not mere- 
ly regulated business and outlawed 
abuses; they have smothered initia- 
tive, shackled expansion and hin- 
dered investment that would create 
employment. 

Nevertheless, out of the purge 
has evolved a business community 
with a greater social conscious- 
ness. Labor unions, for instance, 
are now generally regarded as a 
fixed part of the industrial system. 
After they have matured, and, if 
regulated reasonably in their own 
as well as public interest, they can 
become real partners to enrich the 
experience and resources of man- 
agement. This is as it should be, 
because labor and _ stockholders 
have more in common interest 
than any other groups. Unless 
there are profits there can be no 
dividends or wages; if enterprise 
fails, both investment and jobs 
vanish. If our nation goes total- 
itarian, both groups will lose their 
freedom and start saluting, count- 
ing off by fours and marching to 
orders. 


Social Security Not an Issue. 


Neither is Social Security for the 
industrial worker an issue.’ I, for 
one, should like to see the present 
scheme enlarged to provide means 
for an adequate standard of living 
whenever a worker who is willing 
and anxious to work is idle due to 
causes beyond his control. This 
could be accomplished over a 
period of time, without raising 
pricesy by a gradually increasing 
excise tax, capturing, at the 
source, part of the savings of fu- 
ture technological progress. The 
proceeds could be used not only to 
defray the cost of an enlarged pro- 
gram but to pay more adequate 
pensions than are provided by the 
current law, Many companies, in- 
cluding my own, now find it desir- 
able to supplement Social Security 
pensions. eke 


But higher living standards for 
all can be attained only by the 
production of more necessaries and 
more luxuries for division by all 
the people. The inertia of domi- 
neering bureaucracies retards pro- 
duction. Public works programs 
will not contribute one sack of 
wheat to this pool of consumable 
things. 

A dynamic living standard re- 
quires the constant flow of new 
things—servine an old purpose bet- 


ter, ‘~ longer and fulfilling 
some new want—into the common 
pool, This means a constant 
stream of ..ew capital flowing into 
investment, which in turn requires 
that bu’ ; risks again be made 
worth while. 


Tremendous Wants. 


Never have thg wants of nations 
been as great as they will be when 
this war ends. An exhausted Eu- 
rope will need vast amounts of 
goods. Here everything from stoves 
to tires is being used up witheut 
replacement. House construction 
has been relatively dormant for 
over 20 years, but our population 
has grown. We haven’t heard the 
rattle of a pneumatic hammer on 
a steel skeleton downtown for so 
many years we have almost for- 
gotten its sound. Vhen the war is 
over, farmers will have paid off 
mortgages, workers their time 
loans, and billions will have been 
saved in the form of war bonds. 

Never will our people have been 
so able to buy what they want. 


As ten times as much industrial 
research is going on as in the last 
war, the results will be ready for 
application. New industries will 
be ready to bloom. Indeed, it will 
be possible to enjoy an endless 
succession of new contributions, 
surpassing the most sanguine pre- 
dictions, to the health, comfort 
and happiness of living. 

Expanding Horizons. 

Industries based on the appll- 
cation of science are in their in- 
fancy. Undreamed-of comforts 
and aids to health are possible. 
Radio-vision can be in full color, 
in three dimensions; kitchens; 
vacuum sweepers and furnaces 
can be made as obsolete as bed 
warmers; a helicopter or plane 
can be in every garage; and week 
ends in Mexico or Europe can be 
made realities, if America’s in- 
ventive and productive genius is 
allowed to put its mind to the job, 
under just regulations, but free of 
noncomprehending bureaucratic 
meddling and control. And there 
must be adequate incentive toe 
both individuals and capital, 


The moment the guns cease 
firing, I believe that, if these in- 
centives are restored, the chemi- 
cal industry alone is ready to ine 
vest several hundred million dol- 
lars a year in facilities that will 
take the first stride up this road 
to a_better world. There can be 
full, ployment for all again, 
working not for masters but as 
free men working for themselves, 
if we learn from history that what 
we are fighting for in both wars 
is freedom of the mind and spirit 
and the freedom to enterprise that 
are our heritage.

East St. Louis 
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Oregon Tenth State to Adopt Law 
Of Community Property, Hoping to 
Save Citizens 9 Million in U. S. Tax 


Motivated Also by Fact Neighboring Wash- 
ington and California Had Statute, At- 
tracted Away Wealthy Residents. 


By HERBERT LUNDY

PORTLAND, Ore., April 10. — 
Oregon will become the _ tenth 
State to adopt the community 
property law when a bill passed by 
the 1943 Legislature goes into ef- 
fect June 9. The wealthier resi- 
dents of Oregon who pay high 
Federal income taxes may save ap- 
proximately nine million dollars 
annually. 

The Legislature had two primary 
thoughts in passing the bill intro- 
duced by Senator Lew Wallace of 
Portland, who took the Oklahoma 
law as his model. 

The first was to do away with 
an Oregon barrier to residence of 
wealthy persons, in competition 
with neighboring states of Cali- 
fornia, Washington and Idaho, all 
of which have the community 
property system. 

The second was to save money 
for Oregon’s Federal taxpayers, 
although this was played down by 
proponents of the bill because of 
the obvious need of the Federal

Government for all the money it 
can get to fight the war. 
Residents Moved. 

Impetus for passage of the bill 
came from the fact that many 
high-salaried residents or potential 
residents of Portland, including 
Edgar F. Kaiser, son of Henry J. 
Kaiser and general manager of 
the three Kaiser shipyards in the 
Portland area, had moved from 
Portland or had originally estab- 
lished residence across the Colum- 
bia River in Vancouver, Wash. 

The Oregon community property 
law is elective, not compulsory. 
Any husband and wife who can 
save in Federal or State income 
tax payments by filing separate re- 
turns, after paying a $25 charge 
to the Secretary of. State’s office, 
may elect to come under provi- 
sions of the act. 

The community property law, in 
brief, sets forth that the income 
earned by a man is divided equally 
with his wife, and that all family 
income and property is the joint 
property of man and wife. 

It permits a man and his wife 
to divide the family income 
equally for the purpose of filing 


| separate State and Federal income 


tax returns, the advantage being 
that two equal returns have 
greater exemptions, and are in 
lower brackets of the ascending 
surtax scale, than one joint re- 
turn. 

A rough calculation is that a 
family of two in the $6000 income 
bracket would save $118 in Federal 
and Oregon income taxes if the 
two elected to come under the 
property act. 

Two-State Comparison.

munity property plan could easily 
become a refuge for debtors seek- 
ing to escape their obligations, 
May Be Only Temporary. 

The Oregon Legislature realized 
that the community property sys- 
tem probably will be only a tem- 
porary haven for taxpayers, 

All efforts in Congress to wipe 
out the differential among states 
in the matter of separate vs. joint 
returns have failed so far, but it 
is conceded that the Government 
will not continue to “take the rap” 
if this method of tax reduction 
spreads much farther. 

The Oklahoma community prop- 
erty law has been upheld by the 
United States Court of Tax Ap- 
peals, but the United States Su- 
preme Court has not yet ruled on 
the case. 

If the law ig upheld, other states 
are expected to adopt the plan. 
This would wipe out the advan- 
tage of states which now have the 
law. It probably would speed 
Congressional action to equalize 
the income tax structure among 
the states, in addition, 

The Oregon law provides that 
acquisitions of property may be 
brought under the community 
property law by filing a legal in- 
strument with the Secretary of 
State, accompanied by a $25 fee. 
A provision is made under which 
a husband and wife may divest 
themseves of the community prop- 
erty status, 

The law permits a pair to ar- 
range their affairs—if they have 
a good attorney—so that all their 
tangible property may remain in 
the common law status, but all 
income be declared community 
property. 

This will be of financial benefit 
to persons with large incomes 
from salary—which could be di- 
vided equally between husband 
and wife. 

Paper’s Position. 

The Oregonian, Portland news- 
paper, has advised taxpayers of 
the state editorially that “An in- 
vestment of $25, in the Oregon 
version (of the community prop- 
erty plan) for income tax saving 
purposes is somewhat of a gam- 
ble.” 

The editorial pointed out 
the Oregon law would go 
effect too late to apply to this 
year’s income tax payments. Be- 
fore tax savers can take advan- 
tage of it Congress may so amend

states will be removed>— 

The Treasury Department and 
the President have advocated com- 
pulsory joint returns, with con- 
cession to money actually earned 
by the wife. 

The Oregon Legislature pattern- 
ed its community property law 
after the Oklahoma statute be- 
cause that act contained the legal- 
ly upheld provisions of the orig- 
inal Texas law, because the Okla- 
homa act is optional, and because

Rich Young Man's 
Search for a Wife

CHICAGO, April 10. 


EALTHY young Richard M. Genius Jr. sought a wife who would 
W we him for himself alone and not for his fortune. His manner 

of searching for this dream girl was strictly honorable, but ex 
tremely unorthodox, according to documents on file in the Cook 
County Circuit Court, where he is suing 
to recover $99,875 from his former friend 
and business associate, Robert M. Hoff- 
man. 

Hoffman’s answer to the suit formally 
relates the story of Genius’ matrimonial 
quest which will be all over with the pub- 
lication of the story, because he never 
again will lack candidates—and may even 
have to become a hermit to avoid them. 

First of all, “the job of being Mrs. 
Genius,” as Hoffman’s filed answer calls it, 
was under certain rather limited specifica- ; & 
tions. Genius would have none but a blue- be : A ~ 
eyed girl, it is said, and preferably blonde. 2 |S 
She must, in addition, be fairly tall and RICHARD M. GENIUS JR. 


intelligent. 
This rather rigidly patterned soul-mate Genius hunted for in 


business offices, on ranches, aboard cruise ships, in smart hotels and 
at dancing schools, from the rock-bound coast of Maine to the sunny 
shores of California. 

To understand the quest—as yet futile—it is necessary to under 
stand the relationship between Genius and Hoffman, a matter which 
of itself takes some little thinking. 
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GENIUS IS the grandson of the late Charles H. Morse, a founder 
of the long-established. Fairbanks-Morse Co., manufacturer of house- 
hold appliances. Richard’s mother, Mrs. Elizabeth Morse Genius, .died 
in 1928, leaving three million dollars. His father, Dr. Richard Genius, 
died in 1941. 

Genius and his sister, Jeanette, who now lives in New York, thus 
inherited the income from a whopping estate, because they shared 
in their grandfather's will as well as their mother’s. Reports have 
indicated that their trust funds total seven million dollars, which would 
provide Richard with about $250,000 a year. | 

Genius, therefore, had no financial worries and considerable idle 
time. He sought outlets open only to those of wealth. For example, 
he made a world cruise aboard a Zeppelin in 1933. Then he took up 
flying, and today, holding a commercial license, he flies with the 
Civilian Air Patrol. 

Genius first encountered Hoffman in 1934, when Hoffman was 28 
and Genius 26. Their backgrounds were different, but their educations 
had been the same and they shared an interest in railroads, of the real 
and the miniature sort. It was this interest, brought out at a meet- 
ing in a Chicago club, that drew them together. 

They became friends. But Hoffman relateg in his answer, he could 
not keep up the social pace with his newly found companion. The 
latter, Hoffman went on to say, understood that and usually, if not 
always, paid dinner and entertainment bills, Once Genius defrayed 
part of Hoffman’s expenses for a trip to Europe. 

Several years ago Hoffman established a business called the 
Bergonize » which handled a wall-covering process. In 1939, 
Genius became a virtual partner and, Hoffman states, expected te 
use the company in his quest for a bride, 
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THE BUSINESS and personal relationship continued for three 
years, and suddenly crashed. Last Jan, 13, Genius, through his at- 
torney, Herbert de Young, son of the late Chief Justice Frederic de 
Young of the Illinois Supreme Court, filed a suit against Hoffman, 
demanding an accounting. 

Genius made the charge that over a period of years Hoffman 
had raised his personal checks from trifling to large sums or had 
liberally filled in signed blank checks. -He asserted that one check was 
raised from $15.05 to $6115.05, and others from $19 to $219, $86.60 to 
$486.60, $30 to $630, and $31 to $3031. 

All in all, Genius charged, Hoffman had acquired from him by 
one means or another, $99,875, and he wanted it back, or as much of 
it as he could get. 

He alleged that Hoffman even then had large amounts of his 
money in the bank, and he obtained an injunction tying up all 
Hoffman’s assets. 

“This is astounding!” was Hoffman’s first reaction on learning 
of the suit. He said the charges were completely false and, “if true, 
should be the subject of criminal and not civil action.” Hoffman pro- 
tested that he had done lots of confidential work for Genius and never 
believed Genius would “take a reprisal like this.” 

The confidential work, said Hoffman’s lawyer, Robert N. Golding, 
was actually that of “wet nurse to Genius.” For years, he added, 
Hoffman had been at the personal beck and call of Genius, 

Hoffman denied the check-raising charges and said he had filled 
in no blank checks. He contended some of the checks in question were 
gifts from Genius. These gifts, he said, were in the nature of ad- 
vances on a promised legacy of $150,000 which Genius had promised 
him to include in his will. This was to be in return for all the ,per- 
sonal services Hoffman rendered, to the neglect, said Hoffman, of his 
own business, 
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HOFFMAN SUGGESTED, he said, that since he did not expect to 
outlive Genius, it might be a good idea if he received some of the 
money now, with which Genius is said to have agreed. He then gave 
Hoffman, according to the answer, several substantial checks, includ- 
ing one for $3031 and another for $6115.05. 

Then Hoffman told of the wife quest, The bill stated that Genius 
had a bizarre plan to find the right girl, the one who would love 
him for himself, not knowing he was rich. This plan involved the 
opening of branch offices of the Bergonize Co. The purpose was 
two-fold—(1) To establish himself as a successful’ business man and 
overcome a galloping inferiority complex and (2) to find Mrs. Genius. 

He went to San Francisco first. That was in the fall of 1939. He 
opened a small office and advertised for a secretary. Some 15 or 20 
girls answered the ad. But, even if they had blue eyes, none of 
them appealed to the Midwesterner. He stayed three weeks, hired no 
one, and then headed for New York. 

There he opened an office on West Forty-second street and ad- 
vertised for a secretary. Girls of all types applied, and among them 
Genius found a prospect. 

Her name was Martha Good, a Bronxville girl of fine family and 
excellent cultural and educational background. She was blue-eyed 
of course.

“It must be properly covered so 
it will not get cold in the night. He 
makes more fuss over this teddy 
bear than a little child would over 
Aer doll. 

“Dr. Crane, do you think this is 
a wholesome condition for Freddie?” 


C ASE Y-187: Freddie M., aged 4, is an only child. “Sometime 
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DIAGNOSIS: Yes, indeed! It is 
very wholesome, but not as much go as if Freddie had a little 
brother or sister. The latter could talk back and criticise 
Freddie occasionally when he makes an error or fails to tell a 
story exactly as his mother or father originally told it to him. 

Please notice, however, that children are hungry for play- 
mates. They even want somebody to sleep in thir room with 
them. It is also an educational asset to let them have play- 
mates. Once you become a teacher of others, you learn far 
more than while you are simply a pupil. 
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Perhaps you may recall my reference in a former Case 
Record to our eminent psychologist of a generation ago, 
William James. His brother Henry was a famous novelist 
and there were other illustrious members of the family. 
One day William James was asked how he explained the 
fact that his family were so talented and eminent. 
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“OH, WE JUST whetted our wits on each other’s,” he re- 
plied. “There was always lively discussion around the dinner 
table. If one boy advanced an idea, he might be challenged by 
the others, so he was forced to think fast in order to defend his 
position.” 

The presence of other children-thus helps whet a youngster's 
wits.

Another handicap of an “only” child is the fact that it is 
also very difficult to implant sympathy and unselfishness 
unless you surround a youngster with other animate play- 
mates upon whom he can exercise those habits of sympathy 
and generosity, 
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@ YOU CAN NEVER learn to swim simply by reading a book. 
The latter may help speed up the acquisition of the swimming 
habits, but you must get into ‘the water and learn the actual 
actions at first hand. : 

So it is with sympathy and unselfishness, thoughtfulness for 
others and the sense of responsibility. 

If your child has no siblings, at least give him a dog or 
eat so that he can share the family spotlight with them, thus 
eliminating his tendency to be an excessive egotist. 

He can also feed and water his pets, thereby acquiring a 
sense of responsibility. Because he can also identify himself 
with them, you can more readily teach him to be kind. It’s 
difficult to put this idea across with reference to blocks of

HREE monthg ago when Clare 
T Boothe Luce took her seat in 

the House of Representatives 
ag Congresswoman from Connecti- 
cut’s Fourth District, she was a 
bit starry-eyed over the privilege 
of being placed in a spot where 
she could do something for her 
country. Today, a mere 12 weeks 
or so later, she is ready to admit 
that along with this great privi- 
lege she has also inherited what 
looks like a long lease on a bed 
of thorns.

—came when she failed to be on

Besides, there was 
nobody better in my district run- 
ning for Congress, so I did.” 

The first uncomfortable spike 
in Mrs. Luce’s political pallet was 
driven when, on the advice ‘of 
House Republican Leader Joe Mar- 
tin, she ducked the ladies of the 
press on her arrival in Washing- 
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ton. Later when, on more con- 
sidered advice, she held a press 
conference, the women reporters, 
or some of them, paid her back 
for the snub, They dwelt on the 
fact that here was a woman darn 
near forty wearing a hair-ribbon 
in her hair and tossed in, with 
somewhat snide overtones, the 
fact that Mrs. Luce would seek a 
place on the Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee, because “that’s what I 
know most about.” Foreign Af- 
fairs is what Mrs. Luce does know 
most about, but tying world af- 
fairs up in hair ribbons was a 
neat and telling writing blow, 
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HE hair-ribbon-no-hat business 
T soon popped up again to plague 

Mrs. Luce still further. She was 
photographed on the steps of Con- 
gress after the opening session 
wearing a scarf instead of a hat. 
In Danbury, Conn,, where hat 
making is a major industry, Mrs. 
Luce’s constituents boiled. There 
was'a small, but violent, write- 
your‘eongresswoman campaign. 
Mrs. Luce tried to explain that 
members were not allowed to wear 
hats in the House of Representa- 
tives, but the good people of Dan- 
bury weren't going to have their 
congresswoman setting any such 
Communist fashion and warned 


her that “going around wearing a 
bandanna around your head like 
a Russian Kulak is going to pro- 
mote the rise of Communism.” 
Mrs. Luce is now careful] not to 
be photographed in a bandanna. 


Hardly out of the battle of 
the bandanna, Clare girded her- 
self for her maiden speech be- 
fore a curious House, waiting to 
see how she would acquit herself. 
That maiden speech made, if not 
history, at least the front pages 
of most of the newspapers in 
this country and caused rapid 
repercussions. A new word was 
added to the vocabulary of war. 
Clare Luce had made her famous 
“globaloney” speech, advocating 
American domination of the air 
lanes after the peace, opposing 
Vice President Wallace’s freedom- 
of-the-air ideas. Clare immediately 
became the “Globaloney Girl” and 
while her “globaloney” cinched 
her reputation as a wit, the new 
word in the war's idiom is some- 
thing now, you gather, she wishes 
she'd never invented, 

Next Clare made the headlines 
by replying to a social invitation 
to the White House with an ac- 
ceptance embellished with her 
ideas—at length—of what was 
wrong on the home front. Presi- 
dential Secretary Stephen Early 


This. Week in St. Louis 


Gardens-- 


T. LOUIS gardeners are trying 
to eatch up on the planting 
dates that had to be postponed 
because of cold weather. Now it’s 
almost time for bush beans, sal- 
sify, parsnips and parsley to get 
started. 


There are many excellent vari- 
eties of green and yellow bush 
beans. If you haven't already got- 
ten your seed, try to get String- 
less Green Pod, Valentine or Full 
Measure. If not available, take 
the advice of a reliable seed store 
man for variety. Pencil Pod Black 
Wax, Brittle Wax and Sure Crop 
are highly recommended yellow 
bush beans, but they, too, are 
becoming scarce. 


Spacing the beans to give them 
room for full development is all- 
important for a good yield. Hight- 
een inches is none too much be- 
tween the rows, Or you can make 
a double row with 12 inches be- 
tween and 18 inches on the out- 
sides, I’m taking it for granted 
that you have thoroughly hoed 
and raked the ground and are 
ready to make the seed furrows, 
They should be three-fourths of 


S 


an inch deep, and the seeds spaced 


about four inches apart. As each 
row is planted, cover it over with 
soil and gently firm it with the 
flat of the hoe. Spaced as 1 have 
suggested, you can count on about 
one-half pound of seed for 60 feet 
of planting. 

No fertilizer needs to be added 
to the bean furrows, for the seed 
stores a good supply of plant food 
as well as the plant embryo inside 
its hard coating. However, if you 
can possibly get “nitragin” to in- 


oculate the seeds just before 
plant them, you'll find it well 
worth while, for two reagons: big- 
ger crops, and the bean plants will 
manufacture and store in the 
ground more of that most valuable 
of plant foods, nitrogen. 
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PICKING WILL begin about 50 
days after you plant the beans, and 
will continue for about three weeks, 
So figure that the bean rows can be 
planted with something else in the 
beginning of July and plan a suc- 
cessful planting of beans. some- 
where in your garden for around 
June 10 if you want a continuous 
crop. 

Parsnips and salsify—Some call 
the latter oyster plant, for it has 
something of that distinctive oyster 
flavor—are more important than 


you 


ever before in home gardens, They 
can be left in the ground in the 
garden rows throughout the win- 
ter, to be dug or pulled out when- 
ever you want a very high calory 
vegetable to complete a rather slim 
menu. 


Hollow Crown or Short ‘Thick 
are the best varieties of parsnips 
and Mammoth Sandwich Island 
the best salsify, 


When planting use your fork or 
spade to dig deeply and break up 
the ground thoroughly so that the 
roots will grow large and even in 
shape. Thorough hoeing and rak- 
ing are also important for the 
seeds are slow to germinate, After 
the row is well worked, try using 
the wood end of the hoe or rake 
to open the seed furrow. Just 
slide it along the ground lightly 
and you will have the one-half-inch 
deep furrow needed for parsnips or 
salsify. Use radishes as “mark- 
ers,” dropping the seeds in the 
row, One every three inches or so. 
Cover, and firm, as usual. 

Thinning is important so that 
the roots won't crowd, You'll 
probably have relished the rad- 
ishes before the long-term vege- 
tables are three inches high and 
need thinning. Pull out, of “thin” 
the plants so that they stand three 
inches apart. And just throw the 
others away—they won't. trans- 
plant successfully. 

In September the salsify and 
parsnips will be coming to your 
table. But remember to save some 
for winter. Leave them in the 
rows to dig out when the rest of 
your garden is blank.

replied to Clare’s letter, reminding 
her that the party was for both 
Republicans and Democrats and 
mentioned that the shindig would 
be a socia] and not a political af- 
fair. 


Since that episode, early last 
month, Clare Luce has been watch- 
ing her political P’s and Q’s. She 
realizes she’s had too much pub- 
licity, She realizes, too, that she’s 
rolling up too many names like 
the “Globaloney Girl,” the “Can- 
dor Kid” and the “Beautiful 
Brain,” 
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OR a month she managed to 
F ect by without a misstep—until 

the day of the House vote on 
the Ruml-Carlson bill. By proxy, 
Mrs. Luce offered her plan to can- 
cel 1942 tax liability on individual 
taxable income up to §25,000. The 
plan was shouted down. Sharp 
remarks on Mrs, Luce’s ability or 
lack of ability as a tax expert were 
passed, But the thing: that got 
many of her constituents was ‘the 
fact that she was absent. 


And to add to her political 
troubles, she has several on the 
personal side. When she came to 
Washington she brought a car and 
her chauffeur, but she used them 
only to go to Congress and back. 
She even taxied to dinners because 
she knew some busybody would 
like nothing better than to catch 
her wasting gasoline for pleasure 
purposes. 


“My chauffeur got tired of do- 
ing practically nothing, and left,” 
Mrs. Luce said with an inflection 
that hinted she knew just how he 
felt. “Now I hop rides.” 


Minor, but nonetheless irritat- 


ing, is another worry of what to 
do with a house guest who fails to 
bring her ration book. 


“T have a house guest from Call- 

fornia,” Mrs, Luce explained, “and 
while I now have a cook—at last 
—my guest forgot to bring her ra- 
tion book and so the cook can’t 
cook for her. We've either got to 
order the guest's meals from the 
restaurant and let the cook cook 
for the family, or else all eat out. 
It’s annoying.” 
*Mrs. Luce isn’t the type of per- 
gon to feel sorry for herself, but 
she doesn’t think many people— 
and particularly the press—under- 
stand her. Trying to explain her- 
self to one reporter, she said that 
she regards herself as a typical 
American woman, 


“I told him that my mother al- 
ways wanted so many things for 
me,” she said, “and that she used 
to say that she wanted me to be 
successful and famous and rich and 
happy. And then I asked him if he 
didn't think that typically Ameri- 
ean and the man laughed in my 
face.” 
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RS. LUCE didn’t do a very 
M good job of explaining herself 

to this reporter, either, But 
she did convert this reporter from 
a preconceived idea that the Con- 
gresswoman from Connecticut was 
a political prima-donna, 


“It’s like I told the man who 
laughed in my face,” she laughed. 
“Every story I read about myself 
sounds like I were one of those 
mechanical mice you wind up at 
Christmas time. Nobody seems to 
understand what makes me tick.” 


This reporter doesn’t understand 
what makes Mrs. Luce tick, and at 
such a terrific pace, either. But 
“the beautiful asp” as she has been 
called is easy to like, fascinating 
to talk to, and much more human 
than she has appeared in anything 
in print. 


Her capacity for work, Clare 
Luce attributes to the fact that 
she gets 21 more hours out of every 
week than the average woman or 
man, 

“I sleep only four or five hours a 
night,” she explains. “Other people 
sleep eight. Conservatively speak- 
ing, that gives me 21 more working 
hours a week than other people.” 

An hour before bedtime each 
night, Clare Luce spends reading, 
“but never anything that wasn’t 
written before the year 1800.” 

“I don’t want to go to sleep with 
my mind cluttered up with any of 
the temporary mosquito bites that 
have affected the universe since 
1800,” she explains. “I read a great 
deal of philosophy, too, but noth- 
ing new. Contemporary works 1! 
manage to read at odd moments, 
but that hour before sleep I re- 
serve for history and philosophy 
written before 1800.” 

During Clare Luce’s campaign 
for Congress she once remarked 
that Washington is unique among 
madhouses in that it is adminis- 
tered chiefly by the inmates. It’s 
cracks like this that have got her 
so much publicity—publicity that 
has finally reached the point of 
being embarrassing, But things, 
except for the spurt from Con- 
necticut caused by her being ab- 
sent the day of the vote on the 
Rum! plan, have begun to quiet 
down. For some time now Clare 
Luce has been the most discussed 
woman in America, not even ex- 
cepting Eleanor Roosevelt. She's 
been the most written-to woman, 
too. When she made her “glo- 
baloney” speech, her mail zoomed 
up to 800 letters a day; the bit 
of advice to the President on 


-what’s wrong with Congress and 


the home front, held the delivery 
at 450 per day; but now the mail 
has sort of tapered off to a mere 
200 every 24 hours. 

“And most’ of them,” says Mrs. 
Luce, “are complaints.” 

Mrs. Luce still hopes—she did 
secure a place for herself on the 
House Military Affairs Committee 
—to do something for her country. 
But the starry gleam in her eyes 
over the prospect is somewhat 
dulled. After all, you can’t be 
too bright eyed after three months 
of sleeping on a political bed of 
thorns.

W ecross the hips, thighs, 

waistline?” That’s a fre- 

quent question in my letters from 
readers. 

There are no standard figure 
measurements for a certain height 
and age. Obviously, a cut-and- 
dried chart wouldn't apply to all 
girls, for there are no “ideal” meas- 
urements. Even charts showing 
what you should weigh for a cer- 
tain age and height, can’t be taken 
too literally.

140 pounds and be “just right,” 
while: another girl of the same

Thus, measurements don’t mean 
a thing. You can tell well enough 
if your waist is too phimp or hips 
Don't 
let yourself get too fat—not so fat 
that your waistline develops fleshy 
rolls, or the abdomen becomes 
prominent. Keep your figure trim 
and graceful by exercise, and 
stand correctly to show it off to 
best advantage. 

If you fee] that you are too large 
and fleshy of a certain part, as 
the hips or thighs, then go in for 
high-kicking or knee-bending exer- 
clses, or outdoor activities such as 
swimming, walking or bicycling. 
Lose extra fat by eating green 
vegetables, fresh fruits, eggs, milk 
and meat, cutting out rich desserts 
and between-meal snacks.

For His Farm in Four Years.

PARKIN, Ark., April 10. 
IMMY McDERMOTT is work- 
ing at a service station. He 
isn’t too happy about it but he 

takes it as it comes with a grin. 
By rights he should be out on his 
farm in the Bee Tree community 
planting crops, and that is where 
he would rather be, but he is sub- 
ject to induction into the Army, 
So he has rented his farm and has 
taken a temporary job at the serv- 


ice station while he waits for his 
call. 


Jimmy McDermott is a shining 
example of » wrong way to solve 
the farm /roduction problem. He 
is a f@Mer who has the know 
how. He knows how to work hard 
and produce crops and save. He 
has proved that by paying in four 
years for 80 acres and a house 
and barn out of what he and his 
wife wrung from the soil. Obvious- 
ly he should be planting another 
year’s crops, for the country needs 
that kind of farmers, but the Army 
was calling for men. The local 
draft board tapped him on the 
shoulder and told him to get ready 
for a uniform. He said it was all 
right with him, if the Army needed 
men, but he would be much obliged 
if they would let him harvest his 
crops, so that the country could 
have them and so that he could 
finish paying for his farm. They 
gave him time for that and the 
Jimmy McDermotts were the first 
Farm Security Administrator bor- 
rowers in Arkansas, Louisiana and 
Mississippi to pay off their loan 
with their farm earnings. They 
were honored as such at a cere- 
mony when the cancelled notes 
were surrendered to him. Then 
Jimmy got ready to change over 
from a farmer to a fighter. 


Jimmy was born and raised on 
a farm out in Cherry Valley. 
There were nine children in the 
McDermott family. Jimmy worked 
in the fields with his father, get- 
ting his education that way, until 
he married 11 years ago. He is 
32 years old now. 


When he took a wife he put off 
for himself as a tenant farmer on 
Crowley’s Ridge. Anybody would 
have said that he would always 
be a tenant farmer, for nobody 
got ahead tilling the thin soil of 
Crowley’s Ridge. Jimmy didn’t see 
much chance of getting ahead if 
he stayed on the ridge. So he 
moved to the rich St. Francis River 
bottom land. He was a renter 
there too, with no stock or equip- 
ment. The first year he bought 
a mule. In three more years he 
bought three more mules. On top 
of that he got a little ahead. He 
was in the clear, which means 
that he owed no man, and he had 
_ to run himself, as he puts 
t. 


All the time Jimmy and his wife, 
Pauline, were dreaming of the time 
when they would have a farm and 
a home of their own. The way 
things were going, with the depres- 
sion still on and many losing their 
farms, it looked as if they would 
have to wait a long time. Jimmy 
was not the sort to go deeply into 
debt and pay big interest unless 
he could see his way through. Then 
came the Farm Security Adminis- 
tration with the offer of long- 
time loans at low interest. It was 
their dream come true. 


“It’s taking a chance,” said Jim- 
my to Pauline, “but it’s the: only 
way we can hope to have any of 
this good land for ourselves. We'll 
take the chance. It won't cost us 
anything to try. If we don't make 
it we won’t be any worse off than 
we are now.” Pauline, proud of her 
man and believing in him, said she 
would do her part. Jimmy called 
it taking a chance but down deep 
he did not doubt, for he believed 
in himself and he knew that with 
good soil under his feet he could 
win if any man could. 


To the Farm Security Adminis- 
tration, through its office at 
Wynne, McDermott applied for and 
was granted a loan of $4295, to be 
repaid in 40 annual instalments 
of $185, with interest at 3 per cent. 
With the money he bought 8&0 acres 
of rich Cross County land, on which 
he built a five-room white house 
with a green roof, constructed ac- 
cording to FSA plans for ‘low- 
income families.

6 there was a fire and the draft 
records were destroyed. McDer- 
mott was told that it probably 
would be two or three months be- 
fore he would be called again, as 
the records would first have to be 
replaced.

Under such 
uncertainty he couldn’t plan to 
put in crops. The alternative was 
to let the land lie fallow or rent 
it. He couldn't wait, because the 
renting season was at hand. He 
rented it and moved to a cottage 
at the edge of Parkin, and, ‘still 
waiting to be called, took a job at 
the service station. 


Some say that under new rulings 
it ig not likely that McDermott 
will be taken, but in the absence 
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of assurance to that effect he 
could not lose the chance of rent- 
ing or plant crops that would be 
lost if he were taken. 


There, between the town and 
the country, McDermott and his 
wife, still close to the soil, try to 
be content, They have their garden 
and their cow and chickens that 
they brought along. “We both 
hated to leave the farm,” says 
Mrs. McDermott. “We will never 
be satisfied and happy until we 
can go back to it. We have never 
known anything else.” 


If Jimmy isn’t taken it won't 
be his fault. He has reason to 
believe that the quiet life at the 
service station, different from the 
dawn to dark toil on the farm, 
has done something for his blood 
pressure. He doesn’t like that kind 
of work, especially when it’s 
plowing and planting time out on 
the farms. He would rather be 
out there even as a tenant farmer 
than working for wages in the 
town. But he isn’t grouching about 
it. It is something to tide him over 
until he knows, One thing is cer- 
tain, he won’t ask again for a 
deferment. “I think I could be 
more useful on the farm,” he says, 
“put it’s not for me to say. I’m 
willing to go. I’m no better than 
any other man,”

HEN you come across a 


recipe calling for whipped 
cream I suppose you know 
how to come close to it. We sub- 
stitute evaporated milk as was 
done in our cold ham mousse 
recipe which appears today. Chill 
can of milk in freezing compart- 
ment of refrigerator, or pack can 
in bowl of salt and ice if this 
method is more convenient. How- 
ever, milk must be thoroughly 
chilled for perfect results. 
LEGUME LOAF. 

One cup dried lima beans, one 
cup dried lentils, one-half teaspoon 
salt, one-fourth teaspoon pepper, 
one cup peanuts, finely chopped, 
one-fourth cup onion, finely 
chopped, two tablespoons green 
pepper, finely chopped, one cup 
bread crumbs, two tablespoons 
melted butter, two eggs and one- 
half cup milk beaten together. 

Wash lima beans and ientils. 
Cover with cold water and let 
soak over night, or about eight 
hours. Start to cook in same 
water. Bring slowly to boiling 
point and let simmer until tender. 
Drain and put legumes through 
food chopper. Add balance of in- 
gredients and mix thoroughly. 
Shape mixture into loaf, roll in 
flour and bake in moderate oven 
(350 degrees) one hour. Baste 
last 15 minutes of baking with 
one-fourth cup of hot water to 
which you have added three 
tablespoons of butter. 

COLD HAM MOUSSE. 

Two cups cooked ham, one cup 
highly seasoned meat broth, one 
tablespoon « gelatine, two table- 
spoons cold water, one-half cup 
evaporated milk, whipped, one egg 
white, stiffly beaten, lettuce. 

Add cold water to gelatine and 
let soften five minutes. Add gela- 
tine to hot meat broth and atir 
until dissolved. Then fold in 
finely chopped ham (use fine 
knife on meat grinder.) Fold in 
whipped milk, which will treble 
in bulk, and beaten egg white. 
Chill in individual molds which 
have been rinsed in cold water. 
Serve on bed of crisp lettuce and 
serve with mustard mayonnaise. 
Evaporated milk must be thor- 
oughly chilled before whipping. 
Chill bowl and beater also. 

MUSTARD MAYONNAISE. 
One tablespoon English mustard, 
one tablespoon vinegar, One cup 
ma naise. 

Add vinegar to dry mustard and 
stir until dissolved. Gradually add 
mayonnaise to mustard, stirring 


until blended. NK: 
BAKED PEPPERS. 
Six green peppers, one and one- 
half cups cooked meat (veal, ham 
or chicken), one onion grated, one 
and one-half cups moistened bread 
crumbs, or cooked rice; one-half 
teaspoon salt, one-eighth teaspoon 
pepper, one tablespoon melted but- 
ter or olive oil, one cup soup stock. 
Cut off a slice from the stem end 
of each pepper. Remove all seeds; 
cover with boiling water and par- 
boil about five minutes. Meanwhile 
mix finely chopped cooked meat, 
grated onion, bread crumbs which 
have been moistened with a little 
stock or water (cooked rice may 
be substituted for bread crumbs), 
galt, pepper and butter. Stuff 
drained peppers with the mixture 
and stand them up in an oven cas- 
serole or baking pan. Pour the 
soup stock in the casserole and 
bake in moderatg oven about 30 
minutes, basting Several times dur- 
ing this period. Serve with a well- 
seasoned tomato sauce. 
WEAL CUTLET A LA SACHER. 
One veal cutlet, one cup onions, 
two tablespoons butter, one-fourth 
cup flour, one teaspoon salt, one- 
fourth teaspoon paprika, few grains 
cayenne pepper, one-half pint sour 


cream. 
Have cutlet cut one inch thick. 
Saute onions in butter until slight- 
ly browned over low heat, adding 
more butter if necessary. Mix flour 
and seasonings together and dredge 
cutlet thoroughly. When onions 
are lightly browned and partially 
cooked bank them to one side of 
the pan. Put cutlet in pan; brown 
on both sides, add the sour cream 
and spoon the onions on top of 
the cutlet (a heavy aluminum pan 
with heavy cover is ideal for this) 
and cook over very low heat about 
one hour, or until cutlet is tender. 
Turn cutlet once during the cook- 
ing and again spoon the onions on 
top of the meat. Serve with sliced 
ts in fried butter unti] brown 

and sprinkled with finely chopped 


APPLE CHARLOTTE. 

Pare, core and quarter three or 
four apples and cook with.a strip 
of lemon peel with just enough 
water to cover bottom of pan and 
steam until soft. Add sugar to suit 
taste while cooking. When apples 
are soft press pulp through a 
sieve. Grease a pie dish, line it 
with bread crumbs and fill it with 
alternate layers of apple pulp and 
a little grated nutmeg and crumbs. 
The top layer must be bread 
crumbs. Dot the top with small 
bits of butter and cover with 
greased paper and cook in a slow 
oven for one hour. Serve with 
whipped cream sweetened with 
powdered sugar and vanilla ex- 
tract.

Symphony Soloists 
and 


The Star System

N THE SEASON recently con- 
J crusea, the St. Louis Symphony 

Society modified its system of 
presenting as soloists only the 
most renowned and the most ex- 
pensive artists obtainable. Owing 
to the fact that a more frugal dis- 
position had to be made of the 
available funds, the Society en- 
gaged a higher proportion of 
younger and lesser known artists 
than in most of its previous sea- 
eons. 

Judged by artistic results alone, 
the season was not inferior to 
preceding ones. It is also true 
that the box office returns were 
more gratifying than might have 
been expected. One should not 
necessarily conclude from the 
foregoing that all of the top rank 
stars in the concert field are over- 
paid. Most of them in fact are 
paid fees that are rather closely 
related to their drawing power, 
but the relationship between the 
artist's fee and his ability to give 
a performance of the highest 
quality is not so constant. 

The reputation of the top rank 
artist derives not only from his 
musicianship but also from sev- 
eral other even more intangible 
factors, such as his appearance, 
his extramusical activities and 
the effectiveness of his promotion 
by his This being s0, 
it is entirely possible that he 
may, at any time, give a less sat- 
isfactory performance of a great 
violin or piano concerto than 
some less celebrated colleague.

Under such conditions, it 
would also be possible to give a 
fairer representation to our con- 
temporary composers. As it stands, 
a concert artist is under no com- 
pulsion to learn anything new or 
unfamiliar, unless he happens to 
have an active conscience. 

The necessity of engaging solo- 
ists who do not command fancy 
fees may therefore produce other 
than financial benefits. One natur- 
ally assumes in saying this that 
such soloists will be men and wom- 
en of recognizable talent. Fortu- 
nately this is an easily proved as- 
sumption. One could easily make 
a list of 50 or more artists who are 
little known to the general public 
and who can give worthy perform- 
ances of great music. 

During the past season, the Sym- 
phony Society built interesting 
concerts around Carroll Glenn, 
William Kappel! and Samuel] Mayes, 
all virtually unknown, The Sym- 
phony also presented Bronislaw 
Hubermann, a veteran artist but 
little known to present-day St. 
Louis audiences, and Mr. Huber- 
mann gave a performance of the 
Brahms violin concerto whose 
equal has rarely been heard in 
these or any parts. 

Another season of such quality 
would not be out of order. Both 
its practical and its artistic results 
should, on the record, justify the 
risks.

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CANADIAN OFFERS 
POSTWAR PLAN OF 
SOCIAL SECURITY 


Prof. Leonard Marsh’s 
Proposal Is Similar to 
Those of United States 
and Britain. 


OTTAWA, April 10 (AP). — 
Three of the English-speaking 
«United Nations now are thinking 
in concrete terms of postwar prob- 
Jems and the social security of 
their peoples. 

To the proposals envisioning: 
“freedom from want” and “protec- 
tion from the cradle to the grave” 
advanced by the American and 
British Governments now has 
been added a blueprint for Canada. 

A young professor of economics, 
Dr. Leonard Marsh, who studied 
under Sir William Beveridge, au- 
thor of Britain’s Beveridge plan, 
framed the Canadian proposal 
which, in many respects, resem- 
bles the postwar program of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt's Natienal Re- 
sources Planning Board and 
British Government proposals 
sketched by Prime Minister 
Churchill, as well as ideas incor- 
porated in the Beveridge report. 

Not Official Proposal. 

While the Marsh report has not 

quite the official status of the 


corresponding plans in the other 


Is social security possible or de- 


pay for it? 

Marsh estimates his plan would 
cost about one billion dollars a 
year. That would be about $100 
for every one of Canada’s 11 mil- 
lion population. It would be paid 
partly by contributions and partly 
from public funds. 

The Marsh report covers the 
whole field of social security and 
proposes to tie up present legisla- 


tion on unemployment insurance, | 


old-age pensions and mothers’ al- 
lowances with new laws for health 
insurance, children’s allowances, 
contributory retirement pensions 
and funeral benefits. 

Currently a committee of the 
House of Commons is working on 
a draft of a health insurance Dill. 

Likenesses and Differences. 

Salient likenesses and differ- 
ences between the Marsh report 
and the other plans are these: 

Marsh couples a postwar works 
program with social security as 
does the United States proposal. 
But, where the planning board 
goes into in detail, Marsh says 
simply that a works program cost- 
ing about one billion in the first 
postwar year is necessary to form 
a basis for security. 

It resembles both the Beveridge 
and Churchill proposals in that it 
suggests wider measures of com- 
pulsory insurance than are men- 
tioned in the United States plan. 

In general the scale of benefits 
proposed by Marsh ig higher than 
would result from the British 
plan. It stresses social insurance, 
particularly health insurance, 
more than does the NRPB but it 
does not involve the special pro- 
posals for youth advanced at 
Washington. 

The Canadian plan would pro- 
vide children’s allowances; the 
NRPB free lunches for 
all school children and Federal aid 
to education. The NRPB'’s work 
program may later have its 
counterpart from governmental 
planning groups in Canada. 

Benefits for Canadians. 

Here are the benefits Canadians 
would receive and be called upon 
to contribute under Marsh’s pro- 
posals: an old-age pension at 65; 
complete free health services in- 
cluding medical attention, hospi- 
talization, drugs and dentistry; al- 
lowances averaging $8 to $9 per 
month for all children but vary- 
ing with the age of the child; and 
funeral benefits at $100 for adults 
and lesser amounts for children. 

Churchill contemplated ‘“com- 
pulsory insurance for all classes 
for all purposes from the cradle 
to the grave” in his outline of the 
postwar future. 

The health insurance program 
mow being drafted in the Cana- 
dian Parliament proposes to follow 
the example of the United States 
with respect to its Social Security 
Act and establish separate provin- 
cial administrations to be backed 
by Federal grants. 

On unemployment insurance, 
however, the NRPB would do 
away with state administration 
and place it under the Federal 
Government with a single national 
fund. This is the practice in Can- 
ada where unemployment insur- 
ance was established two years 


ago. 

With this background, Marsh 
would place the national govern- 
ment in charge also of contribu- 
tory old-age pensions, replacing 
the present non-contributory sys- 
tem under which pensions are 
paid only to the needy. He also 
proposes grants to parents of all 
children under 16 regardless of 
need. 

The Marsh blueprint suggests 
600 million of the cost of social 
security should core from the 
public treasury and upwards of 
400 million from contributions. He 
figured this would mean 75 to 90 
cents a week from farmers and 
independent income recipients 
who would not have unemploy- 
ment insurance protection and 75 
eents to $1.85 per week from em- 
ployes, varying with wages, plus 
90 cents per employe from em- 
ployers. 

Health insurance alone pre- 
sented as it is on a more concrete 
and imminent basis, would in- 
volve contributions of $26 per year 
per adult wage-earner or depend- 
ent of a wage-carner.

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WAR MUST NOT STOP 
PUBLIC HEALTH WORK’ 


Radio Speaker Urges House- 
holders to Greater Efforts for 
Sanitary Conditions. | 


Vital public health work must 
mot be hampered by war limita- 
tions, or casualties from disease 
will be added to the inevitable cas- 
ualties of war, John Buxell, public 
health engineer for the _ city 
Health Division, said yesterday in 
a talk over radio station KWK. 

Although represented often as 


one of the Four Horsemen of the 
Apocalypse (“War, Famine, Pes- 
tilence and Death”), outbreaks of 
disease “need not be an accom- 
paniment of war” as long as the 
important functions of sanitation 
are preserved, Buxell declared. 

Each householder, he added, 
must assume a greater responsi- 
bility in the control of nuisances, 
however, so official sanitation 
work may expend greater efforts 
in the control of such increasing 
problems as “industrial health, 
sanitation in eating and drinking 
establishments, regulation of 
boarding and rooming houses and 
rat and mosquito control.” 

Industrial expansion in St. Louis 
and the surrounding metropolitan 
area caused a great influx of per- 
sons, bringing with it increased 
problems of sanitation, he point- 
ed out, saying: 

“These new residents need mére 
purified water; they produce ad- 
ditional wastes, such as garbage, 
refuse, sewage and air contamina- 
tion. They are filling low-grade 
housing with its poorer sanitary 
facilities and crowded dwellings, 
particularly hotels, boarding 
houses and rooming houses.” 

Black markets, substitution and 
adulteration of foods and short- 
ages of sanitation materials, said 
Buxell, also increased the *prob- 
lems of sanitation. A few persons, 
he added, used war difficulties as 
an excuse for unsanitary condi- 
tions. 

Need to prepare against sabo- 
tage, bombings, poison gas and 
bacterial warfare (although the 
latter is “extremely unlikely”), 
Buxell said, and plans for disease 
prevention following the war 
created more sanitation problems, 
while the war lessened the means 
of fighting them. ;

JEFFERSON ON FREEDOM OF RELIGION 


“I am for freedom of religion, and against all maneuvers to bring 
about a legal ascendancy of one sect over another. . . . Our particu- 
lar principles of religion are ... of accountability to our God alone.”

ITLER’S RT in the past week as never before, has felt the c 

strength of Allied air power. For practically a year it had been sub- 

jected to an occasional heavy blow from a big air armada, such as the 
meet sam raid on Cologne, and in the last month raids by R. A. F. and Amer- 
ican bombers based in England had become frequent. But last week end there 
came such an acceleration of the air assault on Europe as to recall British Air 
Marshal Harris’ promise that “we shall be coming over every night and every 
day.’ Across the English Channel the night of Friday, April 2, sailed heavy 
British bombers which blasted U-boat bases at Lorient and St. Nazaire. The 
next day the R. A. F. bombed Abbeville and other targets in France in day- 
light. That night the British bombers were out again, blasting the Krupp works 
at Essen. Sunday American Flying Fortresses, 133 of them, raided the Renantt 
armament works near Paris. That night the R. A. F. bombed the German 
naval base at Kiel. Last Monday Americans in Flying Fortresses and Libera- 
tors pounded the Erla airplane repair plant near Antwerp, and the British 
bombed docks and shipping at Brest. From North Africa, also, the assault was 
carried on, heavy American bombers of Major-General Doolittle’s command 
smashing harbor installations and ships at Naples. The steady, systematic 
blasting of industrial plants and transportation facilities which was crippling 
Germany's war power must have made the Nazis wonder unhappily if the 
time was close when the Allied land forces would move in for the kill.

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Dr. D. Spencer Hatch, head of the Y. M. C. A. rural recon- 
struction center at Camohmila, Mexico, talks with mem- 
bers of an Indian family which is improving its house to 
resemble the model house he introduced to the region. 
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Village children in knitting class. Dr. and Mrs. Hatch 
foster such pursuits as well as improvements in 
agriculture and hygiene, changing the life of the region. 
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Beginning to lay the floor of a house patterned 
after the one the Hatches. introduced. 
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which is emerging with dramatic rapidity from a poverty- 

stricken, disease-ridden backwardness so profound that 
one of its towns, Tepoztlan, was the subject of a formal so- 
ciological study some years ago. The change is being 
caused by a rural reconstruction center established by the 
Y. M. C. A. at Camohmila, near Tepoztlan. There two Amer- 
icans, Dr. D. Spencer Hatch and his wife, assisted by Jesus 
Carranza, nephew of former President Carranza, are show- 
ing the people of the valley how to improve their economic 
condition by scientific agriculture and their health by hy- 
gienic practices—and doing it on a “shoestring.” The 
buildings of the center cost only $5000. The Hatches, who 
did similar work successfully in India, have introduced a 
cheap but comfortable two-room model house, sanitary 
measures, new crops, improved livestock breeds and effi- 
cient methods of farming. They have also established a 
small library and promoted a school building which villag- 
ers built themselves. The innovations are being accepted 
eagerly and profitably by the people of the region, most of 
whom are Indians who still speak Aztec.
